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BOYHOOD AND YOUTH. 
Dakiel Applbton White vas born in that part of the old town of Methn- 
ea vbioh is now iocluded in the City of Lawrence, June 7th, 1776. His an- 
cestor, William White, came to this country from Haverhill, Norfolk Co., Eng> 
land, in 1635, in company with Rev. Mr. Ward, the first minister of Haverhill, 
Mass. Mr. White Brst went to Ipswich, thence to Newbnry ; but finally set- 
tled at Haverhill. The place on which be buUt his hooae is still occupied by 
a lineal descendant, who bears the name of White, and has been in the pos- 
session of the &mily since the settlement of the town in 1640. William 
White died Sept. 2gth, 1690, when about eighty years of age. John White, 
his descendant in the fifth generation, the father of the subject of this memoir, 
was bom Feb. 7th, 1719-20. He removed to Methueu about the year 1772, 
and died Jnly 11th, 1800. He was twice nuirried; first to Mrs. Miriam Ha: 
zen, in 1753, by whom he had six children; and again to Elizabeth Hayne8,the 
mot^r of Daniel, Feb. 18th, 1767. She had eleven children, of whom Daniel 
was the fifth.t Thirteen of this family of seventeen, had families of their 
own.

Daniel's childhood and youth were passed upon his father's &nn until he 
went to Atkinson Academy, in June 1792, when he was just sixteen years old. 
In a cbarniing autobiographical sketch written for bis children, during a long 
illneas, in the winter of 1836-7, and which be saya he migfat never bare found 
"time and opportunity to write in a state of health," he has drawn a delight- 
ful picture of his early life. It unveils the beauty of a genuine New England 
' homo. Everything conspired to make his boyhood and youth bright and hap- 
py. His father's farm was cbarmmgly situated, stretching from the Spicket 
to the Merrimac, when both of those streams flowed on through level mead- 
ows, or rushed over falls and rocks, in their native grace and wildness. In 
the Salem Gazette of June 17th, 1796, Rev. Dr. Bentley gave a very enthusi- 
astic account of a visit which he had then lately made to this part of Methn- 
en, and of the beauty of the cascades and falls upon the rivers. The &rm it- 
self abounded in wood, as well as in finely cultivated Gelds ; thus presenting 
a variety of beautiful scenery, with picturesque and deli^tful prospects. Birds 
flocked among the trees, and berries abounded in the pastures. A combinatioa 
of circumstances was presented, so far as external nature was concerned, of 
which the subject of our memoir always spoke with delight and gratitude. 

Other influences seemed equally propitious. These bri^t siirroundiDgs 
were a fit symbol of the home itself. His father's house was filled with young 
and loving hearts, and graced by the frequent presence of the most cultivated 
people in the neighborhood, of many of whom he gives attractive sketches, 
and of relatives from other places, and risitors to the town, who were wel- 
comed with an aboundmg hospitality. It was presided over with a happy 
blending of wisdom and afiection. He gives a picture of his parents in the 
following words : 

"My father was a tall, erect and finely foi'med man ; and with his hand- 
some suit of snuff<;oIored cloth, which my mother caused to be annually man- 
ufactured for him, and his beaver hat, he always appeared in the character 
of a gentleman farmer. Well skilled in overlooking and directing the manage- 
ment of his &rm, he did little more himself than sow the grain, which he could 
do better than any one else, and occasionally to follow the plough, and in Sum- 
mer to stir up the hay. I speak of the time when I was a boy at home, and 
he was From sixty to seventy years of age. My mother, burdened with the care 
of a numerous and increasing family, manifested a devotion to her duties in the 
relation of wife and mother, above all praise. Though so much younger than 
my &ther, she seemed to me to be exactly suited to him in all respects, and he 
to her. I have no recollection of an unkind look or word that ever passed be- 
tween them, though my father was not unfreqaently roused to an indignant and 
somewhat harsh expression of his feelings in respect to others." OoOqIc 



The features of his father's character, and its excellence, are still more dis- 
tinctly stated in an Obituary Notice in the Mass. Mercury, in Boston, Jnly 1 Sth, 
1800. Alter speaking of his peculiar fondness for rural occupations and do- 
mestic life, the writer says: — 

"Born in affluence, he lived easy. Economy and industry were inherent 
virtues ; but possessing a generous heart, he added not to bis possessions. 
Riches were not his Ood, and money he esteemed only for its necessary uses. 
He possessed a strong mind, and a firm nadcrstanding. Checrfuluese was his 
constant companion. His heart overflowed at the reception of a friend. The 
poor hare called him blessed. Courteous in his department ; resolute in enter- 
prise; just and quick in apprehension, bat compassionate in temper; open and 
explicit in all his views, he lived respected and died happy." 

With such parents, the spirit of the household must have been one of wis- 
dom as well as love. There was a perfect toleration of all innocent youthiul 
sports. The parents were strictly religious, connected with the Baptist de- 
nonunation. But they were very careful to make no requisition upon the Sab- 
bath, which would give their children gloomy associations with that day. The 
bmily were required to attend meeting, and read some chapters in the Bible. 
Still, both before and after Public Worship, they were permitted to walk over 
the farm and ei^y the influences of nature, and the loving intercourse of inuo> 
cent and youthful hearty The liberty of the household is thus described : 
" Our freedom in all respects was greater and more delightful, than that of any 
bo3r8 I ever knew, situated as we were." But there was a quiet authority, an 
omnipresent influence which drcwthose young hearts towards generous affections 
and Christian purposes. It was a power all the more effective, perhaps, be> 
cause so seldom exerted in any direct, ontward pressure. The theory of ear- 
ly education which the son states as his own ideal in later years, grew out of 
the life of that Methuen home. It was a theory which recognized the fiict, that 
"the spontaneous life, in its own time and place, is as sacred as the reflective 
and moral life;" atheorytbat aimed to avoid "the excess of regulation and 
discipline, as much as the opposite extreme of indu%ence," and which, while it 
insisted upon "implicit obedience as the indispensable fonndation of character, 
endeavoured to allow nature free scope in nnfolding and maturing all her gen- 
erous feelings and principles." It was the power of character, the beauty of 
holiness, rather than direct authority, which moulded the lives in his early home. 
Thes^ spiritual forces certainly did their work upon himself. In his case, "the 
boy was father of the man." The features of his manhood distinctly unfold 
themselves in the picture which he draws of his youth ; and we feel that he not 
only speaks the simplest truth when he says, "Innocence and simplicity had not 



deserted me, certainly, when, at the age of sixteen, I left home for the Academy 
and the College," bat that these graces became bo inwrought into hia character 
amid the ben^n influences of his early home that they never deserted him, and 
accompaaied him as angels on either hand till he passed on to a new and still 
h^her yonth. 

Only two troubles clouded his youthful days. The first and greatest of 
these came from his questionings upon the subject of religion. Those quee- 
tioninga b^an at a very early date. From his childhood ho had been accus- 
tomed to read the Bible ; and he had read it throu^ before he was eight years 
old. Many of its narratives made a deep impression upon bis imagination. 
He associated the characters in the Bible with persons of the same name whom 
he knew. Joseph was the image of his own brother Joseph. "Stephen, the 
first martyr, looked like Stephen Sargent, the older son of a neighbor." The 
father of the Prodigal Son bore the imt^e of his own father, and the elder 
brotherthatof his brother John. "And so," he says, "they have since appeared." 
He gave "a local habitation," also, to the scenes of sacred history, by fixing up- 
on some spot upon the form, which seemed suited to the transaction represent- 
ed. Thas both his mind and bis ima^nation were early filled with religious 
thoughts and associations. Though eminently social and cheerful in tempera- 
ment, both in early and later life, he possessed a thoaghtfiil nature, and had a 
peculiar interest in religious exercises, even in bis boyhood. The following ex- 
tract from bis Journal gives a striking proof of tliis : 

"I remember that the day I was eleven years old, June 7, 1787, there was 
the raising of a parsonage house, for Mr. Williams, a great occasion for boys, 
and the funeral of a Mrs. Frye, three or four miles ofi) and that while others 
went to the raising, I walked to the funeral in preference, and back to the 
graveyard, nearly as far." 

Ho mentions also the funeral of a young married friend not long after 
wards, — a great &vorite of his on account of her beauty, and kindness to him, 
which afiected him deeply. With characteristic candor, he says, "The excite- 
meot and sympathy felt on these solemn occasions afibrded me, I suppose, some- 
thing of the sort of pleasure derived from witnessing the pathetic scenes of a 
tragedy; and this may in part account for my desire to attend them." But he 
truly adds, "It was doubtless owing in part to their being in accordance with 
my religious feelings." 

A nature so predisposed to thoughtfulness, to which the scenes and char- 
acters of Sacred History became real by constant reading of the Bible; a na- 
ture unfolded in the atmosphere of a rel^ons home, where he heard the con- 



versation of the ministers who were such frequent guests at his father's house, 
must have been open to iatense religious impressions. Bat tbej came in a 
form that profoundly tried him. His parents belonged to the "New Lights," 
as they were then termed, and fiiUy sympathized with the doctrines of White- 
field; and the idea became impressed upon the boy's mind that the trne reli- 
gion could only bo gained by r miraculous change of heart, without which tlie 
soal must be forever lost. He says : 

"Everything conspired to deepen these awAil impressions, and to produce 
in my mind a full conviction that such, and such only, were the tme doctrines 
of Christianity. I well remember that it seemed astonishing that we should 
be unable to do anythii^ to save our souls from perdition, when wo were so 
constantly commanded in the Bible to exert ourselves for the purpose ; to strive 
to enter in at the strait gate, and were promised a reward for our endeavors. 
But these expressions were explained away in a manner wMch I did not think 
of questioning. We could not strive, or knock, or even ask aright, without the 
suggestions and aid of the Holy Spirit. Hence, at about the age of twelve or 
fifteen, I was reduced to a state of most distressing parplexity, almost despair, 
as to my fiiture condition." 

Many persons trained in these New England homes have known an expe- 
rience similar to his. Happily the profound impressions already made upon 
his heart became an anchor amid the agitations of his thought, and held him 
in tme loyalty to religion itself, in the struggles of his youth and early man- 
hood, until after a number of years he dared fully to trust the convictions 
which had then begun to form themselves in his mind. At one time he says, 
that "be does not know what might have been the fate of his christian faith, if 
he had not found some satisfactory substitute for these first convictions. Per. 
haps it might have been wholly wrecked." But a mind like his was sure to 
find a satisfactory substitute. When the heart is penetrated by a reverence 
and awe for religious truth, faith cannot suffer wreck. If Priestly's writings, 
which he read with so muckinterest wbeu an under graduate, or the writings 
of other men, had not helpeWo a solution of his difficulties, the workings of 
truth, the teachings of experience, and the leadings of the divine spirit, must 
have brought him to a settled faith. In religious things, indeed, as in other 
respects, his manhood was the natural developmont of hi^ early character. 
He says, "It is remarkable how little have changed my impressions as then re- 
ceived of Jesus, and his disciples, by subsequent reading and reficction. The 
divine superiority of Josus to his disciples, and all other men, wa3 then clear 
to ms, as it has been ever since." His character and training prc-detennined 
the faith in which he finally rested; the faith "which permitted, and taught , 



him to behold in his Creator a kind and beneficent father ; in his Savior, an in- 
fallible guide, teacher and friend; and in the Holy Spirit a sure and never fail- 
ing reword for every sincere endeavor to do the will of God, to improve his 
gifts, and fulfil the law of love to his creatures." God graciously led him out 
of all his doubts to a religion whose final expression was, " My reliance is np> 
on the mercy of God in Jesus Ciirist, and my own repentance for sin, which I 
know I hare felt for years ; and therefore I have perfect trust and peace." 

The only other trouble of his youthful days grew out of his great desire 
to obtain a public education. This seemed very doubtful for a long time. Al- 
though his father was in easy circumstances, with his family of seventeen 
children, it was difficult to meet the expense of sending one of his sons to the 
UniTersity. But this difficulty was happily solved. In his earlier school-days 
Daniel was behind the other boys ; and he describes the mortification which he 
felt upon one occasion, on that account. But he soon outstripped them by dil- 
igent application, and therefore became a fiivorite with his various instructors. 
One of them, a somewhat eccentric man, when he had taken the foot of the 
Bpelling^;lass in consequence of detention at home by sickness, but was so for- 
tunate as to regain his usual place at the head on the first evening, ordered a 
general clapping of hands of the whole school. It was a compliment which 
seems to have been repeatedly awarded him. His first severe illness was occar 
sioned by his devotion to study. After havmg been hard at work with the men 
in the woods in Winter, he came home and got into the bedroom window to 
perform sums in Arithmetic, which, as he expresses it, was then his hobby. He 
thus became, nnconscionsly, so thoroughly chilled, that the consequence was a 
dangerous fever. But such diligence had its reward, and on the 11th of June, 
1792, he was sent to Atkinson Academy, then under the chai^ of Mr. Silas 
Dinsmoor, a graduate of the previous year, uid an excellent instructor. He 
had a permit to enter from Rev. Stephen Feabody, one of the Trustees, whose 
eminent character and services were both so gfl|KuUy, and so gracefully de- 
picted by the late Rev. Dr. Gilman in the Christian Examiner for May, 1S47, 
and whose constant friendship he always enjoyed. Here, too, he secured the 
marked favor of his teachers. His efibrts were unwearied, and his progress 
very rapid. When he studied fourteen, fifteen, and sometimes sixteen hours a 
day, we scarcely wonder that he could recite four hundred lines in the Qeoi^ics, 
and sometimes seven hundred at a lesson, or, on a review, one thousand to 
thirteen hundred in the ^Eneid. By this diligence he read the whole Greek 
Testament in five and a half weeks, and prepared for CoU^fe in seven and a 



him to study in his ovn room, and to recite with others, or by himself, as might 
be best for his progress. 

Such severe application was beyond his strength. But his mind and char- 
acter developed rapidly amidst the excitements of the Academy, and the influ- 
ences of the society of Atkinson. He was naturally very diffident, and he en- 
tirely broke down in his first attempt at declamation. But this iulnre, of 
which he ^res an amusing description, roused him to such resolute efforts, 
that three or four months later, at the public exhibition, he was able to speak 
in a crowded Church, with complete self-possession. That resolute struggle 
was a true type of his character. The same diffidence waa conquered in so- 
ciety, in his intercourse with young ladies, both in and oat of the school, with 
whom he formed some ftiendships that ended only with life. When speakmg 
of this year in Atkinson, forty years afterwards, he says, "Never, I believe, 
have I been able to look back upon a year with a more grateful and satisfied 
feeling." He left Atkinson with many regrets, taking an affectionate leave of 
the many friends f^m whom he had received such marked and uniform Idnd- 
ness, and entered Cambridge after an honorable examination, with "a heart 
full of gratitude to his parents for their efforts and sacrifices " to gratify his 
darling wish, and with a determination " to exert every power to prevent any 
waste of money upon his education ; and to secure to them an ultimate reward 
and eatis&ction." His father sent him away with his benediction, and with 
his earnest instructions to avoid all bad company; closing his advice with these 
words of wisdom, words then and always faithfully heeded, and beautifully 
verified: "Keep none but good company, and you will always have good com- 
pany to keep." 

COLLEGE LIFE. 
He entered Goll^i^ in July, 1793. His autobit^raphical sketch gives a mi- 
nute account of his four years at Cambridge, often presenting details of his 
daily studies and occupations, together with incidental descriptions of the state 
of society, the manners and morals of the time, both in the University and the 
commiinity. In some respects life in College was then especially perilous. He 
• tells OS there was literally no society for the students in the town of Cambridge, 
and that be has no recollection of having entered a single house as a visitor, 
while an under graduate, and but very few when a tutor, excepting those of 
the College Officers. Neither the people of the town, nor the instructors, who 
had families, encouraged any social intercourse with the students, excepting in 
cases of family connection, or particular acquaintance. There was nothing to 
refine the tastes and manners, and thus indirectly, yet powerfhlly, to improve 



the moral tone of the students. Meanvhile, poBitirely anfarorable inflDences 
irere not wanting. The power of the liceatious principles of the period of 
the French Berolntion was at its hei^t. Those principles had a great and in- 
sidoons attraction for the minds of ardent young men. The custom of using 
ardent spirits, also, was feariiilly prevalent, lie punch bowl was held to be 
indispensable in the social circle, especially among young men. Under such 
circumetaoces it was natural that disorderly actions, and di^raceful tumults, 
should frequently occur among the students. Neither is it strat^, though so 
sad, that, as he states in his Journal, nearly one fourth of every class should 
have "become sots," "lost to themselves and to the world, in consequence of 
indidging in the use of intoxicating drinks early in life, and principally in the 
Oollege itself," — "a terrible sacrifice," to use his own striking words, "of the 
intellect, the genius, the literature, the moral and religious principle and feel- 
ing of the country." 

la all respects he bore the ordeal nobly. Thou^ his religious opinions 
remained fbr a long time unsettled, his religions convictioDs seem to have be- 
come dear and fixed during his colle^ days. He clung to the Christian faith ; 
and ahready, thou^ perhaps unconsciously, a vow of fidelity and consecration 
had been recorded in his heart. His political views, too, became distinct and 
setUed. He was always loyal to the idea of liberty ; but the tendencies and 
character of his mind were such, that he was utterly disgusted by the excesses 
and madness of the French people. His whole nature fitted him to be pro- 
fbnndly influenced by the diaracter of Washington ; to appreciate his calm wis- 
dom ; to rec(^nize the great qualities that made him the model of public and 
private virtue ; and it is scarcely too much to say, that he himself became an 
embodiment of the spirit of that great administration of liberty combined 
with order, of genuine patriotism and public virtue, amidst all the political 
changes which occurred during his long life. His moral integrity was un- 
touched. He took no part in the carousals in which the students frequently 
indued. In respect to one in which his class was eng^ed, he modestly says : 

"I recollect feeling glad that I was excusable in the opinion of all for 
not joining in the 8cene,"(oD account of the death of a near relative not long 
before,) "for otherwise it mi^t have required more of the spirit of indepen- 
dence than the occasion would have called forth in me to rel^e joining, how- 
ever I m^ht have wished to refuse." 

That spirit of independence was not wajiting when it was demanded. Up- 
on one occasion, when the class were inclined to adopt some high handed mea- 
sures in respect to an Examinatiwi, he sturdily opposed them, althou^ he 



incarred hisses and insults for his independence; and finally socceeded in de- 
feating their mad and foolish scheme. He ma deflirons of the approbation of 
those aronnd him ; but if his action involved a principle, his resolDtion ma m- 
vincible, and it ma impossible to make him oonsciooslj nntnie. 

His whole conrse in Collie was highly honorable. He was thoroii^ly 
conscientions in his derotion to study. He seems to have excelled in compo- 
sition. We take the following extract from his diary ; 

" Carried np new themes, and received corrected those on *^olta peteoii- 
bos, multa desnnt," or AvaricOt which broi^ht us sixteen doable marks. A. 
double mark, by the way, was two strokes of the pen, under the oame of the 
writer of the theme, indicative of excellence. Oue line was always drawn on- 
der the name, and sometimes no ooe in the class had more than one. It so 
happened that whenever there was a doable mark on any theme, mine did not 
esciqie it. It was a small afiair, bat of some interest to me at the time." 

It was this persistent fidelity alike in little and greater duties, which gave 
him such a distinguished rank in his class. The requisitions of College stnd- 
iee did not content him. He read extensively in History, and in general Lit- 
erature, during the regalar terms. Vacations also, althoi^h partly devoted to 
social visiting, which ho greatly enjoyed, gave constant proof of his love of 
reading, and his desire for knowledge. We give a memorandom of the gener- 
al reading of one tenn, and a part of one vacation : 

" Putnam's Life ; Franklin's Life and Essays ; Haley's Poetical Essay on Wa- 
tory ; Longinns on the Sublime ; Minot's History of the Insurrection ; FliiloBoph- 
ical Survey of the Animal Creation ; Priestley's Lectures on History and Gene- 
ral Policy; several of Lady Montagu's Letters ; Fitz Osborne's Letters ; Mon- 
tesquieu's Persian Letters, and Pope's Essay on Man." 

Locke, Shakespeare, Robertson's Histories, the Spectator, together with 
other books of the highest order, are frequently named in bis notes of his va. 
cation readings. 

The only thing to be regretted in his Coll^;e Course, was his excessive 
application. Both at Atkinson and at Cambridge, he neglected necessary ex- 
ercise in the open air, in his devotion to books. This was his besetting sin. 
At one time, a classmate, Hon. James Richardson of Dedham, sent him a poet- 
ical epistle to dissnade him from such excessive study, — -a few lines of which 
are given in his diary. The vigor of his constitution enabled him to bear this 
severe trial of its strength without entirely breaking down; uid he went 
throogh the University with only two or three brief periods of sickness, in 
one of which Channing watched with him, and of whom he speaks as showing 
all the softness and delicacy of maoners that would become a woman in at- 
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tending npon the sick. Bat his health became impaired for years, and was al- 
most aacrificed; and it is very interesting to see hov carefol he always was in 
tetters to his eon in later years, and in his adrice to others, both yonng and 
old, to warn them against a similiar mistake. 

Bnt a life so nobly &ithful in all other respects, could not &il to be de- 
lightful. Passages in Ms Journal, written at the close of a term, or the be- 
gintiiDg of a new College year, give ample proof of his thorough enjoyment of 
the UaiTersity. His relations with his classmates were intimate and cordial. 
They repeatedly honored him by selecting him as their Orator on various occa- 
sions. He was chosen to give a eulogy on his classmate, Wellington, who was 
drowned in Fresh Pond, in the early part of the Senior year. It was ^reu, 
he says, "in the College Chapel, early in December, before the goremment and 
students, and with more heart-feeling than any other College exercise I was 
ever called to perform." He gave the Valedictory of his class to the Speak- 
ing Olub — an association for mutual improvement, in which he took a great 
interest. At the close of his Junior year, he was appointed to give an oration 
on the Birth-day of Washington, Feb. 22nd, 1796, at the first celebration of 
the Hasty Pudding Club, of which he was one of the founders, but was pre- 
vented from giving it, in consequence of his being at Andover at that time, 
ei^iaged in teaching school. He was therefore reappointed to give an Anni- 
versary oration before the Clnl^ in the following September. He was the first 
of his class elected a member of the Phi Beta Kappa Society. He was also 
chosen to prepare an English oration for the Class Day. Previously to that time, 
the usual performances had been a Latin Oration and a Poem. He declined 
this honor, partly, perhaps, because it was an innovation ; and as the class were 
unable to unite upon any one else, that part was omitted. In speaking of his 
Coll^^ life, and his relations with his classmates, he says, "The various associ- 
ations formed among oorselves added to the interest of oar individual pur- 
suits." And again, about the time of the formation of the Hasty Padding 
Club, he says, "The still increasbg intimacy with favorite and beloved chiss- 
mates, and the new associations formed with them, afibrded me the truest en- 
jojTnent." 

He graduated in 1797, with the hi^iest honors of his class. The assign- 
ment of the parts for Commencement called forth feelings which were as hon- 
orable to him as his fidelity to College duties. The Class had long awarded 
the two English Orations to Horace Binney and himself. He believed that 
Binney had the highest claims ; and when the first part was assigned to him, 
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he did not for some time ei^oy the honor, becanse he felt that it belonged to 
another. He bears the most generous testimony respecting his rival and 
friend. 

"Binney," he saya, "conld not bat have thought himself entitled to the 
first honors of the Class, yet he conducted with perfect magnanimity on the 
occasion, and with great delicacy as respected me, and thereby, in no small 
measure, enhanced my esteem and affection for him. If he felt that ii^jostice 
had been done to his claims, he did not impute the fault in any degcw to me ; 
for he veil knew what my feelings and expectations were, both in respect to 
him and myself before the assignment of the parts." 

The same generoas feeling pervaded all the correspondence of these dis- 
tinguished men in later years. After Jndge White's death, Mr. Bioney gave 
this striking tribute to his beloved classmate. "He never seemed to desire to 
excel others, like so many yottng men in Coll^^ but only to keep himself up 
to his own h^ standard. He had no rivalry. He envied no one, for such a 
feeling would have marred his victory." Beantifnl m^^animity, where each 
strives to show the other to be worthier than himself and both alike uncon- 
sciously reveal their own nobility. 

Mr. Biuney's Oration was apon "Enthtisiam," and his own upon "The 
Beiga of Prejudice." Exhausted in health, he was scarcely equal to the exer- 
tions of Commencement Day ; bnt the excitement of the occasion enabled him 
to perform his part with his osoal felicity and success. 

PBOM HIS GBADUATION TO HIS ADMISSION TO 
THE BAB. 

The decision in respect to his Aiture profession was difficult. Many 
things attracted him towards the study of Theology ; the prevtuling serious- 
ness of his mind, all his tastes, and his deep religions convictions. He seems 
to have anxiously weighed the question ; but he was too conscientious to adopt 
that profession while his views of religions doctrines remained unsettled. 
Then, too, many things repelled him from the study of the Law. The dmdg- 
ery of that profession was positively revolting to him. The same delicacy of 
conscience which made him scrupulooa in respect to Theology, on accoont of 
the unsettled state of his opinions, made him fearM lest the duties of the ad- 
vocate might be sometimes inconsistent with his ideal of integrity, and the 
chicaneries of practice sully his h^h sense of honor. The qaestion of right 
and character held the highest place in all his views of life. Bnt thou^ sev- 
eral years passed before he devoted himself to the study of Law, except at in- 
tervals, in the midst of other duties, the actual choice seems to have been early 
made. „ , i, Cocit^lc 
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The first two years after loariog Collie were apent in Medford, where 
he took ch&tf^ of the Grammar School, partly for the pnrpose of obtaining 
meana to discharge his obligations for a portion of the expenses of his educa- 
tion. Glimpses of his inner life, and the tendencies of his feeling and thought 
at this period, dre given in letters to his classmates, and in incidental accounts 
of his daily occnpations. On one occasion, at least, his independence was test- 
ed, when be repelled, with the utmost decision, an attempt to ioterfere with 
the management of the school, and with his own efforts to secure obedience. 
He declared himself ready to leave at a moment's notice ; but while he remained 
the instructor of the school, he claimed the unrestricted right to judge of its dis- 
cipline. His Medford life was very happy. His strong love for society was 
gratified by constant intercourse with i□t6ll^^nt and appreciatii^ friends. 
Here, too, he formed a friendship with Rev. Dr. Osgood, which then, and ever 
afterward, gave him great delight ; a friendship which continued with his family, 
to the latest honr of his own life. But these were also very busy years. He 
was the same fkithiiil scholar at Medford as at Cambridge. His name bad al- 
ready been entered as a student of Law, and he devoted many hours to direct 
preparation for that profession. In a letter to his chum and class-mate, Kim. 
ball, he ^ves a picture of his life. The date is Feb. 12th, 1799. 

" At five, this morning, your humble servant rose. After devouring about 
thirty p^ee of Smith's Wealth of Nations, he took breakfast. Then he wait- 
ed upon his charming geographical pupil, and also attended to three classes in 
English Grammar. Then he betook himself to his despotic drudgery over 
fifty or sixty trembling pupils. At noon he travelled over ten or twelve pa- 
ges of TttUy, with a future son of Harvard ; half as many in that entertaimng 
work, the Greek Grammar; and attended to another class in parsing English. 
Since the afternoon school, he has passed the evening with a number of ladies, 
with the exception of one hour devoted to a French gentleman resident here, 
and desirous of my aid in getting a little hold of our language. From this 
one day's history, yon may form an idea of his daily work. Seldom does it 
now materially differ from this course." 

In Ai^ust, 1799, he returned to Cambridge for the pnrpose of studying 
his profession. But he soon after accepted the office of Latin tutor in the 
University, and continned in that position for almost four years. The duties 
of this office were most congenial to his tastes. He loved the OUssics, espe- 
cially the Latin writers. In early and later letters, he often speaks with enthu- 
siasm, and critical discrimination, of the peculiar characteristics of different 
Latin authors. He says of Livy, that " the more he studied, the more he ad- 
mired him." In another place he writes as follows : 
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"I liare sometimes tbongtit Cicero and Virgil saperior to all others, in 
tiie grace, the eleganoe, the beautiM simplicity, as veil as grandeur of their 
style and language, and also in the variety, dignity, and excellence of their 
BentimeDts. But Horace and Sallost, too, have their pecnliar attractions, and 
attractions vhich never cloy." 

This acqnajntance vith, and love for Classical Literatore, prompted him, 
soon after he left Cambridge, to join with Mr. John Pickering, in preparing a 
new edition of Sallost, with aotes. The work was performed with the utmost 
care, and the highest scholarship, and the book was pnblished by Cnshing and 
Appleton, of Salem, in 1805. Unfortunately, almost the whole of the first edi- 
tion was destroyed by fire, and a second was never published. This love for 
Classical Literature continued to tbe end of Judge White's lif^ and his li- 
brary contained a valuable collection of both Greek and Latin authors. 

Durii^ his connection with the College, his best powers were constuitty 
exerted for the reformation of abuses in its general management and instmc- 
tion. His high rank as a scholar, the purity and force of his character, his 
continuance in office during a longer period than was customary for the tutors 
at that time, whidi enabled him to act more efficiently as a member of the 
Qovemment, tc^ther with his hearty afiection for the University, and his un- 
tiring interest in its weliare, all combined to make his influence equally strong 
and beneficent. 

Lideed, his attachment to the College was so sincere, that he was reluc- 
tant to leave Cambridge, and did not resign his tutorship until he had been 
strongly solicited to do so on the part of his inends. On the 26th of Aug., 
1803, he met the Freshmen, his own "particular class, for the last time, after 
passing a year of uninterrnpted harmony and affection with them." On Sept. 
13th, he took "a final fiirewell of Cambrii^^ and went in the stage to Salem," 
where he immediately entered the Law Office of Samuel Putnam, afterwards 
Ja^e of the Supreme Court of Massachusetts. Mr. Putnam at once opened 
his house and bis heart to his new pupil. Nothing could exceed the affection- 
ate hospitality and the abounding kindness which he always received fWnu the 
&mUy of his honored instructor, as well as &(Hn himself; and it was his delight 
to recall their unwearied attentions in after years. He was a fellow student 
with John Pickering. These two young men immediately found themselves con- 
genial spirits, not only in their love of study, in scholarly attainments and 
tastes, bat in their general opinions upon questions oat of tbe realm of lit- 
erature. The result was a mutual respect, and an ardent friendship, which 
bound them very closely to each other during the renuunder of their lives. 



His reeddeoce in Salem vas very agreeable. He vas welcomed into the best 
society of the town as an additional ornamcDt to circles already bo intelli- 
gent and attractive. He mentions, in letters to his classmates, the names of 
man; whom he especially enjoyed, and with whom he fonned lasting fiiendships. 
Amidst such pleasant anspices he remained ontU the completion of his profes- 
sional studies, in 1804. 

These seven years of preparatioa since he graduated from College, had 
been indnstrions and happy years. His reading was extensive. His study of 
the Law had been thorough. In addition to old Gotlega friendships, which he 
still kept warm and fresh, he formed many new ones which were valuable and 
true. In describing his happiness, he says : 

"In the constitution of our minds, our hearts, our bodies, what inlet to 
pleasure is denied us I How pure is the satis&ction which attends the pursuit 
f^ truth, and the acquisition of knowledge and science I How sweet is the 
intercourse with those who have long been dear to us I How pleasant and 
valuable are those large associations in wbidi we feel a common interest, and 
by which we are mutually affected, and mutually benefitted !" 

Again, in 1803, when speaking of the pleasant circumstances around him, 
he says, "I have always found it easy to obey the Apostolic injunction, aod in 
whatsoever state I am, to be content, and generally to be satisfied and happy." 

We find abundant indications at this period, both of his own hig^ princi- 
ples of action, and of the confidence which his character had then inspired. 
Nothing can more conclusively show the impression which he made upon those 
who knew him, than the unconscious tributes which they paid to his integrity 
in the most confidential correspondence. No man suggested an unworthy aim, 
or seemed to suppose him capable of being actuated by any other than the 
highest motives. One classmate speaks of "the honorable and lofty success," 
which he predicted for him, and which he was sure would alone " satisfy him or 
his friends," and says, "You arc not materially altered since you left Coll^. 
You stUl do what you do with the zeal of passion, and look as loftily as any 
around you. You despise the first fruits of the Law, which are the only fruits 
that are within the reach of the grovelling barrister. You are stretching 
yourself to gather the fruit that hangs on the topmost bough, and you will 
gather it, unless I have mistaken yon." This life-long friend did not mistake 
him. His cardinal principle was thus expressed by himself, at this very peri- 
od, "Better to fail in a good cause, than to succeed in bad one" — a princi- 
ple which he applied to private and public action, to the a&irs of individuals 
and nations, with unwavering loyalty ; and which, though it may sometimes lead 
to apparent failure, will always secure the grandest success, n , OoOqIc 
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PROM HIS ADMISSION TO THE BAR, TO HIS 
APPOINTMENT AS JtTDGE. 

He vaa admitted an Attorney of the Court of GommoD Pleaa in Salem, 
June 26th, 1804. He only remained in Salem a few days to eqjoj the cele- 
bration of the 4th of July, at vhicb his friend John Pickering gave an oration, 
and to make immediate preparation for his removal to NewboiTport. July 1 6th, 
he opened a Lav office in that place. On the 5tb of August, ve find him an 
attendant upon Mr. Popkins' preaching at the old church in Newbniy, which 
he (^laracterizes as excellent, and under whoae ministry he continued with 
constant satisfaction and delight. He was now twenty ei^t years old, with 
a hi^ reputation as a man of unusual talents and attainments, as well as a 
man of established character. His success at the Bar was rery decided, and 
the receipts of his second year of practice amounted to what would then have 
been considered an ample income. On the 24th of May, 1807, be was married 
at Concord, to Mrs. Mary Tan Schalkwyck, daughter of Dr. Josiah Wilder, of 
Lancaster, Mass. ^e was a lady of remarkable attractions and excellence, and 
bis correspondence at that period gives ample proof of the happiness which 
he found in the home which she adorned for a little more than four years. 
But her health soon failed ; and she died on the 29th of June, 1811, leaving 
two daughters to be liis care, and his consolation, amid his heavy grief. 

Mr. White was not only early snccessf\il as a lawyer, but he at once at- 
tracted the notice and commanded the confidence of the people of the town 
in other respects. The next year after he went to Newbnryport, he gave an 
address before the Merrimack Humane Society, which was published, and 
passed through several editions. Its favorable reception was not struige. It 
was an earnest plea for a life of Christian philanthropy, which struck the key 
note of his own life, and was written and spoken out of a full heart. He was 
engaged in every hmnane and benevolent enterprise. He helped to form the 
Merrimack Bible Society. He was a trostee of the Dummer Academy. He 
served as a member of the School Committee. Nothing which promised ei- 
ther to promote the health, to advance the education, or to improve the morals 
of the town, fiuled to secure his influence and cooperation. He was careful, 
meanwhile, not to forego his studious habits. Nov. 1, 1804, we find the follow- 
ing entry in his diary : "Entered on a more extended course of study than of 
late; Greek after Break&st; Latin after dinner; some of the Scriptures every 
day." In one respect, certainly, it was not an unfitting description of his 
course of study in all periods of his life; for however wide its range jni^t he 
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in the domajns of Literature, the Scriptares claimed asd received their daily 
homage ; and in all his love for Greece or Borne, he turned vith deeper rever- 
ence to Palestine and the worda that consecrated it forever. 

ia 1810, be iras elected to the Senate of the State, and continued a mem- 
ber till 1815. His earnest and fearless devotion to the principles of the Fed- 
eralists, his dignity and ability as a debater, his attainments as a lawyer, and hie 
high character as a man, made him very prominent in the Senate. He command- 
ed the confidence of his own party to such a degree, that he was selected as 
their candidate for Congress, at the election in Nov. 1814, and was chosen by 
an almost unanimous vote of the people of his District. Bat before he took 
bis seat, the office of Judge of Probate for the County of Essex was tendered 
to faim ; and having finally decided to accept it, he rested his commission as 
Representative in the Spring of 1816. 

This was the turning point in bis life. It was singular, certainly, that a 
man at the age of thirty-nine, who had already attained marked professional 
and political distinction, and stood so high in the public favor and confidence, 
should retire both from the Bar, and from public life, when so wide a sphere 
of service and iufiuence was open to him. He was known beyond the limits 
of his own State, and was appointed chairman of a Commission to investigate 
the difficulties which had arisen in the administration of the ai^rs of Dart- 
mouth Collie, by the Legislature of New Hampshire, in June, 1815. The 
"fruit apon the topmost bough" seemed within hia grasp. Many of his friends, 
then, and in later years, greatly r^retted the loss of the eminent public ser- 
vices whidi he was so admirably qualified to render, and which would have 
broI^^t BO much honor to himself, and advantage to the State. His decision 
was doubtless a mistake in the opinion of men of the world ; but it was pre* 
determined by his character and previous life. He was not a man of the 
world. He rec<^ized the duty of laboring for its highest wel&re, and cher- 
ished an undying interest in everything which promised to improve or bless it. 
But he was singularly free from its self-seeking and ambition. In later life, as 
in College, "he never seemed to desire to excel others, but only to be true to 
his own h^h standard." Then, too, the practice of the Law had never been agree- 
able to him ; and a political career must have been still more unattractive. All 
his tendencies and tastes combined, with hia love of literature and of study, 
to lead him to choose a more retired life. 

Events had occurred during bis residence in Newburyport, which must 
have had a great, though perhaps unconscious inBuence upon his decision. The 
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frieadshipa were always true and deep, and his relations with Eimbalt were 
Bii^larly cordial and affectionate. B; ireqaent interchange of letters, they 
kept np the same free and nnreserred communication of each other's plans, 
wishes, hopes, which they had enjoyed when they shared the same room at Col- 
1^^. They clung to each other in mutual respect, and trust, and love ; and Kim- 
ball, who had begun the practice of law in New Hampshire, earlier than Mr. 
White, was extremely desirous to have his friend located in his own immediate 
neighborhood, that they might be together in the work of life, as they had 
been in their preparation for it. Very eoon after Mr. White went to New- 
buryport, the disease which had long threatened his friend developed itself in 
a &tal form, and lie returned to HaTerhill, his former home, to die among hia 
friends and kindred. Xothing could exceed Mr. White's derotion to him dur- 
ing the last few months of his life. Thoi^h it must have been a great detri- 
ment to his own prospects so greatly to n^lect the office which he had just 
opened, hadivided his time between Haverhill and Newbnryport, and watched 
over his friend till the last beat of bis pulse, with an affection as tender as the 
love of woman. Hia letters show how deeply he was affected by this parting 
scene, and how sincerely he mourned his friend's too early loss. Life assomed 
a new seriousness and sacredness to his mind ; and religion not only seemed to 
^ve the solntion of its mystery, but to present new claims upon his personal 
reverence and love. And the following brief entry in his Journal, under the 
date of April 6tb, 1807, gains a new and more beautiM significance in this 
connection: "Full dedication of myself to God. May He preserve my heart 
is hia law and love I" 

But the event which touched him still more deeply, was the early death 
of hia wife. If the loss of a classmate so greatly affected him, we can only 
imagine, rather than deacribe, the profound impression made upon him by the 
death of a companion whom he seems to have cherished with an equal respect 
and love, and the breaking up of that domestic felicity which he was so emi- 
nently fitted to heighten and to enjoy. Though he always spoke of her loss 
with the truest resiguation, he could only name it with the deepest grief. Chast- 
ened by such deep experiences, so devoted to the children left to his care, it was 
not strange, with such natural tastes as he possessed, that, after a brief service 
in pablic life, he shonid have turned away from it entfrely; and so fhr as we 
can learn from letters or diaries, he never had a moment of questioning or 
T^ret in respect to his decision. 

But if public lifb had no charm, on the other hand the position which had 
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been offered him possessed positire attractioos. WIiQe it gave him leisure for 
literary pnrsoits, it opened a sphere of practical asefUness vhose importance 
is very seldom appreciated. 

At that time there vbb a peculiar opportunity for a man of eminent abil- 
ity, and of ample legal attainments, to render a service which vas not only very 
valuable, bat indispensable in respect to the modes of conducting Probate bus- 
iness. Loose methods of procedare had crept into the Probate Courts, first 
adopted, doubtless, for the purpose of facilitating business, but open to serious 
olgections, and liable to great abuse.' Jo(%es ironid sometimes confer with 
parties out of Court in respect to matters that were to be brought before 
them for decision, or, when it seemed unimportant, fail to order due notice to 
persons adversely interested, in respect to the proceedings of the Court. In 
pure hands, such irregularities might lead to no actual injustice ; but they were 
entirely incompatible with the- views of a man like Mr. White, and he accepted 
the office of Judge with the positive onderstanding that he should midertake 
their reformation. 

PROBATE SERVICES. 

The reformation of abuses, even when generally acknowledged, is seldom 
efiected without discontent and censure. As was to have been expected, the 
new proceedmgs produced a temporary dissatisfitction, which neither his emi- 
nent ability as a lawyer, nor his unquestioned character as a man, could imme- 
diately silence. They involved occasional expenses and delays, which were 
magnified into grave causes of complaint. Fortunately for Judge White him- 
self, and for the fiitnre character of the Probate Courts of the Commonwealth, 
these complaints finally took a specific form in a memorial presented to the 
Ijegislatnre at its Summer Session in 1 82 1 , when a special committee was ap> 
pointed to institute an inquiry, and present a report. 

Judge White bore himself with characteristic dignity during these vexa- 
tious proceedings. They were supposed to have been instituted partly on ac- 
count of former political enmities ; bat they were made doubly aggravating be- 
cause they were undertaken immediately after a severe domestic afiSiction. 
But he was perfectly assured of the entire propriety of his course. In a let- 
ter to his brother-in-law, Samuel Ome, Esq., of Springfield, dated June 6th, 
1824, he says: 

"You must have seen in the papers notice of a complaint as to the VtO' 
bate afiairs of this County. I hope it did not alarm you. Hr. Merrill pro- 
cured me a copy of the complaint, of which I had previously no intimation. On 
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the fiwe of the c<Miiplaint, there is not a shadow of reason for the solemn pro- 
ceedings of the Hoose." 

The Committee dischai^d the dat^ assigaed them, bat after examining 
onl; sach vitnesses aa were presented by the complainants themselves, thej 
reported that all forther [»-oceedmgs should be suspended ; and this triumphant 
vindication of his coarse was made complete by the onaDimous adoption of 
their report b; the Legislature. After the close of the proceedings, he writes 
to Hr. Ome in the following terms : 

" The Committee on my Probate afiairs have at length reported ; and con- 
sidering that the inqniry was wholly ex pasie, and the County ransacked for 
those who thought themselves a^rieved to pour out their complaints, the re- 
port is as favorable as coald be expected. This method of investigating the 
ofiScial conduct of a man, by examining witnesses not only pr^udiced against 
him, but inc^)able of understanding the grounds and motives of his proceed- 
ing, and all behind bis back, and making up judgment without afibrding him 
opportunity even to explain, is as arbitrary as anything of the old English 
Star Chamber proceedings. To subject one to this ordeal without joetifiable 
cause, and to torture the feelings of his distant Mends who cannot have bis 
consciousness of innocence about them, is utynst and crueL I was u]^d to 
go to Boston, and see the Committee ; but I could not bring my mind down to 
it. I saw no one of the L^ialature on the subject, and resolved to leave the 
thing to its own course. Now it is over, I do not regret the investigation. 
The sanction of the Committee to the utility of the change I adopted in the 
mode of doing Probate business, will close the mouths of murmurers." 

We have stud that the formal complaint was fortunate for the fature char- 
acter of the Probate Courts, as well as for Judge White himself. He was 
never content to leave anything partially accomplished. In another letter to 
Mr. Orne, dated July 5th, 1821, he says : "As to my Judgeship, if I had never 
meddled with it I might rejoice ; but I feel like seeing it well through now. 
When everything becomes as it should be, I shall have no objection to quitting 
it." In accordance with this purpose be immediately b^an a little work en- 
titled " A view of the Jurisdiction and Proceedings of the Courts of Probate 
in Massachusetts, with Particular Beference to the Coanty of Essex." As he 
intended that this book should contain not only a history of former pro- 
bate proceedings, with a vindication of the reforms which he had introduced, 
but also be an authoritative treatise in respect to Probate Conrts, he be- 
stowed great' care upon its preparation, and consulted with his friend, Hon. 
John Pickering, at every step of his prt^^ress. It was printed in a pamphlet 
of one hundred and forty eight pages, in the early part of the year 1822. 
Writing to Mr. Ome at the time of its publication, he speaks of it us a work 



Thicli be "thought Decessary," asd adds, "If any one will read it, and not 
acknovledge the course I pursued vaa a proper one, I shall at least be indiffer- 
ent to his opinion upon the subject. Next time I am to be author, I hope to 
have a more agreeable theme." The public soon acknowledged the propriety 
of his course irithout a dissenting voice. His book' at once took its place as 
an authority ; and the reforms introduced into the County of Essex by Judge 
White and Mr. Lord, the faithful Blister of Probate, were extensively adopt- 
ed in other parts of the Commonwealth. 

Fortunately also for the Court and County, Judge White did not relin- 
quish his office after everything had " become as it should be," but continued to 
adorn it until July, 1 853, when be resigned, after having held it thirty eight 
years. We take the following passage from his diary for April 25, 1853 : 

" This afternoon, I sent my letter of resignation of the office of Judge of 
Probate, to take effect on the first of July. I sent it sooner than I intended, 
because I saw mention made of a movement to get recommendations to the of- 
fice, and I wished that those who might feel some delicacy about doing so be- 
fore I had actually resigned, might be on an equal footinj; with others. I be- 
lieve that no predecessor has held the ofhce longer than I have. My kinsman, 
John Appleton, held it thirty seven years. Many tbii^ I might now do bet- 
ter, but I have always aimed to do right at the time, without fear, &vor, or pri- 
vate interest." 

His modest claim did no justice to the feeling of the public, and of the 
profession. It may be justly said that he not only commanded confidence, bat 
admiration in the discharge of his official duties. He had an incorruptible in- 
tegrity J and he possessed a sterling good sense, a practical wisdom, an admira- 
ble balance of mind, together with a thoron^ knowledge of his own depart- 
ment of Law, so that his decisions seemed to be stamped in the miut of Justice. 
In his long term of service, he must have been called to a^udicate upon almost 
every estate in the County ; and a great nuuber of orphans and widows felt 
"the paternal influence of his jadioial course." Equally dignified in the fulfil- 
ment of, and his retirement from his official functions, he closed Ms career as 
a Judge with a degree of approbation for his labors, and veneration for his 
character, which it is the fortune of only the very few to receive. 

REMOVAL TO SALEM. DOMESTIC LIFE. 

We resume the order of our narrative. Jan. 3d, 1817, he removed from 
Nevbnryport to Salem, a little less than two years after his appointment as 
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Jiii%e. Perhapa he was drawn to this place by its social attractions. He 
had felt their charms when he was a stadent at law in the office of Jndge Pot- 
nam, and spoke enthusiastically respecting them in letters to friends and class- 
mates. At the time of his removal from Newbaryport, and for many years after- 
wards, the society of this town comprised a very lai^ nnmber of persons who 
were eminent for h^h culture and accomplishments ; and in his later diaries he 
makes allosion to the peculiar richness of Salem in great men, of some of whom, 
he says, any country might be proud. Delighting in society, as truly as in his 
books, able to make such laige contribntioas himself to the pleasure of social 
intercourse, he was welcomed by all persons of genius and learning in the 
town. 

In 1819, on the first of August, he was married a second time to Mrs. 
Eliza Wetmore, only daughter of William Orne, Esq., of Salem, and removed 
to the house in Court, now Washington St., formerly occupied by Mr. Ome, 
and in which he resided during the remainder of his life. Possessed now of 
ample means, blessed with the companionship of a wife whose uncommon in- 
telligence and loveliness of character commanded universal respect, with leisure 
for the gratification of literary tastes in society and among his books, every- 
thing seemed to contribute to enhance his happiness. We have a glimpse of 
his home life at that time, in a letter to Mr. Ome, a brother of his wife. 

"We three," — 'referring also to an Aont of Mrs. White, whom he calls 
" a great comforter," whose " presence alone gives a deeper consciousness of 
a protecting Providence," — " we three ei\joy much of true domestic comfort, of 
genuine fireside enjoyment. The pleasures of reading fill up most of the eve- 
ning, the day being generally broken up by calls of one sort or another, hi 
the way of reading, we have gone back to Qoldsmith, and been delighted with 
his novels and plays, and are now with the Citizen of the World. We have 
also taken up Halt's Loo Choo Islands — a late work and very interesting." 

It was an intelligent, cultivated, and Christian home, which presented many 
such bright pictures of fireside joy ; a home which, thoi^ often graced by the 
honored guests who were welcomed to it with most generous hospitality, still 
derived its peculiar charm from the loving presence which gave it constant' 
attraction, and filled it with delight. 

But Judge White's domestic life was destined to be again quickly shroud- 
ed. His wife's health, which had never been strong, soon failed; and she died 
March 27th, 1821, soon after the birth of a son. Her early death, at the age 
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of thirty six, in the language of one of the notices of her character, " CRlled 
forth such general and spontaneous expressiona of respect and condolence, as 
are rarely produced by the death of any individual in the private WBlks of 
life ;" and the many tributes offered to her meioory, give ample proof that she 
had indeed endeared herself to many, " as a &ithinl friend, a judicious adviser, 
and affectionate conngelior, retired and unobtrusive, yet unwearied in render- 
ing the kindest oflBces of friendship, and in performing the holiest deeds of 
charity." Thus only one year and c%ht months a^r his marriage, he was left 
a second time, stricken with the deepest grief, with the care of an in&nt child. 
This became his chief soUce under his heavy sorrow, and he often speaks in 
his letters of the joy of his constant watcbiiiluess over this beloved boy and 
his other children, and of witnessing the promise of their health and life. 

For nearly three years after his wife's death, a &vorite niece presided over 
his bouse, who was afterwards married to Bev. Dr. Peabody of Springfield. 
On the 22nd of January, 1824, he was again married to Mrs. Bath Bi^jers, a 
dat^hter of Joseph Hurd, Esq., of Charlestown. By this union, which contin- 
oed more tiian thirty seven years, and was only broken by his own death, he 
had three sons. Two of them died in infancy; and one, the eldest, Henry Ome 
White, a graduate of Harvard, in the class of 1843, is now established as a phy- 
sician at Fort Atkinson, Wisconsin. In his new domestic relations, so ad* 
mirably fitted to secure his happmess, the time which was not absorbed by his 
Fl'obate duties was chiefly given to readii^ and stndy, and to attempts in 
various ways to promote the intelligence and welfare of the commnnity. He 
b^ao to accumulate books at a very early period. Two of the classes to 
whom he had been tutor in Collie, gave him very valoable works. Soon 
after he went to Xewbnryport, he mentions repeated purchases which he bad 
made at book auctions there. He continued to collect not only the old stand- 
ard works in every department of Literature, but also new books of merit, as 
they came from the Press, uuti] at length, although he had given many 
thousands of volumes to individuals and associations, his library became very 
large. It was rich in various departments. His fondness for the Clas- 
sics led him to collect the best editions of the Greek and Latin authors. Val- 
uable works of History, of Poetry, of Theology, found their place upon his 
shelves. He was seldom absent from home, except for brief journeys, in one 
of which he had the good fortune to pass two or three days with his friend 
Bev. Dr. Channing, at Niagara Falls. While there he visited the battle-field 
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of Liind7'8 Lane, incompaa; with him and Gen. Scott, and had all the inte^e3^ 
ing localities pointed oat by ope vho took so distingnished a part in the brilr 
liant military operations in that immediate neighborhood. With ample lei- 
8nre to gratify hia literary tastes, he vas able to keep himself, in a remarkable 
degree, abreast of the world's intellectual life. He had his favorite branches 
of stndy. He was a lover of History. He was especially interested in Eccle- 
siastical a&irs. Theology had great attractions for him as a Science. He 
was not only a &ithfal reader, but a carefiil student of the Scriptures. A trans- 
lation of the Epistle to the Romans was fonnd among his papers. His jour- 
nal, in which be makes constant mention of the books which he was reading 
from time to time, and gives brief commendations or criticisms respecting 
them, affords abundant proof of the purity of bis tastes, and of the wide range 
and great fidelity of his studies and inquiries. 

Of other aspects of Judge White's domestic life, it is difficult to speak in 
fitting terms. No man could have held more sacred the relations to his home 
and children, or more ^thiully endeavored to fulfil them. Perhaps the fact 
that he had been twice left with the care of children in their iniancy, and thus 
felt himself called by Providence itself to undertake a mother's as well as a 
&ther's office, made him unnsoally thoughtful and careful respecting their 
training and education. Still this was in his nature, and would have manifest- 
ed itself under any circumstances. But his theories upon the sutijcct were most 
judicious. He believed in obedience ; bnt though this was indispensable, he 
aimed to secure it by gaining the implicit confidence, and the affections of his 
diOdren, rather than by positive constraint. He was careful not to interfere 
with nature. He desired to be to them as an invigorating atmosphere, or as 
the life-giving l%ht, to call forth every nobler and generous trait of character, 
while unworthy traits and feelings were silently, but persistently repressed 
and eradicated, rather than to attempt to mould their lives by an excess of 
discipline ; so that they might become what God intended to make them, in- 
stead of what he might try to make them himself according to his sincere, but 
possibly mistaken fancy. Then, too, the deepest thing in his nature was his 
affection ; and though none of those who loved him most, knew, or could imag- 
ine the depth of his love, still it made itself continually felt in the nearer rela- 
tionships of his life, and vas refreshing as the dews in his intercourse with 
his children. 

His letters to his eldest son, Rev. William 0. White, of Keene, beginning 
with his first absence from home, and continued to his own latest days, nnm- 



beriagmore than ax hnadred,aie most charming specimens of the correspondence 
of a father with a child. Daring Iub son's College dajs and preparation for 
profesfflonal life, they are filled with admirable hints respecting the true meth- 
ods of stody, and the true aims of life, with out-pourings of the wealth of 
his learning and affection. Occasionally maxims of wisdom drop tiDCOQScious- 
ly from his loving pen. Once, for example, in a letter that seems to have been 
called forth by some pecuniary loss, he says, "If we bare competency we 
should not only be thankful, but cheerfully enjoy it, and never suffer the loss 
of any portion of property to annoy ns, and diminish our enjoyment of the 
residue. We should never foi^t that property is good for nothing if not en- 
joyed in some way, and worse than nothing, if allowed to annoy us by its flight." 
It would be difBcult to find a correspondence that is more unaffected and sim- 
ple, and yet more truly instructive in its comments npon books and literary 
questions, as well as upon public affairs, and more entirely instinct with the 
highest principles, and the most profoundly religions spirit. Happy the son 
upon whom has been showered such treasures of memory and love. 

We forbear to tread farther npon ground so sacred. But Judge White's 
love of study, though a life-long passion, and his affectionate fidelity to his chil- 
dren, only present particular phases of his character. He had the wannest so- 
cial sympathies, and he delighted in the interchange of thouf^t and sentiment 
with livii^- minds. It was his fortune to eiyoy an extensive acquaintance 
with many of the leading men of Uassachusetts, and of New England. He 
esteemed this as one of the great privileges of his life, and it gave him the 
highest pleasure to welcome them under his own roof. Every man distin- 
guished in any department of study, who visited the city, was drawn towards 
him as by a magnet. His hospitality was entirely unostentatious, but absolutely 
generous and free. If his house continually presented fireside pictures of the 
fkmily circle, engaged in reading new or standard books, it almost as frequent- 
ly witnessed the gathering of intellectual friends, and of strangers whom be 
wished to greet and honor, around his cheerful tabic. Almost every clergy- 
man, who transiently supplied the pulpit of the church in which he worsbipfred, 
received his hostntalities. To its stated minister, his house was another home. 
No man's hospitality could have been more constant or attractive ; and cer- 
tainly very few private dwellings, in the same period, welcomed a greater num- 
ber of intellectual and professional guests than Ws, during the last fiirty years 
of his life.

H; ecwnesKHi vitli tbe Military degenreB 
some notice, inasmoch as it wu so intereBt- 
ing to me for a dme, and then loet all m; re- 
{(ard and interest. When I fint oame to Bev- 
erly, I trained Vitb the standing militia oom- 
piny, oomprieing tbe inhaUiaots from tbe 
Meeting-baoae to Mancbeater, and inclading 
HontBuat. There were then tliree eompanies 
in the town, and with tbe one Corapuij of 
Manchester, the; composed tbe 8d Regiment 
of tiM 1st Brigade of tbe 2nd Division , The 
Militia then oonsialed of every free, while, 
male oitiieo between the ages of eighteen and 
Ibrtj-five, with a few ezcepdooa. After this, 
for one year, I was appointed, by the Seleot- 
men of tbe town, without my reqaest, to be 
an engine-man. Although not much gratified 
with tbie appointment, as I loved to train, I 
served at tbe Engine and was therefore ex- 
empted, for one year, from military duty. 

In tbe Antnmn of 1800, there was a move- 
ment amongst tbe yoang men, for tbe formation 
of a oompaoy of Light Infiiatry. and I en- 
gaged in the movement. Tbe persons who 
had previously expressed in writing Ibmr de- 
sire to join in this undertaking, met at tbe 
Town (nowBriaooe) Hall, on the 17th Octo- 
ber, 1800. Dr. Josiah Batobelder, afierward 
of Falmontb, Maine, was chosen Moderator, 
and proceeded to select for officers, Jonathan 
H. Lovett, Captain, Robert RantonI, Uenten- 
ant, Benjamin Winn, Ensign, and William H. 
Lovett, Clerk. * ■ * The legal establishment 
of tbe company could then only be prooured 
by speiual act of tbe General Court. We pe- 
titioned for such eetablisbment, at the neit 
Sesoon of tbe L^islature, and tbe matter was 
(4) 



finally acted upon in the January session of 
1801, when an act was passed aniborising 
Col. James Bamhara to enlist a Volunteer 
Ught Infantry Company, and be, on tbe 2nd 
of Jnne, 1801, issnedan order to me, (J. 
Lovett being absent at sea : this was fre- 
quently tbe case, and for most of tbe time, 
gave me the command of tbe company) to 
make the enlistment. I accordingly did so, 
and procured forty ngners. [Hera fallows a 
list of members of the company, ngfaty fbor 
in all, who had been connected vrith it before 
), about which time the company was dis- 
banded. I omit the list because it is, no donbt, 
matter of record elsewhere. R. S. R.] 

May 12th, 1803, 1 was appointed a mem- 
ber of a Court Martial, to nt in Salem. This 
Court consisted of thirteen members. Majoj 
William Preacott, the distinguished lawyer, 
who recently died in Boston at an advanced 
age, was President of tbe Court: John Prinoe, 
afterwards Clerk of the Conrta (died Sept. 
22nd, 1848, aged 66,) was Manhal, and 
William Wetmore, a lawyer in Salem, whose 
widow manied Judge Daniel A. White, was 
Judge Advocate. A guard oompoaed of 
members (tf tbe Salem Cadets, attended at 
the door of tbe Court House, poeting their 
sentinels aooordiog to Military etiquette. The 
Court was appointed to sit on Wednesday, 
the lat day of June, 1803, and sat through 
that week and one or more days of the next, 
and, all this time, parade and expense were in- 
curred to ascertain whether a poor, ignorant 
militia captain had been guilty of a oba^, 
which might as well have been tried in a Jus- 
tice's Court in half a day. He was fbnnd 
guilty and dismissed from office. * * * 

June 10, 1805, Jonathan H. LoveU was 
obosen Major of the Regiment, which devolved 
the command of tbe oompany upon me, and. 
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OD the 27th of August followbg, I wax chos- 
en Captain." • October 8th, 180.5, the com- 
pany aaaenibled at my house at 4 1-2 o'clock 
in the morniDg, took breakfast there and then 
marched to Manchester to attend a Regimen- 
tal Muster. • • July 4th, 1806, the company 
attended the CelebratioR of Independent at 
Salem, making a port of the escort to the 
South Meeting-house, where an address iris 
delirered by Major Samuel Swett, who aftci^ 
wards married a daughter of Wm. Oray. and 
lived in Boston. After the address, the com- 
pany dined together on Washington Sqt 
May 21, 1807, 1 was ahoeen Major, bnt de- 
clined accepting the office. * * July 4, 1807, 
there was a public celebration; a standard was 
presented to the Company by Susan Whit- 
ney on behalf of the ladies; a sermon was 
preached by Rev. Abiel Abbot, and a pub- 
lic dinner was had on Watch House Hill. * * 
July 28(h, 1807, a company was ordered 
be detaclied from the 3d Regiment, to be held 
in readiness for serrice when called for by the 
United States government. I, bein)t the old- 
est in oomroiseion of the Captains, was ap- 
pointed to the command of this company. It 
consisted of 1 Captain, 1 lieutenant, 1 En- 
sign, 3 Sergeants, 1 Drummer. 1 Fifer, and 
40 Rank and File. August 20th, 1807, I 
inspected this detached company in squads on 
the parades of the several companies in this 
town and Manchester, iBsiated by Adjutant, 
AUen Baker of the 3d Regt. 

October 14, 1807, attended with the Light 
Infitntry, at a Brigade Review at Danvers 
Plains. Marobed np and home, — a hard 
day's wo^. 

Jnly 4th, 1808, att»nded a training and re- 
ligions services at Dane St. Meeting House. 

Dec. 10th, 1808, Gov. James Sullivan, 
aged 65, died, and the officers of the Militia 



were requested to wear their uniforms and 
side arms for thirty days. 

Oct. 24, 1809, the Company attended a 
Brigade Review, — this was tlie last lime that 
I trained with the Beverly T.^gbt Infantry. I 
resigned my commission soon afterwards, and 
received a discharge. Nov. 25. 1809. 

On Thursday the (Hh of June, 1814, a 
barge, from a British Ship of War, pursued a 
schooner, belonging to Manchester, towards 
this harbor. She, being unable lo escape, 
was run on shore at Mingoe's Beach, where 
the British set fire to her and lefl her, when 
the inhabitants assembled and oitinguished 
the fire. In consequence of this occurrenoe, 
a town meeting was held on Saturday, June 
11th, and measures were taken to procure 
from the State field-pieces of cannon, ammu- 
nition &c., for the defence of the town. A 
number of persons associated themselves to- 
gether as artillery men, and on the 17lb of 
June, at a meeting held for the purpMe, 
Nicholas Thomdike was chosen Captain, I 
was chosen first Lieutenant, and Benjamin 
Brown Jr. Second Lieutenant. Frequent 
raeetines were held to exercise with the two 
brass six pounders, which the state had fur- 
nisbed. The number of persons associated 
was fifty four. We turned out twice on 
alarms that the British were landing, which 
proved to be groundless, and met frequently 
fur practice until February 13, 1815, when 
information was received in this town that a 
treaty of peace had been signed at Ghent on 
the 24th of December, 1814. In the after- 
noon of the day of the receipt of this news, 
the company assembled, and dragging the can- 
non to the Watch House Bill near Hale Street, 
fired a salute of 18 guns, under my command, 
Captain Thomdike being out of town. This 
was the last time I wore a sword. The asm- 
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datioD wae toon afterwards dinolved, and the 
oannOD and apparatus were retomed to the 
State ArBCDs). 

October 16, 1855, 1 attended a celebration 
of the 41st anaiversary of the present Bever- 
ly Light Infantry Company. There are now 
liring in Beverly, seventeen persons beade 
myaelf, who were members of the company 
while, or at aome time while I belongod to it< 
Notwithstanding the apparent inooosiBtency 
with my present views of raililary afiaire, I tho't 
it would be pleasant, and would ba attended 
with many interesting recolleclions, to meet 
with my old companions in arms once more. 
The whole number of members who belonged 
to the company, during any part of the period 
of my connexion with it, between April 1801 
and Nov. 25, 1809, was eighty fonr. Thi^ 
teen of my old aseociaies attended this cele- 
bration, vii : Samuel Stiokney, who was £n- 
rign for most of the time while I belonged to 
the oompany, now 84 years of age, Edward 
8(one, Bartholomew Wallis, Ebeneier Trask, 
Thomas Adams, Samuel Morse Thissel, Wil- 
liam Lamson, Franms Limson, Thomas Whilr 
tridge, John P. Webber, Seth Dodge, Thom- 
as Pickard and Robert Carey. About half 
of these are upwards of seventy years of age. 

In 1809, I was chosen a representative tc 
the Qeoeral Court, with Thomas Davis, Ab- 
ner Chapman, Thomas Stephens, and Isaac 
Rea, the last survivor of whom, Abner Chap- 
man, died Oct. 1855, at the age of 85. At 
that time the town sent its full ropresentation, 
but, as the attendance of the members was 
paid fbr out of the Town Treaaory, it was un- 
derstood tbat the members should not attend 
constantly, and I, being the youngest of the 
delegation, w<ia expected to give place to my 
seniors, so tbat for the first year I attended 
only for a portion of each session, lest the 



town should be nndaly bnrthened. I was re- 
elected from year to year until 1820, when I 
was chosen Senator for the County and was 
re-olected to that office for the years 1821 snd 
1822. 

In 1823, 1 was a candidate for the Senate, 
but the election of Senators going against the 
Federal party in this County, I was, in the 
same year, chosen Representative and re-eleotcd 
to that office until 1827, when I lost my elec- 
tion, but not on political grounds. I had 
voted, in the preceding sesuon, for a free 
bridge from CharleAown to Boston and had, 
my office of Commissioner (tf Highways, 
aided in the laying out of a new |nece of road 
from Cabot to Water Street in Beverly. 
These, with other grounds of oppoation not 
speafically stated, prevailed for that year, and 
in 1828, and for the succeeding five years, I 
was chosen again. For the next six years I 
was an unsuccessful candidate, and in 1840, 
I addressed the following letter to a poblio 
meeting of the Democratio Party held at the 
Town Hall : 

Bevskly, September 22, 1840. 
Caft. Joeiah Lovrrr, 2nd. 

Dear Sir: 

The recent alteration of the con- 
stitution of this State, renders it neoeaeory 
to reduce the number of Bepiesentfttives 
from Beverly. This oiroumstanoe, in con- 
nexion with others, having drawn my atten- 
tion to the relation in which I have stood to 
the Electors of this town for the space ot 
thirty one years last past, I beg leave to ad- 
dress you, as the chairman of the Town 
Democratic Committee, upon the subject of 
withdrawing myself from the consideration 
of my fellow-citizens, as a candidate for the 
State L^slature. I was first elected a 
Representative in 1809, a time of great po- 
litical excitement. The eleotion occured in 
May following the raising of the long em- 
bargo, which was, removed in March, 1809. 
This measure of the National Gov^nment 
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bad operated with peonlUr severity upon the 
baaineae of the town and had produced a 
atate of irritability unexampled within the 
period of my recollection. Partaking strong- 
ly of the popular feeling, ae most young men 
do under similar oircumstanoes, I was elect- 
ed as an active partizau in the Federal Party. 
To that party 1 gave a hearty support, oou- 
aideriog their course, in the main, aa prefer- 
able to that of their opponents, but di£Fering 
ftum the leading Federalists on several im- 
portant points, and continued to be elected 
ftom 1809 to 1819 inclusive. In 1S20, 
1821 and 1822, 1 was elected, by the sup- 
port of the Federal party, a Senator for the 
County of Essex, and waa held up as a can- 
ditate for the same office in 182S, bnt the 
Federal party losing its aeoendency, both in 
the County and the State, for that year, I 
failed of an election. I was however sent by 
the town, the same year, to the Hoose of 
fiepreseutatives, and continued to be returned 
as a Bepresentative fVom that year until 1827. 
In 1826, after the decease of Oovemor Ens- 
tis, who died b the first part of that year, 
an amalgamation of the two great politioal 
parties. Federal and Democratic, was brought 
about through the agency of members of the 
Legislature then in session. I co-operated 
in the formation of this new party, in which 
some of the principles of Federalism were 
kept out of sight, and a union formed in sup- 
port of the administratiou of President John 
Qnincy Adams. At the formation of this 
party, I objected publicly to what was false- 
ly <»lled the American System, the leading 
prinoiplea of which I uniformly repudiated. 
With the National Republican Party, as the 
new organisation waa called, I felt bnt little 
oordiality. It soon became evident that the 
protective syatem, which promised to be the 
roundation of the wealth of aome of the 
more active partizans and to add greatly to 
that of those who had already beciome rich, 
was the principal objeot of the party. Up- 
on the Protective System and the System of 
Internal Improvements by the Qeneral Oov- 
erument, my earliest opinions have not 
ehanged, but upon another question of great 
interest, I am equally free to aay that the 



views I now entert^n are the oppoaits of 
those I hold formerly, and that upon the eon- 
atitutionality and expediency of a National 
Bank, I have changed my opinion. I once 
believed that a National Bank would affiird 
great focilitics to the government in oolleot- 
ing and disburaing its revenue*; that it 
would be very beneficial to the trading por- 
tion of the community, in equalising exi^uuig- 
ea ; that it would be a convenience to almost 
the entire community in facilitating remit- 
tances to every part of our extended territo- 
ry, and that it would reetnun and regnlale 
the aotjon of the State Banks. Constitution- 
al objections were obviated by its apparent 
utility in the arrangements of the fiuanoiBl 
ooncems of the government In most of 
these particulara the Bank has &iled. But 
admitting that all the expected benefits have 
been derived from ita exiatence, they certain- 
ly have been most dearly purchased. The 
dangerous power and infinenoe of the Bank, 
in oontroUing elections, through a oormpt 
press, by the use of its funds in loans or in 
payment for services rendered; its means of 
embarraasing the Oovemmeut in any and ev- 
ery measure not identical with its interests; 
ita meana of influence in Oongresa through 
loans to members, or enormous fees paid os- 
tensibly for professional services ; it« means 
of influence among merchants and traders by 
granting or witholding loans of money fVom 
political considerations, all these combine to 
satisfy me that such an institution ought not 
to be tolerated in this free country. Our free 
inatitutiona ought not to be put at haiard for 
any pecuniary advantagea, any convenienoe 
of arrangement, any apeoial aooommodation 
which might be expected to result 

The accumulation of that power which is 
conferred by wealth in the hands of the few, 
is the perpetual source of oppression and neg- 
lect to the mass of mankind. There are two 
kinds of inequality, the one personal, — that 
of virtue and talent, — the source of whatev- 
er is admirable and excellent in society: the 
other that of fortune, which must exiat ba- 
oauae property alone oan stimulate to labor, 
and labor, if it were not neoeesary to theex- 
istenoe, would be indispendble to the h^^ 
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new of mankiiid. But thon^ 'propertj b 
neoeasu;, yet in iU oxoobs, it is the gre&t 
nwUdy of nvil soeiety. The power of the 
weftltli; ia eoiuolidatea hj their teadenoy to 
oombinatioD. From this, Dninbers, disper- 
noo, iDdigoDoe and igoomxM eqiull; pre- 
elodie the poor. Thia tendenoy to oombin^ 
tion is fostered by the cre&tion of mrCiGoi&l 
oorporate bodies by ike govenimeut In no 
oonntiT has the ereation of private oorpora- 
tions M6Q so rapid as in oar own, and in 
none is then a louder ol] to awaken the 
watohfol jealousy of the friends of liberty 
and equality. 

In 1826, the most exoiting sulgeet 
consideration in the State Lagislatnre, was 
the granting of permission to oreot a Inidge 
fnt to all, over Charles Bivcr, between Bos- 
ton and Oharlestown. This question had 
been agitated for §evenl years before, but 
withont a definite result, and I had oommit- 
ted myself, both in the Senate and in the 
HonsQ, in fevor of the right of the L^ela- 
ton and of its duty also, under oertain oir- 
oamstaooes, to grant authority for the oon- 
stmotioQ of such a bridge. In the Winter 
session of 18'i6, a bill was passed granting 
the free brit^ This bill was, however, ve- 
toed W QovemoT Lincoln and returned to 
the aonae with his objeolions, Maroh 10th, 
1827. It again passed the House by a vote 
of 99 to 45, more than the constitution^d 
majority of two thirds, and was sent to the 
Senate and there again put upon its passage 
and lost, the vote standing IG for and 12 
agunst it My vote was given in favor of 
this bill through all its stages. Thus I in- 
mured the displeasure of some of the wealth- 
iest men in the State, who were peculiarly 
aensitivo at that time in regard to vested 
rights and the immunity of private oorpora- 
tims firom L^slative interference without 
tiieir oonsent In 1827, I was again a can- 
didate for Bepresentative of the Town, and 
for the 6nt time, after a aervioe of eighteen 
saooeeaive years, ftiled of a majori^. 
Whether this result was oocasioned by my 
vote on the Bridge question or any other act 
of my public or private life, or omission of 
duty oa my part, or whether it was simply 



beoanae the doctors preferred another to me^ 
are questions which I neither bad nor have 
a right to ask. In LS28, (the Bridge ques- 
tion being settled,} I was again <£osen a 
Bepresentative by a small mijoiity and con- 
tinued to be re-eleoted, with more or less op- 
position, nntil 1333. In that yotr resolu- 
tiouB were introduced into the House, in fii- 
vor of continuing the bi^ tariff of impost 
duties. These resolutions I ooneidercd it 
my duty to oppose. Before the electioDS lor 
1834, I avow^ publicly my predileotion tot 
the prominent measures of President Jaek- 
son'a administration and elected to join the 
Democratic Far^ in its support For the 
next six years, I was an nnsuooesafnl candi- 
date for Bepresentative, indebted solely to 
that party for support 

The particnlarity of the foregoing state- 
ment, without noticing numerons oUier in- 
stauoes in which they bestowed npm me their 
suffrages for various offioes and txusts, shews 
how muoh I am indebted to the partiality of 
my feltow-towusmen, and demands oi mtwa 
expression of the gtalefal sense which I «>• 
tertain of their continued &ror. Yarious 
circumstances now indicate to me the propri- 
ety of deolining their suSrages at the ensa- 
ing election ot Bepreeentatives. -— ' &o. 

In 1818, 1831, and 1832, I was the only 
Bepresentative from the town. 

I was app(»nted in 1619, on a Committee 
with Daniel Noble and William W. Fanot to 
examine the Agricultnnl Bank at FIttefield. 
I left home in April, 1819, and letnnted 
Hay 7th. After I had finished the bnaness 
on which I went to Pittsfield, I took the 
stage for Albany, and there went on board a 
steamer in the forenoon to go down the Had- 
son Biver to the City of New Toik. Thia 
was the first steamer that I had suled in. 
We arrived at New York at about seven 
o'clock in the morning, and I took my small 
trunk in my hand and walked about the dly 
&om the North to tim East lUvw. At Om 
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bottom of Fnlton St. I fonad a steamer vhioh 
would leave in about tiro hours for New Jjon- 
don. I engaged a pasBige and then walked 
about the dty until the time of departure, 
when 1 went on board and proceeding through 
Long Island Sound, stopped at New Haven 
at about nine o'olook in the evening to land 
and take in passengers, and arrived at New 
London earl; in the morning of the next day. 
I immediately took the stage for Boston and 
arrived at about eleven o'clock at night at 
William Smith's boarding house in Hanover 
St., and the next da; went home in the stage. 
When I awoke in the morning at William 
Smith's house, I found in m; chamber what 
has since been called Dr. Ghanning's Balti- 
more sermon. It was delivered at the ordi- 
nation of Jared Sparks. I was so much in- 
terested in it that I read it entirely through 
before I left m; chamber for breakfast This 
seemed to me to be the first open, decided 
exposition of the ground upon which the 
liberal party then stood. 

In 1821 and in 1831, 1 was a member of 
the valuation committee which sat during 
the recess of the Legislature. 

Such, at some periods, has been the lack 
of political excitement in Beverly, that, in 
1816, the whole number of votes cast for 
Bcpresentatives to the General Court was 
twenty three. Again, in ISIS, the town 
voted to ohoose but one Representative. 
Eighteen votes were cast and there was no 
choice. At a second trial, Robert Rantoul 
had eleven ont of the fifteen votes cast ° ° 
llio largest number of members returned to 
the House of Representatives was in 1812, 
when there were seven hundred and forty 
seven chosen and it was calcidated that there 
were seven hundred and thirty who attended 
on the first day of the session. After the 



voto for speaker, the strength of the two 
great parties having been ascertained, the at- 
tendance of members rapidly declined. The 
expectation that the Towns would have to 
pay for their attendance, seemed to most of 
the members to he a good reason for shorten- 
ing their stay in Boston. 

In 1811, when Mr, Gerry was Governor, 
the Legislature made a new division of the 
Congressional Districts. An absurd and sin- 
gular arrangement of the towns in Essex 
County, with Chelsea in the County of Suf- 
folk, was made to compose a district. Major 
Benjamin Russell, who published and edited 
the leading Federalist paper, the Columbian 
Ceutinel, designated on a map by a peculiar 
coloring, tlie towns thus selected and hung 
the map on the wall of his editorial closet. 
One day Qilhert Stuart looked at the map 
and saw that the towns, which Bussell bad 
thus distinguished, formed a pictnre resem- 
bling some monstrous animal. He took a 
pencil and with a few touches added what 
might pass for claws, "llierc," said Stu- 
art, "that will do for a Salamander," Rns- 
sel, who was busy with his pen, looked up at 
the monster and exclaimed "Salamander! 
Call it Gerrymander!" The word became a 
proverb, and, for many years, was in popular 
use among the Federalists as a stigma upon 
the Democratic Legislature of 1811. 

In 1617, James Munroe, who had succeed- 
ed James Madison as President of the Uni- 
ted States, made the tour of the Eastern 
States in the Summer of that year. Israel 
Thomdike, who then resided principally in 
Boston, but made his bouse in Beverly his 
summer residence, invited the President to 
stop then and breakfast. The principal in- 
habitante of Beverly and some from Salem 
and other towns in the vicinity wero invited. 
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Nathan Dane, who had been acquainted with 
Mr. Monroe while in Congress, made a short 
addresB of welcome to him. I was intra. 
dueed to him and breakfasted with him. Af- 
ter the outrageous violence of party apirit. 
whieh had prevailed through the admioistTa- 
Uons of John Adams, Thomas Jefierson. and 
James Uadisoo, this period was called the 
"Era of good feeling." The Federal party 
saw that it was Tain to proseoate their views 
of power in the violent manner in which they 
bad at first struggled to maintain pre-emi- 
nence, and for the last sixteen yrare to re- 
gain it. They now endeavoured to conciliate 
their opponents. The principal merchants 
and other leading Federaliata in Boston and 
other large places in New England, vied irith 
each other in their polite and generous recep- 
tion of the President upon this oooaaion. 
Symptoms of dissolution of the Federal par- 
ty were apparent at this time, and it was 
soon lost in the formation of the National 
Repnblioan party by a partial amalgamation 
with the DemooratB. I think that party 
apirit has never been more bitter than it was 
from the commencement of John Adams's 
administration to the close of. James Madi- 
son's, a period of twenty years during which 
I steadfostly adhered to the federal party. 
Israel Thomdike, also a Federalist, was as 
violent a partisan, previous to the accession 
of Monroe, as any to be found in this part 
of the country, yet he was among the most 
forward in his attentions to Mr. .Unnroe in 
Boston and in this town, i do not recollect 
that the j^resident received any particular at- 
tention in Salem. The people here greeted 
him with cheers. 

On an occasion previous to this, in 1609, 
Mr. Thorndike opened bis house for the pub- 
lic reception of Qovemor Christopher Glore, 



who made a tour from Boston to Maine with 
much parade I was introduced to Gover- 
nor Oora at Mr. Thomdike's house, in com- 
pany with the other officers of the Militia 

Military dress with swords. There was 
ringing of bells, firing fX guns and huiiaing. 
Governor Oore lost his election the next year - 
and probably the ostentation manifested on 
this tonr, was one of the causes which led to 
his failure. It was something more than 
was thought becoming in a Bepnblioan Gov- 
ernor, and was commented upon with great 
severity, and sometimes ridiculed, exaggera- 
ted and misrepresented by the Democratic 
newspapers. 

The Columbian Ceotinel oeased its opposi- 
tion (o the administration of the United Statee 
Government, on the accesrion of Mr. Munroe. 
It was with Benjamin Rnssell that the phrase 
"Era (^ good feeling" ori^nated, and he 
acted up to its sjurit. His paper, which had 
been so vituperative and so exclusively op- 
posed as never to utter a sentence in commend- 
ation of the Democratic Adminislntions, now 
ceased to find fault, and dnriog the eight years 
of Monroe's presidency was free from all cen- 
of that administration. Major Rnssell 
did not cease to be a Federalist until the last 
momenta of the party. He then became a 
National Repnblioan and then a WfalK. He 
died, Jan'y 4. 1 845, in the eighty fourth year 
of Ills age. I was a memiier of the Xie^la- 
ture with him for about twen^ years. Ho 
was first a member in 1606, fbur yeara befora 
I was. He was in both branches of the Leg* 
islature twenty seven years, and two yean in 
the Riccuiive Council. 

In 1821, there was an lixtre Scsuon of the 
Legislatare for the trial of the impeachment 
of James Vrescott, Jndge of Probate for the 



GanQty of Middlesex for mis-conduct uid inal- 
adminiBtntion in office. This aesdon oom- 
nettced Wednesday, April 18, 1821 and end- 
ed oq Friday, April 27. 

Tbe coart of impeachment, oonmsting of 
the Senate, four members being absent, was 
(»;ganiiMl, and opined from day to day with 
mncb formality and oeremany. Saml. Hoar, 
Jnnr., Qeorge Blake, Daniel Webster and 
Saml. Hubbard appeared as oonnsel forPres- 
oott. William Presoott and An^ostoa Peabo* 
dy were also of oonnsel for the Respondent. 

The Hanagera on the part of the House of 
Bepresentatives, were John Qlen King, Chair- 
man, liBvi Iiinooln, William Baylies, War- 
ren Sutton, Sam 'I P. P. Fay, Lemuel Shaw, 
and Sherman Iieland. In the course of the 
proceedings, Horatio Q. Newcomb and Fran- 
ds 0. Gray were substituted for Lincoln and 
Baylies. Mr. King made the opening argu- 
ment for tbe prosecution. Fifteen articles of 
Impeachment were exhibited by the Commit- 
tee of the House and read. Six Senators vo- 
ted " not giulty " on all these articles. The 
Prendent of the Senate had but one opportu- 
nity to vote, and that was on the Second Ar- 
ticle, when it appeared that thirteen Senators 
Toted "guilty," and twelve "notguilty. 
The Preddent voted "not gnilty " and thus 
made a tie. It was generally understood 
that, if bis vote was called for, he would give 
it in &Tor of acquittal on eveiy charge. He 
seemed to have a strong sympathy for Fres- 
cott. They were classmates in College, and 
both their names beginning with the same let- 
ter, were brought together in their recitations, 
and a particular friendship was formed and 
continued. I voted "guilty" on eight arti- 
cles and "notguilty" on the remaining sev- 
en. Sixteen voted "guilty" on the third ar- 
ticle and nineteen on the twelfth, and he wns 



convicted on these two articles only. The re- 
sult astonished me, beoauae it appeared so clear 
to my mind, that the charges on which I voted 
guilty" were proved beyond a reasonable 
doubt, and if proved, I did not perceive how 
they could be considered otbenrise. than as 
miscoudact and male-feasanoe in office. It 
was a striking instance of the diSerent impree- 
sion made upon different minds by the same 
evidence. It was a time of no great political 
excitement, hot great party excitement bad so 
lately preceded it, that persons then in pnb> 
lie life could hardly be oonadered as wholly 
divested of its influence. Prescott was a 
Btn»ig Federalist, and had the fiiendship of 
the prinrapal men in Boston and the leading 
lawyers. All tbe Suffolk Senators were for 
acquittal on all the i^rges. Two lawyets 
from tho Country, voted to acquit on all, and 
two others for condemning on one article only. 
These were all Federalists. Of the Demo- 
crats, two voted to condemn on eleven articles, 
two on ten, one on nine, one on seven, and 
one on ax, and this comprised the whole num- 
ber of Democrats. Several artioles were 
abandoned by the prosecution, as not sustained 
by tbe evidence. There was a unsnimouB 
vote of aeqmttal on three of the articles, and 
but one vote for conviction on a fourth. Up- 
on the whole, I am of opinion that the meth- 
od of proceeding by impeachment, from one 
branch and trial by another branch of the 
Legislature, does not affi>rd that protection 
against misconduct in office, which was ex- 
pected by the Framers of our State and Uni- 
ted Stales Constitutions. It is impracticable 
to exclude the undue influence of party [H^ju- 
dice upon tho minds of men actively engaged 
in party politics at the time. On Tuesday, 
April 17, 1821, a snow storm oommenoed 
about noon, and continued through the lught. 
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M that DD Wednesday moraing when tlie 
Court met, there was snow enongb for 
Glcighing, though considerably drifted. This 
continued for two or three dajs. The depth 
of Bnow was estimated at from a foot, to a foot 
and ODe half. 

The arrangement of the Beata and tables 
in the Senate Chamber were temporarily al- 
tered, on the occasion of this trial, so that 
all the Senators aat in two semi-oircolar 
rows on the easterly side of the ehambei 
thus allowing the counsel and managers to 
fitce tho Court by sitting on the westerly 
side. Jacob Kuhn, measenger of the Gen- 
eral Court, was appointed Crier, and Sam'l 
F.HoCleary, Clerk. Georgo Blake for the de- 
fence, spoke about six hours, and Daniel 
Webster about the same length of time. 

It was probably through the influence re- 
sulting from this trial upon the public 
mind, that from tho first day of May, 1824, 
all fees were abolished in the Probate Court, 
aud salaries were substituted, for the Judges 
and Registers of Probate. In the House 
of Bepresentatives, I took an aotiTe aud 
think an influential part in bringing about 
this change which in this oouoty has given 
eo much satis^tion. Tbe fees demanded 
had become an occasion of great complaint 
and sometimes of altercation between tbe 
Begister and persons doing business in the 
Court 

August 3l8t. 1824, General Lafayette 
vbited this town. A committee of arrange- 
ments was constituted to prepare for his re- 
ception. This committee invited me t« 
make an address to him. He was so situa- 
ted in regard to hia stopping at Salem and 
at Ipswich, that he could not alight here; 
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it was therefore arranged that he should 
stop with tbe escort and cavalcade in front 
of the Bank House on Cabot St., and re- 
ceive the address in bis coach. When he 
arrived at the proposed place there was a 
heavy shower of rain; hia coaoh stopped 
abreaet of the front door of the house, the 
door of his carriage was thrown open, and 
I proceeded in the midst of the heavy nun 
from the door of the house (o the side of 
the coach, having first secured Nathaniel 
Lamson to bold ui umbrella over me. I 
stood in the water with my hat under my 
arm, and read the address I had prepared, 
which be made a reply, but bis foreign 
aooent, the excitement of the oocaaton, and 
my perturbation prevented me from fully 
nnderstanding it. This being accomplished, 
the cavalcade moved on for Ipswich, amidst 
the cbeera of those assembled around the 
Bank, and the pelting of a drenching rain. 
A copy of tbe Address and an aooonnt of 
the other proceedings on this occasion may 
be found in Stone's History of Beverly. 
Peter Jowder lost an arm by the firing of 
cannon on Hlingwood's Point while La&y- 
ette was entering town by Essex Bridge. 
The General Court at its ensuing sesaicm 
voted him a pension of $30. per year from 
tbe Treasury of the Commonwealth. And 
on tbe 17th of June, 18:15,1, then being a 
member of tbe House of Bepresentatives, 
followed General La&yette to Bunker's Hill 
where he assisted at the laying of the cor- 
ner stone of the monument. 

I.I venture to insert the address above 
referred to. This amusing scene has its 
counterpart, with the present generation, in 
the reception of tbe Prince of Wales at 
Salem. £. S. B.]

HiB carriage and escort halted for a short 
time amidst a furious rain, when he was ad- 
dressed b; Uou. Kobcrt Baotoal in behalf 
of the oitizeas, as follows: 

"Ok^bbal: The inhabitants of Beverly 
hid yoa welcome. We welcome you to our 
coantrj, — that country which owes so much 
to your aid in the acquisition of her indc' 
pcndence. We receive yon not merely aa 
the friend of our beloved country, but as 
the friend of Man. Your labors, your sac- 
rifices, your anflerings in the cause of liber- 
ty, demand our gratiinde. Tyrants i«ccivo 
the commanded adulation of their slaves, 
but to the benefiwtora of our race belong 
tho apoDlaneouS effusions of our hearts. 
Accept our siuoere oongratnlations that you 
live to witneaa the order, the prosperity, the 
happiness that result from our free institu- 
tions; and may the evening of your days be 
solaced with the reflection that those princi- 
ples of government, to the support of which 
your life has been devoted, and which alone 
can secure the enjoyment of rational liberty, 
are fast spreading their influence through 
the whole family of man. Wishing you 
long life and uninterrupted happiness, we 
bid you farewell." 

At a town meeting, held October 16, 
1620, 1 was chosen a delegate to the oonven. 
tion for amending the Constitution of Mas- 
aachasetts, which was to meet on the third 
Wednesday in November of that year. 
Four delegates were chosen, to wit: 
Nathan Dane, Robert Bautoul, Rev. Nathaniel 
W. Williams, and Deacon John Low. The 
whole number of votes was sixty-four. 
There were twelve persons voted for: those 
chosen had from 52 to 66 votes each. Na- 
than Dane did not attend the Convention 
on aooount of deafness. The other three 
attended constantly. Williams and Low 
wei« especially anxious to obtain an altera- 
tion of the third article of the Bill of Bights 
which relates to the support of public wor- 



ship. The latter was strongly impressed by 
what he had experienced in the division of 
the First Parish in this town, as was the 
former by what he called the oppression of 
the Baptists, of which denomination he was 
a minister. The Convention sat from Nov. 
15, 1820, to Jan'y 9. 1821. At a town 
meeting in Beverly, held previously to that 
on the 16th of October, the vote on the ques- 
tion "Is it expedient that a Convention be 
held?" stood 14 in &vorof a Convention 
and 18 agunst it 

About five hundred members of the Con- 
vention were cboeen, but they were not all 
present at any one time. It comprised prob- 
ably more ability than was ever before 
assembled in the State. Every principle in 
the Constitution was fully discussed by tbe 
ablest men. There seemed to be a prevul- 
ing disposition to endeavor to improve, as 
well as alter the Constitution. Thero 
was a oonservative party and a radical par- 
ty; the first composed mostly of Federalists, 
the last mostly of Democrats. There were 
some six or seven Democrats among the Bos- 
ton delation, and about thirty Federal- 
ists. There were several clergymen and 
others who would not choose to be ranked 
with any political party. Host of the 
towns that sent more than one delegate, 
chose a portion from each party, so that, 
while the Federal Party had a large m^or- 
ity, there was a fair representation of the 
Demooratic Party. I generally but not al- 
ways voted with the conservative party. 
The amendments, so far as they were adopt- 
ed, made the constitution more democratic, 
and such has been the tendency of the 
amendments adopted at different times 
since the CoQvention. 
My attendance on this Convention, en- 
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Urged my kocjaaiat&ooe with tbe pTomioeDt 
men of ItUssaobusettB, wd my knowledge of 
tbe principles of Free OoTenimoiit. Daniel 
Webster and William Prescott exercised, 1 
think, a lai^r inOneoce tbao an; other two 
members — the first b; his eloquence, — tbe 
second by bis polio;, aided by oooasionsl but 
not frequent speaking. President John 
Adams was a member, but his great age and 
infirmities prevented bis attendance after 
December IStb, when be had leave of absence. 
I dined with him at a party at Col. Israel 
Thomdike's. It was apparent that his mind 
was somewhat impaired by age. He was 
then eighty-five. He died July 4tb, 1826, 
in bis ninty-first year, having been bom in 
October, 1736. 

I was a member of tbe largest oommittee, 
that on the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives, consisting of twenty-nine members. 

William Prescott was its chairman, and I 
had, in the sittings of this committee, which 
were many, a good opportunity of witnessing 
his sagacity and sdroitness, without which 
it wenld have been impossible to b.ing the 
committee to a conclusion on subjects about 
wbioh there was so mnch diversity of opin. 
ion. I went for tbe greatest reduction of 
numbers in the House that I supposed was 
attainable. I was of opinion that one bun- 
drd and fifty was a sufficient number of 
members to represent so compact and tcrrito. 
rially small a State as Hassachusotts, how. 
ever numerous its population, but so great a 
reduction did not then appear to be practica- 
ble. Tbe time may come, when a division 
of tbe State into as many districts sa there 
are Representatives will be attainable. This 
I consider the true Kepublican theory. Tbe 
increase of cities, which will continue to de- 
sire an aggregate representation, chosen by 



a majority of the voters in such cities, with- 
out weakening themselves by a districting 
system vhioh might introduoe members from 
a minority party, is a growing obstacle to 
the introduction of this simple principle of 
representation. I would propose tbe same 
principle in regard to Senatorial Bepresenta- 
tion. When the Convention was held, the 
great olgection to a district system was, that 
a great many towns would be deprived there- 
by of corporate representation, through tbe 
smallnessof their population. I think that, 
before long, this objection will be forsaken 
because of the undue power and inflnenoe re- 
sulting from the aggregation of the votes of 
cities of which there soon will be some twelve 
or more, comprising a third part (tf tbe whole 
population of the state. The represeolation 
of the other two thirds of tho people of the 
state would be distributed among three bun- 
dred oorporations. These will find it diffi- 
cult to combine tbeir infiuenee against the 
cities, and will therefore prefer being repre- 
sented in districts, upon oonditiou that the 
cities shall also be divided into distriots. 

On tbe seventh day of Uarch, 186S, a 
town meeting was held to choose two dele- 
gates to the State Convention for amending 
the Constitution, and 1 was chosen one of the 
two. It is now nearly thirty-three years 
since 1 was chosen a delegate to a similar 
convention, llie whole number of votes 
cast for delegates then, was 64. The whole 
number now given in, was fi67, showing the 
difference in the degree of interest taken in 
public afiurs at that day and at this. Tbe 
town was then Federal by a large majority. 
Xow it isdivided in to three parties, — WMj^ 
Democratic and Free Soil The coalition of 
the last two parties efieoted th« eleoticm of 
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Joseph £. Ober of the Free Soil Party, and 
of myaelf of the Democratic party. In all 
elections which have tamed on p>rty politics 
I have been viCh the minority for about 
twenty years last past. Now id my old age 
1 Gad myself again with the majority. I 
feel a good degree of satiefuition iu the be- 
lief that my fellow- townameo arc comiag 
nearer to my views io r^ard to public af- 
(tiia. For the last twenty year«, 1 have 
been, in a measure, shut out by political dif- 
ferences from ftee conversation with those 
whom I frequently met and *itb whom I 
had been in free int^oonree, for more than 
thirty years before. [ ] 

la the Gonvention of 1820, there were per- 
sons, who were members ^so of the Conven- 
tion of 1780, which framed the Constitution. 
These were Ex-President Adams, aged 
eighty-five, ohosoi from Quincy, Dr. Parker 
Cleaveland, chosen from Bowley, and 1 think, 
one other. To the present Convention, of 
those who were members of that of 1 1 
the following gent!emen are chosen, vie : 
than Hale of Boston, Rufas Bullock of 
fioyslstoD. James C. Doaue of Cobisset, 
Laban Maroy of Greenwich, Philip Eames 
of Washington, and myself. Tkt Convention 
met on Wednesday, May 4, 1853, aodat 12 
o'clock, I, being the senior member in Legis- 
lative standing, though not in years, and be- 
ing thereto requested, took the chair, called 
the Convention to order, and presided until 
after the choice of a President, Nathaniel P. 
Banks, Junr. Samuul French of Berkley, 
aged about seventy-sir, was the oldest mem- 
ber and I stood next to him. I was treated 
with much deference and respect by the mem- 
bers of the Convention, and was enabled to 
attend in my place on a part of every sitting 
day. The members of the Convmtion of 



1820 had an appropriate seat assigned them 
by the messenger. We reocived other marks 
of attention on account of onr relation to that 
Convention. I was once invited by the Pres- 
ident to preside in Committee of the whole, 
but excused myself on aooeunt of my deaf- 
ness. On Uonday, August 1st, 18&3. there 
were three sessions, tbo last of which com- 
menced at eight o'clock in tJic evening, and 
continued until six minutes before two o'clock 
on Tuesday morning, when the Convention ad- 
jonmedwitfaontday. Icontinned in myseat 
until the final adjoummeDt. Ididnot speak 
much in the Convention. But on the subject 
of the House of Bepresentatives, on the fif- 
teenth of June, 1 spoke for abont one hour, 
and on the subject of the rights of Juries 
I spoke twioe but not at much lengch. I 
was appointed on the Committee on Kepre- 
eentation, consisting of twenty-one members, 
ten of whom were for a District system of 
Bepresentation and eleven for Town Bepre- 
eentation. I ^reed with the minority and 
signed a minority report in &Tor of a Dis- 
tricting system, which report was drawn up 
by Nathan Hale, and supported by him in a 
speech, June 14th. 

The new Constitution was rejected by the 
people, by a majority of about five thousand 
votes. I voted in favor of its aooeptance 
generally. Although the Convention has 
thus failed of accomplishing its otgect, yet I 
believe that it will lead the Legislature to 
make strenuous efforts to effect the necessary 
changes in the way for amending the Consti- 
tution provided in the instrument as it now 
stands.

urn HKMBBBS OP THB iNSnTOTB: 

The sole survivor of the twenty nx fonad- 
! of the Essex Historical Society in 1821, 
several of whom wers my janiora in age, I am 
happy in complying with your reqnest, to give 
an aooonnt of its formalion. This I shall do 
in a very few sentenoee and with the oonsamp- 
tion of but little of yonr valnable lime. 

It is a remarkable o(»ncideQoe that myself 
and one other are the only anrvivorB of sixty 
pupils of Billerioa Academy in 180S, and 
well can I say with the poet 
When on thii vale of jmi* I backward kwk 
And miM inch nitmben, nnmben too at tncfa 
FitiiHr ia healtti, and greener in thur age 
And ttiictei on their gnaid and flttm fhr 
To pla; life'i anbtle gams, I Maree btlieve 
1 1 till ■arrive. 

What first prompted the idea of the Some- 
ty whiofa was afterwards merged in the Essex 
Institnte and formed on a broader baas, was a 
desiie to obtain and secure for Salem, materi- 
als left by Rev. Wm. Bentley D. D., for a 
history of Salem: — and soon tSaa the deeeaae 
of this celebrated antiquarian and Mtimable 
man, application was made to hisexeoator fbr 
the pamphlets and manosoripts amassed vrith 
much care during a long course of years. 
The executor admitted at once tliat they ought 
not to be removed from Salem and at the 
same interview staled that if a suitable socie- 
ty should be formed for tbmr iccepdon and 
safe keeping he would place then in its tbarge. 
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This resulted in mf obtaining, witli the great 
asastanoe of the late Honorable John Picke^ 
ing, the following signatures to a petition for 
a charter Jane 2, 1821.

This petit*ioD slated the objects of the soci- 
ety to be "£« the purpose of collecting and 
preserving materials ibr the civil and natural 
history of the County of Esses." 

The charter wau soon obtained, which au- 
thorized the venerable Holyoke to call the 
first meeting, by which the Society was organ- 
ized, fay filling the two highest t^ees with tbe 
sage Holyoke, and the admirable Story. 

Citizens distinguished in the walks of sci- 
ence and literature in other places, were elect- 



ed honorary members, among which was ^e 
nephew and ezeontor of Dr. Bentley. These 
measures were all duly notified to tbe execu- 
tor, bat be, meanwhile, had changed his 
mind; refused to comply with bis agreement 
and finally made a very different disposition 
of the collection. It is understood that the 
College at Meadville and the Antiquarian So- 
ciety at Worcester shared the treasure. 

Nothing daunted by onr diMppointment in 
our primary objeota, we have persevered in 
rescuing from tbe "tooth of lime," many val- 
uable books, pamphlets and manuscripts as 
well as portraits of persons of note of the 
past ages. These formed a nucleus around 
which, under more favorable anspices, and 
another name, a Library, Clallery and Cabi- 
net of curiofities have been collected which 
may vie with the best institutions of the state. 

Plummer Hall at tfais moment presents tbe 
most attractive objeetfl of interest to strangers , 
for whilst the lectures and meetings of the In- 
stitute are constantly shedding light ; oKring 
superior advantages to the student i^ natural 
hietory, the antiquary and man of letters can 
luxuriate in tbe Library and Gallery. 

It is no mean praise to claim among our de- 
parted members such magnates as Bowditch, 
Pickering, Cutler, Dane, Prince. White, Sal- 
tonstall, Piokman and Silsbee, who truly 
adorned their day and generation. Their 
works will long survive. 

Having closed my remarks upon the insti- 
tution, indulge me, I pray, in a word or two of 
my native state and city, to which I have re- 
turued after an absence of forty-two years, and 
when past the age alloled to man. 

Of Massachusetts, ever tbe bead quarters 
of good principles, more than half a century 
ago, when repelling an attack upon it in Con- 
gress, the illustrious Quiney quoted tbe fbllow- 
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iof linea from Homer and the sentimeat they 
ecmUin oannot bnt be felt by as all.

To retnni to one's birth place and find it 
beeoDw a ciiy, with a doubled popnlatioii, ;et 
presemng the same love of order, quiet neat- 
ness and moial staoding, as in its primttive 
daye, is indeed a marvel. It snrelj presents 
for a nsidence ever; attraction to the old and 
middle aged that can make life happy, while 
ite prozimilj' to the noisy capital is such, that 
the yooDg can easily avail Ihemselvea of its 
amnsements. 

The Historical assooiadons too, or Salem, 
are second to none on the continent. The 
first ptaoe in wfaieb civil and religions liberty 
were dnly installed by the first Governor 
Endioott, the clergy and laity, and thank God I 
the first meeting house has been preserved, and 
will, by the munificence of one of your mem- 
bers BCMHi be ptaoed on the grounds of Plummer 
Hall, and be vidted by future generations to 
a remote age. Here, too, the first reeistaace 
to Boyal authority was made. Gov. Gage's 
nunioDS failed (o dissolve (he Cobnial Assem- 
bly, then in settsi<»i in Court Hall, adjoining 
the first Church — and here too, the first re- 
sistence was made at the North bridge — roy- 
al power was successfully repulsed when Les- 
lie attempted to take our cannon. We are 
not in want of patriotio motives. Onr army 
and navy show how Sslem appreciates her 
bleadngs. " As much as I have wandered 
over the world, my heart and afiections have 
always had their stationary pcouts," and it 
is my happnesi to believe that the few re- 
maining friends of my earlier years will ood- 
tinoe to be those of my old age.

Re 
quests of said Proprietors the liber:y of 
digging a well within die bounds of said 
Propitetary, near the head of Pope's Lane 
(so called) & to take rocks off said land to 
stone the same, & to dig & conduct the wft- 
ter hy a subterraneous passage from siud 
place towards his dwelling house, for which 
your petitioner is willing to make enoli 
compensation as may be judged reasonaUe.

BOSTON NUMISMATIC SOCIETr 
The annual meeting of this Society was 
held on Thursday, Jan. 7. 1864, and was very 
well attended. Several donations were re- 
ceived, and the annual leports of the offioen 
were presented. The Treasurer'a report 
showed a balance of money to the credit of the 
society, and the Curator stated the number of 
coins and medals to be about one tfaonsand, 
among which are several rare pieces. A com- 
mittee was appointed to present a list of offi 
cers for the present year; they reported the 
former board for re-election, which wsfl the 
pleasure of the society. The officers are 
thtrefore as follows: Premdeot — Dr. Wins- 
low Lewis; Vioe President and Curator — Jer- 
emiah Col burn; Treasurer — Henry Daven- 
port; Secretary — Wm, 8. Appteton. 

Mr. Seavey exhibited a small parcel of 
very choice and valnable American coins. 
Among them were a silver dollar of 1794, 
the Guest known; a half-dime of 1802, one 
of five, the whole number believed to exist 
at present, or rather known to collectors to 
exist, and a New York copper of 1787 with 
the head of George Clinton, which is by far 
the 6oest of the half dosen known. The ool- 
lection also contained other rare varieties of 
New York coppers, unusually perfect apeoi- 
mens of early dimes, and rare patterns pre- 
pared at the U. S. Mint, but never adopted 
Ibc the coinage. Mr Seavey also showed the 
two half-eagles Ij the aoqusiliou of whii^ 
he had completed his aeries of the issues of 
gold of the United States. Other gentle- 
men exhibited mhos of less valne and inter- 
est. The meeting was an nnosually pleasant 
and aucoeseful one.

CONNECTION WITH PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 

Though Jndge White lived for many years in comparative retirement, 
neither the charm of booka, nor of social intercourse, absorbed his thought. 
He retired from all strife for the prizes of the world, bat he never remitted 
his labors for its welfiire. No quid vas more ^ve to the highest interests of 
the Commnnity, the Commonwealth, and the Country ; and he exerted an act- 
ive public influence even to his last days, by his connection with Literary and 
Charitable Listitutions, aud his services in their behalf. The University lay 
very near bis heart. The love which he acquired for it when an undergradu- 
ate, was greatly increased during his four years residence at Cambridge as a 
Tutor. His correspondence with Prof, Hedge for a number of years after he 
resigned his tutorship, is largely devoted to the afiairs of the College, and 
shows the intensity of his interest in everything that related to its administra- 
tion, or which could promote its prosperity. These words are in his Journal, 
Sept. 27th, 1804: 

"Heard of the death of that excellent and beloved man. President Wil- 
lard, and I wept most of all that I should see his &ce no more." The ques- 
tion of a successor at that time, and in every vacancy in the Presidency of the 
Institution during his long life, held a foremost place in his mind ; and no man 



labored with greater zeal, or perhaps with greater efSciency, to secure the 
appointment of men to that high office, who should not only coofcr boaor upon 
the College, bat help to make the oldest, also the best and noblest seat of 
learning in the country. He was jealous of its reputation in all respects, and 
prompt to enter the lists as its defender or advocate, when chains were made 
against it amid the changes in Kcclesiastical, or Political affairs. He was a 
member of the Board of Overseers for eleven years. He mentions in his dia- 
ry other ways in which he was ready to help it, and speaks of a contribution 
which he coold not withhold, "when a movement was made for the increase of 
the library in 1842, although he fett himself little able to make it on account 
of recent losses ; " and then adds the words which were always in his heart, 
if not upon his lips, "God bless the College." As might have been expected 
IVom his character, he regarded the moral tone of the Institution as of supreme 
importance. In his dtary, Jan. 12th, 1842, he says: 

"What pleased me at the Eizamination public dinner, yesterday, was the 
total absence of all beverage but cold water, it being the first time I ever wit- 
nessed such a spectacle on any occasion of the kind at Cambridge. Hope it 
will be so at Conunencement. Told the President yesterday, at dinner time, 
that I thought it more important at College than any where else, that absti- 
nence from intoxicating drinks should be sacredly observed." At a later date 
he expresses his great joy at the stand which President Everett had taken 
upon that subject, and adds, " All this should be sacredly adhered to." It was 
this deep interest iu the moral welfare of the College which induced him to 
make the su^estion in his Address to the Alumni in 1844, in respect to a 
Professorship of the Philosophy of the Moral Life, which led to the bequest 
from Miss Plummer of this city, for the foundation of the Plummer Professor- 
ship of Christian Morals. While he delighted in every advance in the schol- 
arship of the College, it was his cardinal principle that moral training should 
hold the sovereign place in all educational plans ; and be never permitted an 
opportunity to be lost, when be could press its paramount claiuis. It is proper 
to say that the Collie did not foi^t the claim of so loyal and distinguished a 
son to her honors, and conferred upon him the degree of Doctor of Laws, in 
1837. 

The Divinity School at Cambridge was another object of his peculiar re- 
gard. He was one of the directors of the Society for the promotion of The- 
olc^cal Education in Cambridge, which was formed in 1810, and reoi^nized 
in 1824. This Society collected funds for the erection of Divinity Hall, and 
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laid the fonndation of the present Theologic&l School. The Institution inter- 
BHted him most deeply, because it was baaed upon the folloving broad princi- 
ple, which eotirely commended itself alike to his ja^pneut and his heart. "It 
being nnderstood, that erorj enconragement be given to the serious, impar- 
tial and nobiassed investigation of Christian trnth; and that no assent to 
the peculiarities of any denomination of Christians be required of the stu- 
dents, or professors, or instmctors." He retained the same paternal interest 
in the School to the end of life ; and his last visit to Cambridge, the last pub. 
lie occasion of any kind which be attended, was at the Annual Meeting of the 
Visiting Committee of the Divinity School, of which he had long been a mem- 
ber, on the 2nd of January, 1861. 

He was an active member of many prominent philanthropic and literary 
associations, such as the Charitable Congregational Society ; the Society for 
Propagatii^ the (Gospel among the Indians, and others in North America; 
the Mass. Historical Society ; the Academy of Arts and Sciences — and a faith- 
ful attendant upon their meetings, so long as his strength permitted him to be 
present. Bememberii^ the h^h place which these Associations held in his re- 
gard, both on account of his conviction ol the importance of the objects which 
they were designed to promote, and of his warm friendship for the dietin- 
guisfaed men with whom he was then connected, the following brief entry 
in his diary, only a few weeks before his death, gains a touching interest: 
"Received notice of Mass. Historical Meeting, on Thursday, which m, and prob- 
ably must ever be an empty ceremony while I live." No similar summons ever 
was an empty ceremony to him, till his last illness rendered it impossible for him 
longer to mingle with those to whom his heart clung even to the end. 

This habitual and untiring interest in the improvement and wel&re of 
society made him prompt to give his approbation and his exertions to every 
wise project which promised to promote it. When Lyceums were first estab- 
lished in the State, and a public meeting for consultation respecting them was 
held in Boston, in 1S29, he heartily entered into the movranent. He was cho- 
sen President of the Essex County Lyceum, and gave an Address at its first 
Amtoat Meeting in Ipsvrich, May 5th, 1830. The Address was printed. 
It explained the design of the Institution, atid its uses, with an answer to 
some objections which had been made against it. He was the first President of 
the Salem Lyceum, and continued to be one of its three trastees, always inter- 
ested in its prosperity, until his death. The following extract &om a letter 
to his classmate, Hon. Horace Binney, to whom he had sent a copy of his Ly- 
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ceom Address, gives a glimpse of his idea of the pnrpose of such institotions, 
and of one of the incidental benefits vhich he hoped mij^t result fittm their 
establishment : 

" I was led to concent myself vith the institution of a Lyceum, IVom a de- 
sire to give it a different character, in some respects, from what I feared it might 
assume. It appeared to me important that it should be so conducted as to 
afford miscellaneous instruction and entertainment, on moral and literary top- 
ics, adapted to an audience of both sexes, instead of being confined to scien- 
tific lectures, and thus be made to serve for the purposes of popular recrea^ 
tion." 

His hope was that it might thus to some extent, at least, preclude the de- 
mand for qnestionable forms of public amusement ; and he names in the same 
letter encouraging indications of such a desirable result. To show how truly 
his mind was alive to this great idea of popular education and improvement, 
ire quote another passage from a letter vritten in 1835, to an old College 
friend, whose honored name had just before been given in support of an As- 
sociation for the supply of teachers : 

" It reminded me of what I have often contemplated as worthy to be sup- 
ported by such inflnence, and, if so supported, as calcakted to do an immense 
good to the next generation, and the present too — that is, an association ex- 
tending over the country, by uniting some of the wise and good from every 
part, for the purpose of improving and elevatii^ the morals of young men, es- 
pecially the educated, and those belonging to our cities and populous towns, by 
circulating or recommending the best books for reading, providing lectures 
from eminent men, and other impressive means of moral influence. Mi^t not 
an Association be formed on some such plan which wonld promote this great 
object, and advance the moral well-being of our country ? I only trouble you 
with a hint on this subject, a full discussion of which might &11 a volume." 

No snch hint, whether originated by another's mind, or by his own, was 
lost upon himself. It was in beautiful accordance with such words as these, 
that, near the close of his life, in 1852, he made a gift of six acres of land, 
which then remained of his father's farm, situated in the central part of the 
City of Lawrence, to promote the object which he had so much at heart. By 
negotiations with the Essex Company, which were honorable to all parties 
concerned, all restrictions in respect to the erection of buildings upon the land 
were removed, and it was conveyed to trustees to be sold, and the proceeds to 
be used as a fund, eventually to establish a public library, and provide for pub- 
lic lectures, because he had "at heart the welfare of his native place, and ear- 
nestly desired to do something to promote the prosperity and improvement of 
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its DOT nnmerons popnI&ttoD." Hiadeeirewas " to bare special reference to 
the vaotfi of the young, aud of the industrial classes;" for his great object 
was, "the edacation and training ap of the young, in habitB of indnstiy, mo- 
rality, and piety, and in the exercise of true Christian principles, both in 
thoQ^t and action." It van a free gift, irhich he regarded as the payment of 
a sacred debt, and for which he claimed no honor. When complimented re- 
specting it, at a public occasion in Lawrence, not long after, fae felt himself 
obliged to disclaim the extent of credit attributed to him, and spoke of the 
noble old farm as it was in his boyhood, closing his remarks with the following 
sentiment: "The prosperity of the City of Lawrence; May its beauties of 
Art, rival its former beauties of Nature, and may its moral d^ity equal its 
material splendor." This fund already amonnts to about ten thousand dollars, 
while one half of the original gift of land remuns unsold. 

Judge White was a sincere and practical philanthropist. He took great 
interest in the Temperance reformation, and gave a consistent support to the 
principle of total abstinence from intoxicating drinks, both in precept and in 
practice. He discountenanced the use of tobacco also, as in his judgment 
equally unnecessary and offensive. He was moderate in his views, and could 
not assent to many opinions and measures which he considered extreme and 
violent. But he was ready and anxious, irrespective of other men's opinion, 
or popular favor, to give his support to everything which mi^t help forwai-d 
these reformatory movements, so far as it commended itself to his judgment 
and his conscience. If the case could be made clear to bis eminently btJanced 
and judicial mind, his heart and his hand were never wanting. 

INTEREST IN POLITICAL AND ECCLESIASTICAL 
AFFAIRS. 
In other aspects of his life. Judge White was the same earnest man. Tru- 
ly devoted to everything which touched the public welfare, he became, by the 
necessity of his nature, an ardent patriot. Loyalty with him was both a prin- 
ciple and a passion, and bis love of country took hold of the depths of his 
heart. He was bom on the day on which the motion was made in the Ameri- 
can Congress, by Richard Henry Lee, to declare the colonies independent. 
He came forward into manhood nnder the administration of Washington, and 
acquired the profoundest reverence for him, and for those associated with him 
in the highest offices of the government. He detested Aaron Burr, and 
mourned the disastrous death of Hamilton as a profound personal grief. That 
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grief was never fot^otten. He says in 1841, after he had been reading the 
short life of Hamilton in the Family Library : " The closing part very touching, 
renewing the tears which flowed so &eely thirty seven years ^o, and the sad 
and deep feeling for such a pablk loss, and wanton sacrifice of life, under cir- 
cumstances so tragic and deplorable." His life-long feeling about Washington 
and his administration found expression in the following terms in a letter to 
his son, after fae had been reading the first volume of Sparks' Life : 

"It is refreshing and deligfatinl to look back upon such a character, and 
such patriotism and public spirit as we find in him and his associates in the 
government. Wisdom, integrity, public virtue and pure patriotism, then ani- 
mated the administration, from Washington tlirough every subordinate depart- 
ment. When you have leisure for miscellaneous reading, you can find nothing 
better than this life of Washington, which is sure to repay yon in entertainment, 
besides affording you the noblest lessons of wisdom and virtue. From him you 
may learn, though you should never hold a public office, much that is appUca' 
bie to every condition of life ; selfl-control, self-denial, self-respect, views eleva- 
ted above transient pleasure to h^h purposes, and a steadfast adherence in all 
your conduct to your own principles, and. the resolutions you have formed. 
The influence of such an example can scarcely &i) to find its way to the heart 
and into the life of every ingenuous young man, who contemplates it with any- 
thing of a kindred spirit. And where is the ingenuous young man who would 
not wish to cherish such a spirit?" 

Judge White was an ardent Federalist while that party continued in ex- 
istence, and nndeviatingly defended its purity and patriotism. He was one of 
the Electora for President in 1816, when the Massachusetts Electora! College 
unanimously cast their votes for John Marshall, of Virginia. After the disso- 
lution of the Federal party he became a Whig. During the last years of his 
life he was a Republican, and voted for Fremont in 1856, and for Lincoln in 
1860. This last change in his party relations he always maintained to be no 
change of principle, even in the slightest d^p^e. Upon being asked where he 
should go at the time of the oi^nization of the Repnfalican party upon the 
basis of the esclnsion of Slavery from the Territories, his answer was, "I shall 
not go anywhere, but stay where I have always been. This was the principle 
of the days of Washington." After reading Gov. Seward's speech, which was 
made at that time concerning the ^fgressions of the slave power, he said, "I 
cannot but feel sympathy with such men as he in opposing the further encroach- 
ments of this dread power upon fVee territories. The question in my mind is 
of awful coDsequence whether these future States shall be blessed with true 
freedom, or cursed with slavery ; whether the Olive tree or the Upas shall be 
planted, to bless, or to blast." v 
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He WS8 couservatire in opinion and feeling. He wae not an Abolitioniet 
in the technical sense in which that word has been generally used since the ag- 
itation of the slave qnestion during the last twenty or thirty years. He re- 
garded the position which many abolitionists assumed in respect to the disso- 
lution of the Union as radically wrong, and condemned their dennnciations as 
unwise and indefensible. But he was atterly hostile to Slavery itself. After 
reading the life of Thomas Fowell Buxton, he noticed it with "great interest 
and delight," as "almost persuading him to be an abolitionist, altc^ther m- 
deed snch an one as he was." He detested the cruel prejudice against the col- 
ored race. This entry occurs in his diary, for 1841. "Read account of the 
Monument Cemetery of . Struck with one of the by-laws which pro- 
vides that "no person of color shall ever be interred there." Pitiful ! won- 
drous pitifiil." When the question of the admission of colored children into 
the Public Schools was agitated in 1844, he speaks in the following forcible 
terms: 

"Had some warm conversation on the subject of admitting colored chil- 
dren to our Public Schools, for which I contended. I should have no fears my 
children would be contaminated by black skms, but by moral blackness, often 
found beneath the most aristocratic white skins. I said the committee should 
follow out the role of right, and of Christian morality, and all would ultimate- 
ly acquiesce." 

His position was, conscientiously to sustain the compromises of the Con- 
stitution ; but he jealously watched the persistent agressions of the Slave pow- 
er, and his indignation in regard to them was aroused many years before his 
death. Dec. 1 2tb, 1 844, he says in bis Journal, " The papers this morning tell 
ns that my friend, Mr. Hoar, sent to South Carolina to protect citizens of Mass. 
(colored) in their rights a^nst unlawful imprisonment, has been expelled from 
Charleston by legislative resolve of that State, — an outrage worthy of their 
nullifying character, and mad devotion to Slavery, and of the abominable 
course taken by their political idol. Calhoun ; but we trust it is a madness which 
precedes their own defeat." 

This indignation never abated, but steadily increased, and it is interest- 
ing to trace its growth. At the time of the debates on the Fugitive Slave Bill 
in 1851, he writes thus : 

"Read Mr, Mann's able speech, and cannot but agree with him in his 
main views of the Fugitive Slave Law, — a law least of all others entitled to 
privileges of any sort, and which must hang as a millstone upon any Ad- 
ministration, or party, identifying itself with it, bound at all events to sustain 
it in all its odious features.'' 
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AAer the Bums case in 1854, be writes : 

"People and papers full of f^ation about tbe bIbto (Bums) being sent 
back, aad the great excitement in Beaton. All ander God's good Proridence 
may evBntnate veil, and serve to orertbrov the evil lav vhich oof^t never to 
have eiiflted." 

la respect to the Dred Scott decision, after saying, "It on^t to rouse all 
in opposition to Slavery extension more resolutely than ever," he writes, in 
1857, as follows: 

" I cannot believe that its judicial effect will be durable ; for so far aa I 
bave had an opportunity to judge, it appears to want the essential requisites 
of permanent law — foundation in truth. From the abstract of Judge Ta^ 
ney'9 opinion that I have seen, it seems to assume what is false, and to pro- 
ceed upon false premises. Justice Curtis's opinion is, I think, as able and sat- 
isffictory a document of the kind as I have ever read. He is clear, close, and 
conclusive On every point, proving unanswerably every position he takes, and 
overthrowing all objections raised ^^nst it. The permanent law of the case 
must be in accordance with truth and reason, not with fallible opinions of falli- 
ble men. These will pass away together, while the basis of law remains the 
same forever." 

It was his constant motto, "Never to despair of the Republic;" yet his 
anxiety respecting public a&irs greatly increased during these later years. 
The assault upon Mr. Sumner, roused his indignation to the highest degree. 
He characterizes it in his diary, as "most cowardly, mean, ferocious, and bm- 
tal," and adds, "If the House do not expel the ruffian, and the Senate protect 
its dignity, then ruffianism is trauferrcd from the borders of Kansas to the 
walls of the Capitol" 

But although made greatly anxious by the threatening aspect of affairs 
at the South, he was slow to believe in tbe possibility of a wide-spread rebel* 
lion, without "a single grievance, or pretence of grievance," to justify orpalliate 
it. Such an unnatural crime against the sacredness of Law, and the spirit of 
liberty, seemed too monstrous to be believed. But when the crisis drew near, 
he was not intimidated. His courage rose as the clouds grew dark. He had 
no patience with reasoning about the Union. He remembered Washington, who 
denounced those who started a doubt upon the subject. He believed in decided 
measures, and commended Andrew Johnson's speech in Dec. 1860, as present- 
ing the true point of distinction between "coercing a State, and executing the 
Laws gainst individuals in a secedii^ State" — the latter of which he says, 
"Mr. Johnson is ready to do in the most effective manner, for the preservation 
of the Union at all hazards," On Mr. Floyd's res^ation as Secretary of war, 
he dismissed him with the following sentence — "One traitor the less in the 
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Cabinet ; vonld that all were gone." As his etrengtb failed in the laet veeka 
of hia life, jnet before tbo bursting of the storm of Civil War, bis patriotiBm 
burned with deepest fenor. When he was only able to pen a few brief sen- 
tences in his diar J from day to day, he speaks of " the insane follies of the 
maddened South," and adds, "I shall not be here to suffer long from them." 
Still later, he says, "Read some in evening papers; enough to make my 
blood boil." Only a week before his death, referring to the visit of a friend, 
he says, "Speaks as I feel about Secession, Treaton." Those who saw him in 
his very latest days will never forget how his love of country would make him 
insensible for the moment to weakness and disease, untU his voice r^ained its 
vigor, and he would pour out inspiring words of devotion and heroism, with his 
former manly strength. And thus loyal to his country, as he was faithful to 
society, the aged patriot went to his rest. But his spirit was transmitted to 
hb descendants. Four of his grandchildren, sous of William Dwight, Esq., 
hurried to the field at the first call to arms, where they rendered heroic ser- 
vice to the country. Two of them have fallen, both young men of the fairest 
promise. One, Lt. Col. Wilder Dwight, of the 2nd Mass. Volunteers, fell at 
Antietam. The other, Capt. Howard Dwight, Assistant Adjutant General to 
Brig. Oen. Andrews, in Louisiana. When riding alone, on turning a bend of 
the road, he suddenly found himself covered by the rifies of three guerrillas, on 
the opposite side of a bayou, and called upon to surrender. Though he ac- 
knowledged himself their prisoner, he was barbarously shot. It was a fero- 
cious and brutal deed, fitly symbolizing the spirit that prompted the outrage 
upon Senator Sumner, which his grandfather so indignantly denounced. 

Any sketch of Judge White's life would be incomplete, which did not 
make distinct, though brief mention of his religious opinions, and his special 
views in respect to Ecclesiastical afiairs. After his removal from Newbury- 
port, he connected himself with the First Church in this city, and continued 
to worship there during the rest of his life. He had many other warm and 
life-long interests, but Christian truth held the sovereign place, and rel^on 
lay at the bottom of his heart. His diary and letters show how constantly it 
occupied his thoughts. Each New Year, and the recurrence of each birth-day, 
called forth a new dedication of himself to its service, increasing in earnest- 
ness as age drew on, but always penned in a childlike simplicity of fitith and 
trust. Very often he notices the Theological books which had occupied his stud- 
ies. March 28th, 1841, he writes thus : 
(8) 
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"Locke, Coleridge and the Bible. Read Coleridge's Confessions af an Id- 
qniring Spirit — good, but partakes of his common fanlts — should like it bet- 
ter if it had more of the clearness and simplicity of Locke, vhom elsewhere 
this same Coleridge undervalues." "It is the spirit of the Bible, and not 
the detached words and sentences, that is iniallible and absolute. I find little 
to dissent from in this book, whicji contains many fine passages. I have al- 
ways felt the truth of the following sentiment: "The troth revealed tbrongh 
Chrst has its evidence in itself, and the proof of its divine authority is in its 
fitness to onr nature and needs ; the clearness and cogency of the proof being 
proportionate to the degree of self-knowledge in each individual hearer." 
Christianity has likewise its historical evidences, and these are as strong as is 
compatible with the nature of history, and with the aims and objects of a re- 
ligious diBpeosatioD. Take in addition Christianity itself as an existing power 
in the world, and Christendom as an existing fact, with the no less evident fact 
of a progressive expansion, and the whole gives a force of moral demonstration 
that almost snperseides particnlar testimony." 

He bad made the Scriptures a study through his life-time. Perhaps no 
man ever studied them more conscientionsly or carefully. But though he be- 
came thoroughly settled in Unitarian views, he was as catholic in respect to 
others' opinions as he was decided in his own. He believed that others were 
as conscientious as himself, and was impatient of every thing that did not reo- 
(^nize the truest freedom of religions thought. His faith was more of the 
heart than of the head, and he rect^ized tme sincerity among men of every 
creed, and huled the manifestations of the Christian life in every church with 
the utmost alacrity and joy. Sectarianism was his perpetual aversion, and he 
would have contended against it in himself as earnestly as he warred agfunst 
it in others. Indeed he chiefly valued Unitarianism, not on account of its doc- 
trines, but of its distinct and unqualified recognition of the ri^t of every man 
to interpret the Scriptures for himself, and adopt his own religious views, nn- 
censured by fallible men, unfettered by human creeds. 

This was an opinion which J&<^ White most sacredly cherished, and most 
consistently followed out. He could never recognize any form of opinions as 
the basis of Christian fellowship. "The Bible and the Bible only," he deemed 
the proper creed, and he desired to leave all men wholly to that, perfectly aware 
that men of different temperaments and different mental tendencies, would 
read it with different eyes, and be led to different conclusions. He believed 
that every church should rest upon this broad basis, and considered every form 
of test-creed as an invasion of the mind's most sacred rights, and a breach of 
Christian liberty. His consistent fidelity to this position led bim into contro- 
versy at different periods of his life. Ho engird in a correspondenoe be- 
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tweeD the First and the Tabernacle Ghnrch in this city, in 1 832, which involved 
this principle ; and which we only refer to now in order to mention one letter 
in the course of the controversy from his pen, erteading to one hundred and 
twenty seven pages, in defence of Protestant and Congregational liberty. It 
was marked by hts thorough learning and vigor of thought, and deserves to 
hold a prominent place in the record of hie literary labors. 

Indeed, be believed that this principle of Christian liberty for which fae so 
zealonely contended was the doctrine of the origmal New England Churches 
themselves. He never questioned that their opinions were Calvinistic, or that 
they strennoosly insisted upon the doctrines of Calvinism. His position was, 
that at the settlement of the country, they were so mindful of the spirit of 
John Robinson's oft quoted words respectii^ the greater light yet to break 
fbrth fi-om God's word, as to associate themselves together in chnrdies under 
a simple covenant, such as is found on the earliest records of the First Church 
in Salem, and in Plymouth, interweaving no special statements of doctrine in the 
origina] basis of their organization. A controversy arose between Rev. Dr. 
Worcester and himself in respect to this point of history in 1854. In hia 
eamesiness to maintain his own position, to use his own language, "First in 
defence of the tmty Protestant foundation of the First Church" (of Salem,) 
and "secondly, in defence of historical truths," he was induced to prepare an 
elaborate work, entitled "New England Congregationalism, in its Origin and 
Purity," which occupied the last months, and almost the last weeks of his life. 
It was printed in a volume of more than 300 pages, and had scarcely left the 
press at the time of his death. The truth of history, whatever it may be, will 
be finally vindicated. Whether Jndge White's positions were right or not, be- 
yond all question, the merit must be awarded to him of undeviating consistency 
in his opinions, and of untiring labor in their defence. And it is a striking 
and afi'ecting circmastance, that this principle of Christian liberty, which he 
deemed so precious, should have occupied his latest thought, and commanded 
the last labors of his pen. 

CHARACTER AS A CITIZEN. 
The position which Judge White held in Salem daring the last twenty or 
thirty years of his life was so universally acknowledged, and the influence 
which he exerted was so beneficent, that we have reserved a distinct place for 
this aspect of his character. The brilliant circle into which he was welcomed 
on his removal from Nowbnryport was soon broken. Dr. Bowditch took up 
his residence in Boston in 1823. Hon. John Pickering followed him in 1827. 
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Judge Story removed to Cambridge in 1829. Dr. Holyoke died in the same 
year. Dr. Prince died in 1836, and Hon. Leverett SaltonBtall in 1843. 0th- 
era also passed away. Jadge White was thna left for many yeare as almost 
the only survivor of that remarkable company of men, who was still a resident 
of the city. It was natural, therefore, that all eyes should spontaneously turn 
to faim on occasions of great public interest. On the death of Dr. Bowditch 
in March 1838, when the City desired to offer public honors to the memory of 
one of her most distinguished sons, it was instantly felt that Judge White must 
be the person to express her reverence. He was peculiarly fitted to fulfil that 
sacred service by his full appreciation of Dr. Bowditch's eminent qualities as a 
scholar and a man. He speaks of a brief interview with Dr. Bowditch a fev 
days before his death, and of his character, in the following words : 

"I had a very precious conversation with him which I shall never foi^t, 
and for which I feel very thankful. He conversed in the most affectionate and 
interesting manner to me upon the relation we sustain to Divine Providence, 
and the doty of entire submission in aii things. I have always held his char- 
acter in the highest admiration as a combination of the richest qualities of hu- 
man nature — of head and heart — theory and practice — public spirit and so- 
cial benevolence. Rarely has there lived a man, especially a self-educated man, 
who accomplished so much for Science, for society, and for friends — who at- 
tained such eminence in the learned world, and was so useful and eo beloved in 
the walks of business and of private life." 

The Eulogy was delivered on the 24th of May 1838, and printed in a 
pamphlet of 72 pages. Of its character it is euou^ to say, that it did equal 
credit to its subject and its author. 

In 1846 he was called to perform a similar service before the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences, on the death of his friend, Hon. John Picker- 
ing. In this case also he was preeminently the man to pay such a tribute. 
He had known and honored Hr. Pickering since the day when they first met 
as fellow students in the Law Office of Judge Putnam. He writes as follows 
in his Journal, Hay 6th, 1846 : 

"Heard this morning of the afflicting intelligence for which I was pre- 
pared on Monday, of the death of Hon. John Pickering, LL. D., my good firiend, 
and a most excellent man ; distii^uislied for purity of mind, heart, character, 
taste, feeling and principle ; at the head of American Philologists ; accomplished 
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aa a Classical scholar, and as a ChristiaD gentleman. His death makes a 
chaam not easily, or soon to be filled — one which will be long felt and de- 
plored — his merits being personal, intrinsic, rare." 

On May 8th, two days later, he writes agtuD : 

"I feel Mr. Pickering's loss with no little sadness, following as it does in 
qaick succession that of Saltonstall and Story, all luminaries of Salem. How 
rich must Salem have been with all these, tmd Dr. Bowditch and Dr. Prince 
added to them." 

When engird in the preparation of his Eulogy he says, "I find a fullness 
of materials, and a difficulty in selection and arrangement. But I must do as 
well as I can. I shall not fail from want of heart in the subject." And again, 
a few months afterwards, in spcakii^ of the five Eulc^es which he had deliv- 
ered, — the first upon hia class-mate Wellington, when an under-graduate ; the 
second upon the death of Washington, delivered in the Meeting House, in Me- 
tbuen, Jan. 13th, 1800, at the request of the people of his native town, pre- 
pared at a few days notice, without books to refer to, when at home on a short 
vacation, and which was his first printed discourse ; the third npon Mr. Shap- 
lei^ the Librarian at Harvard, in April of the same year ; the fouri,h upon 
Dr. Bowditch ; and the fifth upon Mr. Pickering, — two of which had necessa- 
rily been prepared in haste — he says, "The first was written with some puns, 
the fourth with more, and the fifth with most. None afibrded me more inter* 
est and pleasure than the Itat, which I am very sore will always be my hot, as 
I think it is my best." 

He could not fail from "want of /uart" in these sacred tributes to friends, 
for no man's friendships were deeper, or more sincere. The Eulc^ upon Mr. 
Pickering, whom he depicts as a '-model scholar," was delivered Oct. 20th, 
1846, and printed in a pamphlet of 106 pt^s, at Cambridge. 

When it was proposed to open a new Cemetery in the City in 1840, he 
was selected a^ the most fitting person to give the Consecrating Address. 
On account of indisposition, he felt himself obliged at first to decline that ser- 
vice. The following extract from a letter written at the time, shows how ear- 
nestly he entered into this, as into every project, alike for the adornment and 
improvement of the City. 

"I feel some desire to comply with the request, as I feel a great interest 
in the design ; but I feared my health might be too much interrupted to allow 
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me sufficient time, at such short notice, to perform the duty required of me in 
a proper manner. The more I have thou^t of the plan of establishing such 
a Cemetery in our immediate Ticinity, the more important it appears. The 
place selected is the very one of all others best adapted by nature for such a 
pnrpoae, and admits of all desirable improvements hom Art, with all possible 
embellisbmeots of taste. When completed it will be a most- attractive spot 
for a rural walk, as well as for a rural burying place, combining a thousand 
interesting associations, continoally increasing in number and character to ren- 
der it delightful, and in a moral view, highly useful. An indissoluble associa- 
tion exists with the departed friend or relative in the survivor's heart, leading 
bis thoughts and feelings constantly to the spot where their remains are de- 
posited. When this is a disagreeable or dreary place, it is shocking to the 
mourner's sensibility ; when like Mt. Auburn, or the expected Harmony Grove, 
it is, on the contrary, soothing to his feelings, connecting with the object of his 
grief pleasing associations, which serve to diffuse cheeHulness over his spirits, 
and to strip death of its gloomy terrors." 

The desire that he should give the Address was so strong that the invita- 
tion was renewed. It was delivered June 14th, 1840, and was afterwards 
printed. 

Jndge White became connected, either by liberal contributions, or official 
service, sometimes by both, with every prominent literary or philanthropic as- 
sociation in Salem. His interest in the LyccuM has been already mentioned. 
He was President of the old Essex Historical Society, and the Salem Athenae- 
um, the Salem Dispensary, and the Salem Savings Bank. But the service which 
he rendered in founding and endowing the Essex Institute demands especial 
notice. When the Essex Historical, and the Essex County Natural History 
Societies were mei^d in the Institute, in 1848, he was chosen its President, 
and continoed to hold that office nntil his death. Since that nnioD was accom- 
plished, by the constant devotion of persons interested in its various depart- 
ments of Science, or History, and by the tireless labors of its Secretary, the 
Institute has become a Gving and active association. At first its library was 
very small, comprising only twelve or thirteen hundred volumes. Jndge White 
soon determined to transfer a large number of his own books to its shelves. 
In 1851, he made his first large contribution, in addition to volumes previoosly 
given to the Historical and Natural History Societies, of which he thus speaks, 
May 12th: 

"Selected more books for the Essex Institute, chiefly French, Latin wid 
Greek, with many small volumes, literary, bif^raphical, historical 4c., and some 
very valuable; as Barton's Flora, in three quarto volumes, superb plates, 
which I bought in Providence, when attending Commencement in 1827; Har- 
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ringtoa's Oceana, and other works which I imported twenty years ago or more, 
Athienae, Oxonieoses, &c., all amountii^, perhaps, to abont 400 volomes ; and 
I have enongh more to send, doubtless, to make the number exceed 3000." 

In 1857 he made another contribution at the time of the removal of the 
Institute to its present rooms in Flummer Hall, of which he thas speaks, July 
14th: 

" I have been very busy in closing my romittaoce of books to the Essex 
Institnte, making in all over a thousand volomee of valnable books, amounting 
at a moderate estimate to between 1,300 and 1,400 dollars. With those sent 
before, of whose value I make no particular estimate, the number exceeds four 
thousand volumes." 

In addition to these, by his will, he directed that over 3,000 more should 
be -given, so that his entire contributions amount to more than ei^t thousand 
volumes, and about ten thousand pamphlets. 

One small donation of thirty or forty volumes of choice books, comprising 
among them some rare editions of the classics, and which wore sent only two 
days before iiis death, has a special interest. They were selected firom the li- 
la-ary of Dr. Voices, formerly of Newbnryport, and he desired them to be 
placed in the Institute for consnltation instead of general circulation; and his 
last signature, on the last evening of hia life, was affixed to the paper in which 
he stated bis wishes respecting their foture use. 

These contribations are of great value. Among them are nearly a thous- 
and volumes of English and American History, and nearly as many more of 
English Literature, some of them rare and fine editions, making the library 
rich in those departments. A great number of all these 8,000 volumes have 
annotations in Jodge White's own hand, giving &cts respecting their authors, 
or criticisms of his own, with reference to notices of them elsewhere, whidi 
greatly add to their worth,and would be of great help to the Htndent. These 
gifts, with donations from other patrons of the Institute, make a library 
which is already, in many respects, very complete, and which only needs one or 
two thousand volumes of modem works, judiciously selected, to supply its pres- 
ent deficiencies, to become what its friends desire it to be. Though dead, its 
generous bene&ctor still speaks to those who can complete the endowment 
which he so munificently b^an. 

The gifts of Jndge White to the Institute were not confined to contribu- 
tions of books. When a thousand or fifteen hundred dollars were needed in 
money, he cheerfully assumed a fifteenth or twentieth part of the som as his 
own proportion. It is probably just also to say, that to his good offices in 
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remoTing questionings which bad previonaly existed in Misa Flnmrner's mind 
in respect to the possibility of any future misappropriation of her bequests, the 
AtheaiBiim is indebted for her legacy of thirty thousand dollars for the erec- 
tion of Plummer Hall, which affords such ample accommodations for the li- 
brary and cabinets of the Institute, and which is snch an ornament and honor 
to the city itself. 

Of Jn(^ White's other contributions in multiplied forms of charity, it 
wonld be impossible fitly to speak. If a subscription were desirable for any 
benerolent porpose, he would often be the first to su^^t it, and always be ready 
to aid it with generous gifts. Sometimes he would personally solicit donations 
from others ; and he occasionally gives amusii^ descriptions of bis experien- 
ces in that form of service, and of the knowledge of hnman nature which was 
thus obtained. He had the training of a New England home, in which econo- 
my is often diligently studied in order to provide liberally for the choicest ed- 
ucation of a child, or to lavish its gifts upon some great Ctiristian enterprise ; 
a training which seems beautifully to blend the teaching of the multiplying of 
tlie loaves with the gathering up of the fragments. Thus be became simple in 
his own tastes, but prompt to meet every demand or opportunity of charity. 
He remembered every tie of kindred ; he sent help to the poor ; he stretched 
oat his hand to society and to the world. The surplus of income beyond the 
necessary expenses of his household, during the later years of life, was gener- 
ally consecrated to offices of benevolence. He was not undiscriminatii^ in his 
gifts. Applications for aid which did not commend themselves to his judgment 
be unhesitatingly refused. But be suffered no temporary diminution of income, 
or pecuniary loss, to lessen bis contributions to habitual dependants upon bis 
boDuty, or stint bis offerii^ to these more sacred objects of beneficence. He 
cultivated the acquaintance of young men who were earnestly stru^ling to 
gain a liberal education ; not only in order to aid them by pecuniary assistance, 
but by his sympathy and encouragement, which from one so honored was an 
additional inspiration. 

It was his freqaent custom to note down upon the checks which he drew 
for any special purpose, the object to which that sum of money was to be de- 
voted i and thus his bank ficcount, though it might fiimisb no record of some 
munificent gifts, and of numberless smaller ones which have no record upon 
earth, would present an unusual and a beautiM history of charity. Truly such 
men "make to themselves friends of the mammon of unri^teousness, that, 
when they fail, receive them into everlastii^ habitations." 
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It is scarcely necessary to say, that a man so distinguished as Judge 
White for intellectnal pover, and literary acqaisitions, so steadfast in integrity) 
80 large-minded and catholic in spirit, so prompt to recc^izc every elaim of 
citizenship or charity, so steadfastly devoted to the best interests of society, 
must hare become a beneficent power in the community, whose influence it is 
equally impossible to describe, and difficult to overestimate. His cooperation, 
or his benediction, was the first thing to be sought in every important move- 
ment for the public good. In later years, at least, "his name led all the rest." 
His presence was a silent rebuke to iiynstice, to narrowness and selfishnesB in 
their every form. He was a living embodiment of what a true public spirit 
can do to call forth the same generous feeling in other men, not only by his 
mnltiplied acts of benevolence, but by the petpetual influence of his character. 
The City was indeed bereaved when bis manly form was no longer seen mov- 
ing on its accustomed rounds, and his face no longer looked benignantly opon 
the young in their innocent sports, or gave its benediction to friends as he 
passed them by. Sncb men as he are the crown of the community in which 
they dwell, and when they are seen no more, we ask for it no greater blessii^, 
tlian that the living who have witnessed their virtues, should study their exam- 
ple, and tread in their faithful steps. 

LATEST DAYS, AND CHARACTER. 

There is a picture which represents a child and an ^^d man going down 
tt^ther to the river of death. The child presses forward in eager haste, with ' 
no sensation, because be has had no experience of fear. The man moves on 
with steady step, and serene face, bearing a lamp and a cross. There is a 
tme serenity, a ripened beauty, in a genial, thonghtful. Christian age, which 
surpasses the charm of youth. It rested upon the last years of Jndge White 
to a remarkable d^ee. He moved calmly on into the vale of years, amid 
honor and respect, encircled by the love and reverence of clutdren and of 
friends. His own feeling in respect to advancing age is indicated in a letter 
written a number of years before his death, when his children, after a vacation, 
had returned to College. 

"We have few hearty laughs in yonr absence, but these become less and 
less the constituents of true enjoyment as we advance in life, yet never unwel- 
come, nnless unseasonable. — E. may miss yo&r exciting merriment more than I 
do ; yet I often enjoy it, without seeming to partake of it, and all the more for 
its reviving a recollection of early life when I entered into the spirit of social 
merriment as heartily as either of yon can now. Different persons feel very 
(9) 
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differently aa they grov old in reepect to scenes of mirth and gay amnBementa. 
according as their spirits have been more or less exposed to the chilling blasts 
of adversity and affliction. Some continue almost to the end of a long life 
with little experience of these — the circle of their early fiiends and intimate 
connections remaining to them nearly nnbroken ; and they may well continue 
to enjoy the gayeties which have seldom been interrupted by sorrow and suffer- 
ing. Others are so frequently and severely bereaved as to lose all taste and 
relish for the amusements of life, and almost to acquire a habit of sober 
thought and feeling, which, to superficial observers, bears the appearance of 
opposition to all hilarity of soul. There are very few, I believe, however 
smoothly the current of life may ran, whose spirits are not chastened by their 
experience and reflection into some degree of sobriety of manner and feeling 
as they advance in life, beyond what they before manifested. This at least is 
becoming in all, and the surest prc^nostic of a green old age, which is Ha dif- 
ferent fi^m a frolkktome one, and which naturally results m>m re6ection and 
wisdom in the earlier periods of life." 

He had himself secured the reflection, and gained the wisdom, to make 
his own (Ad aga green. The tree wa^ planted by the living springs, and the 
freshness of its leaf did not fade. By a stead&st observance of the laws of 
health he regained the vigor which had been almost sacrificed by excessive 
study in youth, and bis step was elastic and firm almost to the end. A 
young man who was with him on his last visit to Cambridge could scarcely 
keep pace with his rapid walk. His youthfulness of &ce was long retained. 
His hair was slightly silvered. When a member of one of his old Cambridge 
Classes said to him on his reaching his seventieth year, <'yon look about as 
you did when I recited Latin to yon in College" — he writes in his diary — 
"A compliment indeed to my early looks.'' He looked genially upon youthftil 
sports, and thankfully upon Nature's beauty, during the last months of his 
life, making such entries as these in his journal : " Had pleasant walks A. M. and 
P. M. The Common alive with Cricket players." "Took a little walk with 
wife in the street to and fro, to enjoy the delightful moon playing hide and 
seek with the passing clouds." His mind retained its noonday strength, and 
his pen was as active in age as in youth. On account of the intimate associa- 
tions which he had held with many distinguished men, and the accuracy of his 
memory, he was constantly called upon during his later years to contribute his 
remiuiscences respecting them. He was as a treasure-house from which the 
richest gifts could be drawn to illustrate their character, or adorn their memory. 
He freely met such calls as these, sometimes answering them at length, espec* 
ially in respect to Professors Frisbie and Popkin, Dr. Channu^, Judge Parsons, 
and Dr. Pearson of Andover. Many briefer Obituary notices came from his 
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pen. One of these, published in the Salem Gazette of July 21, 1846, vasopOD 
Miss Mehitable Hi^inson, the sixth in descent from Rev. Francis Hi^nson, 
the first minister of the First Church, and the last person of that name in the 
City. In his diary, July 20th, 1846, he writes : 

"Passed forenoon mostly in completing my obituary Notice of HisB H^- 
gioson, vhose trorth and excellence as a teacher I endearored to set forth as 
an example to others, as well as to make them better known aod appreciated, 
hariug erer r^arded her as one of the choicest blessings Salem ever had." 
He then speaks of her great lereice in the moral training of the children under 
her charge, and adds, "I feel her loss, and am grateful for her lessons and ef* 
forts for my own children. Her whole history, as well as ancestry, is interest- 
ing." 

At a later period, he prepared his "Notices of the First Church in Salem 
and its Ministers from 1629 to 1853," appended to a Sermon preached at the 
lostaUatioB of its present minister ; and his " Brief Memoir of the Plammer 
Family." Later still, when he was in his eighty second year, he wrote a letter 
in reference to the will of his friend and brother Joseph Hard, ttod the final 
result of the trial of the case respecting it before Judge Thomas of Lowell, 
which was published in the Boston Daily Advertiser, Hay 20th, 1858, and pro- 
nounced a wonderfully condensed piece of logic. He revived his yonthfol 
friendships with beloved classmates ; for it was a remarkable fact in respect to 
his Class, that the five who stood highest in scholarship lived to a very ad- 
vanced age. They responded to his greeting with equal love ; one of them, 
most honored, perhaps, of all, writii^, "I walk in the flower garden of my 
twenty-one grandchildren, and two great grandchildren, and my wife leans on 
my arm- We study to be content, and ought to be thankful." He remem- 
bered Atkinson Academy, where he fitted for College, and sent a gift of 
books to it on April 1, 1860, as a token of his love. Many days in the year 
became anniversaries, reviving beautiful memories of pleasant events in hts 
own history, or sacred memories of friends, earlier or later dead, which were 
noted in his Journal in such words as these: "Fifty-five years ago this day 
since my Collie classmate and clinm, Jabez Kimball, died. A noble hearted 
man." "Recollections of the best hours of life " came in multiplying throngs, 
bringing their lamps to cheer his later days. Grandchildren already unfolding 
high powers in life's work, or amidst College studies, occasionally came to his 
home to receive his benediction, and to find new inspiration io his coansels. 

But the end drew near. Only a short time after he left College, in a let* 
ter to a classmate who had met a very sad bereavement, he said, "I have often 
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thoi^lit it an mstaace of the great goodness of God that we are, for the most 
part, broi^ht to the grave bj such mild and gentle gradations as to lose in oiu-' 
selves all horror of death, and to render leas poignant the aorrow of surriv- 
ii^ friends. In the glow of health the thonght of dfing can Bcarcely be en- 
dured ; but by a gradually wasting sJckness the mind becomes fomiliarized to 
it ; the love of life ta kindly weakened, and death is only the last link of s 
long series of changes. 'Resignation gently slopes the way.' " His words 
were prophetic of his own experience. The way had been gradually prepared 
for himself by the departare of classmates, cotemporaries and friends.- Bat 
the death of his daughter, Hrs. Foote, Dec. 24th, 1857, bad a deeper influence 
than all. His other daughter, always an equally bri^t luid welcome presence, 
resided in another town, and could not be constantly near him. Mrs. Foote 
was his daily sunshine. They interchanged visits almost every day. Equally 
remarkable for conversational powers, they were inspirations to each others' 
mind in the affectionate intercoorse of &ther and child. But he loowed with- 
out a murmur to the will of God. On the day of her death he writes in his 
Journal, "So the day has passed; may the deep emotions and the tears, and 
profound reflections, and religious impressions, all be blessed to our own high- 
est good." She waa with him still in memory and love. He felt the truth of 
the following words from a classmate when speaking of his own departed 
daughter : " Here is a tie of the purest kind, nnbroken, and to be unbroken for- 
ever, to which the heart can turn for solace, from every jar within and without. 
It is really treasure laid up in Heaven; a treaenre of good thoughts and afiec- 
tions, free from all the dross of our nature, and never recurred to without grati- 
tnde to God. From the constant presence of my daughter in my heart, I feel 
as if she must bo ever with me, whether in life or death, and a part of me al- 
ways." Still life had no longer the same charm for him. Months afterward he 
said to a friend, "Much of the sunniness of Salem has been taken away by Ma- 
ry's death;" and he felt, in the language of the classmate to whom reference 
lias jnat been made, that the event had "more than half averted his eyes from 
the pre-accustomed sources of happiness." 

Daring a sickness a year or two later, from which he slowly rallied, he ex- 
pressed a wish that his time might then come, rather than that life should be 
lengthened with the probable diminution of strength. When a friend awd, 
"There are many things which you wille^joyif you get well," he quickly an- 
swered, "0 yes, I should like to see old friends again on Commencement Day," 
which was then close at hand. And he did see them again. He clung to them till 
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the palae beat do longer. Bat the heavens had been more distinctly revealed 
by Ida dai^hter's death, and it was the imconBcions influence of this event, per- 
haps, rather than the dread of inoreaeii^ veakiiesa, that made him more ready 
to unloose the clasp of earthly hands. 

When the last ireeks and days came, "BesigaatioD gently sloped the way." 
He made evety disposition of his worldly affairs with perfect calmness and 
clearness of mind. He recalled all his dear ones and iriends, and set apart 
tokens of love for each and all. He was fully alive to the best interests of the 
world, and the welfare of country. He cordially welcomed friends to his cham- 
ber. His messages of love were more tender than ever. He listened to fa- 
vorite passages of Scripture, read by son or daughter, with deep emotion. 
As the fotal disease went on he would write in his diary, "Feel no better; yet 
thankjnl for the many mercies I enjoy." Many men have been equally serene. 
More serene no man could be. He rested upon no theory or hope of his own, 
not relying even upon the thought that he should meet his beloved ones again. 
He lay like a little child in his other's hand, repeating oft, or listening to the 
words of his &Torite hymn : 

o tbongbt 



That hymn embodied his own religious life. Li youth, as he walked 
around his &ther*s &rm, amid the beauty of Nature which then sank into his 
heart, he learned to feel the truth of the words ; 



Amidst the chastenings of many a deep experience be learned equally to feel 
the truth of those other lines : 



until those words "Thine equal mercy," were always hymning themselves in 
his heart, or ready to drop from his lips. 

Except a request for water, these were his last words. He had been able 
to sit in his chair till the last day. On that morning, yielding to his physician's 
advice, he remained in bed, with wife and children and grandchildren about 
him, to accompany him to the river's aide. He heard the tidings of the death 
of Judge Shaw, less than an hour before his own departure, and said, "It is a 
good time." He had learned long ago to bear the cross. The lamp was in 
bis hand as he stepped into the river's brink. And so he fell asleep, with a 
smile upon his coontenance, "and sood," in the words of filial piety watching 
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his ascensioD, "his face shone as if it had been the face of an angel." He died 
March 30th, 1861, aged 84 jears, 9 months, and 23 dajB. His funeral was at 
the First Chnrch, April ^nd, and his body vas laid in the Cemetery of Har- 
mony Grove. 

In attempting to delineate the featares of his character, it is difficnlt folly 
to picture the impressions which they made. There were strong elements in 
his nature which it may have required a struggle to discipline in earlier days. 
He was capable of intense moral indignation at injustice, or narrowaess, or 
meanaess, in their every form. He had the power of dcnounciDg them in words 
that pierced like swords. Perhaps if he had remained in pnblic life, be would 
have been too honest and outspoken to retain uninterrupted &vor, thongfa he 
might have always commanded the most absolute respect and confidence. Bat 
if there were similes in earlier life, his last days only exhibited the victory. 
There seemed to be a rare mental and moral balance in his character. No 
man left the impression of a more absolute int^rity. No injustice had a place 
in his heart. Sinister purposes and aims would have shrunk before his upright- 
ness. Indeed, he was one of those whose "sphere" caJled out the best 
thoughts &om other minds, and the noblest traits in their character, and un- 
consciously constrained other souls to pat on their best robes in his presence. 
He was a man of childlike simplicity. With characteristic modesty he never 
displayed his weiUth of literary acquisitions until called upon to impart of his 
ample store ; and then he opened all bia treasures as freely as he opened his 
hand to bestow his gifts of cliarity. The record of his life is a record of good 
deeds. Perhaps he may have seemed reserved to those who knew him but 
slightly. He never seemed so to the children whom he would stop to greet in 
his walks, and to cheer with kindly words, or to the children who were visitors 
at his home. He never seemed so to friends. The sunshine of his look fell 
upon them with no eclipse. No other word than benignity can express the as- 
pect which his countenance wore for them. The tree "bore twelve manner of 
fruits," because its roots were fed from the river of life. A devout attendant 
at church, when both his theol(^cal attainments and hts christian experience 
made it far more fitting for him to preach than to listen j an habitual student 
of the Scriptures from his youth ; thoughtful, reverent always ; sitting daily at 
bis Master's feet, asking the guidance of his Father's hand, he lived in trust and 
&ith, till faith was changed to s^ht. 

Few men have had more honorable tributes of respect and love than were 
spontaneonsly offered to his memory. One friend writes, "His presence al- 
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wa78 seemed to me like a benediction, and it is no exoneration to say, that an 
atmosphere of f^oodnees ever snironnded him, vhich I always felt whenever I 
was fortunate enough to be near him." Another says, "I remember well the 
veneration with which I looked upon bim more than twenty years ^o, and 
from that day to the last time I met him, I have looked upon him as an exam- 
ple to his race." These were men many years younger than himself. Those 
who more nearly approached his own age offered similar tributes. One speaks 
of his "gratitude for the indulgence exhibited by his tutor more than sixty 
years before, and his admiration for the faithfulness of the Ju^;e." Aootber 
quotes the opinion which be had heard expressed by a friend before his own 
personal acquaintance, "That Judge White was one of the most perfect speci- 
mens of hnmanity he had known," and then adds, "When I came to know 
him myself, I could easily understand the grounds of such an opinion. When 
I was with him I always felt myself under an attractive influence which I had 
neither the disposition, nor the ability to resist. His excellent sense and var 
ried information, and fine colloquial powers, and genial, generous spirit, always 
acted as a charm upon me." And a most beloved classmate writes, "I have 
now lost my warm-hearted and affectionate correspondent, whose parity and 
intelligence were a constant refreshment to tliink of, and idiose tastes and 
opinions were more in sympathy with my own than those of any other mui of 
my time. In many respects I have seen no person like him, no person so dq- 
varying for so long a life, the delicacy and susceptibility of his affections con- 
tinning the same from my first acquuntance with him. The remembrance of 
him mnst be a store of sacred thoughts, as well as of honorable and wise prin- 
ciples to his descendants. It will be to me while I live. Let those who were 
nearest to him know how deeply I respected and loved him, and how truly 
through our long lives, the intercourse between us, which b^an in these senti- 
ments, was without jar, or shadow to the end." 

There were very many kindred voices, but all spoke in the same tone, 
and between their testimonies, there was no "jar." 

A more &ithful or kinder parishioner no minister ever had. A tnier or 
more honored friend we have never known. It is a blessing to recall his mem- 
ory, though it renews the grief for his loss, and compels those who loved him, 
in his own chosen words respecting President Willard, « to weep most of all 
that they shall see his iace no more."

In that part of the extiaote from Mr. Ran. 
tool's Diary pnbUsbed <m page 31 of the 
last number of these GolIeotioDS, in noticing 
the attention paid to President Monroe, be 
says, "I do not recollect that the President 
received any particnlar atl«nlion in Salem." 
In this, his recollection is at foalt. When 
it waa understood that the President would 
visit Salem on fais way east, a meeting of 
the citizens was called, and a Committee com- 
posed of the UotL Benjn. Fiokmm, Jr., Hon. 



Joseph Story, Hon. John Pickering, Hon. 
Nath'l Bowditoh, Joseph White, Esq., David 
Cummins, Esq., Willard Peete, Esq., and Jo- 
aeph Winn, Esq. were ohoaen and empowered 
to make all the necessary arrangements for 
his reception. Five of the gentlemen wers 
of the Old Federal Party. The Committee 
entered on the sultjcct earnestly and appoint- 
ed six Marshals, three from each party, viz: 
Major James Charles King, Geu'l David 
Putnam, Major Edward 3. Lang, Major Sam- 
uel W. Phelps, Captain John Stone and 
John W. Troadwell. The President arrived 
at Marblehead and received the moat grati- 
fying attentions from the people there, and 
came to Salem by the Marblehead road, in 
the afternoon of Tuesday July (8th) 6tb, 
1817. He was met at the linos by the Se- 
lectmen of Salem, the Committee of Arrange- 
ments and a large number of our oitiiens. 
He was received under a National Salute of 
19 guns from Col. Russell's Artillery. He 
was then token under escort of Major Pea- 
body's Battalion of Cavalry and proceeded in 
his carriage through Market, (now Central) 
Essex, Court, (now Washington,) Marlbor- 
ough, (now part of Federal.) Federal and 
Boston Streets to the western port of Essex 
Street. A procession of oititens awaited 
bim, near Munroe Street, which has sinoe 
that time been called by his name. The 
children of the Town were arranged on each 
side of Essex Street. A Battalion composed 
of the Cadets, Salem Light In&ntry, and 
Mechanic Light In&ntry, commanded by 
Capt. White, headed the proceseion. When 
it passed through the uncovered children, 
they greeted the President and his suite, 
with cheers and waving of handkerchiefs, 
and showered garlands upon him. When 
the procession arrived at the Essex Ccffce 
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House, (bow the Essex Hoose) it bsll«d aod 
the Preaident vas addressed by the Hon. Ui 
I^kiDBD, ChainnaD of the Committee. Af- 
ter TosiiDg here awhile, be was escorted to 
the Town Hall, (then first opened for [mblic 
UBo.) by the BattallioD of Light Infantry, 
where the Civil Authorities and citiieus were 
iotrodoeed to him. From tfaenoe he proeectl- 
ed in his carriage to the ooramoD, and re- 
viewed the troops, vii: The Battalion of 
Cavalry, (be Regiment of Artillery, the Ca- 
dets and the Salem Begiment. After the re- 
view, with whiuh he expressed himself highly 
pleased, he went to his quarters at the lis- 
sei House and dined with the Committee of 
Arrangements. In the evening be was preb- 
ent at a Concert in the Town Hall, where 
about 1000 Ladies and Gentlemen were as- 
sembled. The Hall was splendidly decora- 
ted withflagB,drapery,aiid various devioesand 
mottos in his honor, and was roost brilliantly 
illuminated. The weather was most propi 
tious and nothing marred (he proceedings of 
(he day. 

On Wednesday, he visited the Fort and the 
Female Asylum, and partook of a collation at 
the Hon. Mr. Silsbee's; then visited the Mu- 
Eouro aod ihe Atbeneam and dined with a large 
party at the Hon. B.W.Crowninahield's, and 
in the evening attended a brilliant Assembly 
et Judge Story's. On Thursday morning 
he breakbsted at Mr. Thomdike's at Bever- 
ly ,Bnd in the evening attended a large and bril- 
liant party at Stephen White, Esqr's. The 
next morning, he proceeded on his tonr to 
the Eastward.

MR. BANTO^L'S CONNEXION WITH 

TOWN AND PAKOCHIAL AFFAIRS. 

—HIS VIEWS OF RELIGION 
Coni'luiliil Trom the Febmarj Nomber 

As B(ioD as 1 became entitled to vote, I be- 
gan to attend tlic town meetings, and to En- 
interest myt'clf in town and state affiitrs, 
talcing un active and at some periods of my 
life an ioBucotial part. For about f<nt7 
years, there was no subject of much interest 
before the town, upon which 1 did not take a 
decided course. The improvement of the ex- 
isting roads, and the location of new ones, 
was a special subject of my attention. These 
changes have been very great sinoe the com- 
mencement of (he present century, and in al- 
most all of them 1 engaged heartily. 

Amongst theae changes were the widening 
and Ntritightcning of the rood from Orover's 
Hollow in Beverly to Esty's Tavern and the 
Meeting House in Middleton,— opposed by 
North Beverly on the ground that it would 
divert much of the country travel from that 
part of thu town, — and the locating of Uie 
Riali Side Road, to which I gave much atten- 
tion from 1^03 to 181 1, when it was finally 
located, four rods wide. During this period 
1 visited almost every town in the County, 
my actual expenses being pud, but nothing 
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more. I was employed by the town and ao- 
tivelj engaged in prooaring Ihe improfement 
of the Boad from the Nortb Meeting Hooae 
in Beverly to the Meeting Honse in Topefleld. 
The way between tht^se points ww uanow, 
OTDoked and cirouitoas. I was one of the 
reprosentatiTes of the Town at the widening 
and straightening of the Boad leading from 
tbe corner of Dodge and Cabot Streets to Es- 
sex in 1606, and also on the widening and 
stnugbtening of the Road ^m First Parish 
Meeting House to Hancbcstcr line, at a later 
time. I wa<« one of the Town's Committee 
for opposing the alterations irf the Road lead- 
ing from the First Parish -Meeting House to 
Essex, which was Htrenuously urged by Rs- 
sex and opposed by Beverly, because it wns 
proposed to go over two high hilU in Beverly 
and Wenham, the eteepnens of which would 
make the road impracticable for heavy teams, 
notwithstanding the saving in distance The 
Boad was however located over Rubly Hill 
and the anticipated result has followed. I 
was youDg, ardent and sanguine uud. in pros- 
canting these measorcs. offended many whose 
(belings were as strongly enlisted against, 
as nunc were for them. 

October 2n, 1826, I was one of the Com- 
missioners of Highways, and asHi^ted. in 
that capacity, in locating a new piece of road 
from Cabot Street, near the late Jowph Steph- 
ens' house to Cabot Street, near ttie three 
story Tavern House, which occasioned muoh 
bitterfeding with some persons. Woodbury 
Fsge, who drove the Boston Stage, continued 
to go by the old way. around Nourse'a oorner, 
for many years. Jonathan Smith, who kept 
the Post Office and others, were muoh in- 
censed. Abraham Edwards took the lead, 
as a petitioner to the Commissioners, in get- 
ting &e improvement, and deserves high 



commendation for energy, firmness and per- 
severcooe under great discouragements. 

I was actively engaged in procuring the 
location of Lothrop Street * * For several 
months previous to October 1851, I gave 
much effort and labor to aid the selectmen, 
who, by vote of the Town, petitioned the 
County Comriiissioners to lay out a new 
Street parallel to Cabot Street, from Manas- 
seh Trash's house on that Street and near 
the entrance of Colon Street, south wester- 
ly to the India Rubber Factory near Eira 
Batchelder's house. This street is about a 
mile in length, and is laid ont four rods wide 
and nearly straight. I think it will con- 
tribute much to the growth of the town in 
population and business, and will give to the 
village a d^ree of symmetry, since it will 
then have three wide parallel streets of about 
a mile in length, running through its whole 
extent These will be crossed by numerous 
streets. I am apprehensive that the latter 
will generally be to narrow, as ntost of the 
openings on Cabot Street are now but nar- 
row oourts, which cannot be conveniently 
widened, but will be extended to the New 
Streets. The location of this as a County 
Boad was recorded by the Commissioners iu 
December 1851. I have staked out a street 
from Cabot Street over my land on Stephens's, 
now Milton Hill, to the New Road, and 
named it Milton Street November 27, 
1862, the new County Boad being graded 
and finished for use, it was announced Id 
the Beverlg Citizen that the Selectmen 
had decided upon 'Bantoul Street' on ac- 
count of its " histivical associations," and 
of my "long continued connexion with the 
public affiurs of the town " as an appropriate 
name tot this avenue between "the ancient 
Fenyways and the old Haymarket" 
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On the 13th of H&rah, 1854, the bUDoal 
town meeting naa held, bat, having previono- 
ly declined being h candidate for any town 
i^oe, I did not attend. This, I believe, is 
on]y the eeoond time that I have been absent 
from the annual town meeting Binoe I was 
twenty one years of age. I have attended 
nearly every town meeting during that time. 
This finishes my oonnezion with town af- 
ftirs, whioh began in 1799, a period of abont 
fifty five years. 

[He Bnbeeqnently attended two town meet- 
ings in Bfanh and October 1857, to advo- 
cate the eetabltsbment of a High School. 
Hia connexion with the Schools and School 
Committee, commencing in 1816, termina- 
ted on]y when he declined all town offioes, 
in 1 854. Some acoouut follows of his ser- 
vice on this board. B. 8, B.] 

In the Spring of the year 181G, 1 attend- 
ed the School Committee in visiting most of 
the pnblio schools of the Town. I was not 
then a member of the Oommittee, bnt 
dertook this voluntary Bervioe with a view 
of aoqniring a knowledge of the state of 
the Schools and of euoouraging, by my ex. 
ample, a disposition to visit them on the part 
of others. Previonsly to 1816, 1 had ti^en 
an interest in the schools and had oooaeion- 
ally visited them with Abiel Abbot, Chair- 
man of the Committee, bnt 1 did not give 
any systematic attention to them, nntil that 
year. I was chosen a member of the Com- 
mittee in 1818. Since that time I have 
made it a special dnty to visit the schools. 
T have been re-elected, with the exception of 
one or two years, to this time. Bev. Abiel 
Abbot served as abturman from 1 
1828, a period of twenty-four years, during 
which the schools rose from a state of great 
depiesBioD to a very foir standing. Bev. C. 
(11) 



T. Thayer has served in the same office, with 
assidnity from 1S34 to this time, having 
been a member of the Committee from 1830 
to 1856, when he declined a re-election. In 
the intermediate years, from the decease of 
Abiel Abbot to 1834, David OUphant per- 
formed, with fidelity, the dnties appertaining 
te the office of Aairman, until his removal 
from the town. I served as (me of the pru- 
dential Oommittee of the Grammar School 
District in 182n, 26 and 27, and had much 
labor and oare in oommenoing the District 
School in 1836 and its continuance after- 
ward. Bnfus Putnam kept the School at 
its oommeucement and has since become a 
very distingnished instructor in Salem. ° ° ■> 
have, within the year previous toUiistime. 
[March 1849] visited all the district eobot^ 
in the town, three times and several of them 
more, indoding die Spring examinations, all 
of whioh [ have attended. 1 have made a 
greater effort the past year, under the im- 
pression that I have arrived at that age 
when I should feel that my time is short, 
and should do what ever belongs to me to 
do, quickly. I think that the common schools 
of this town have risen very oonsidenbly 
during my recollection of them and that the 
last examinations jnsli^ the opiniou that 
they are in a progressive state of improve- 
ment The improTement in School Uouscs 
has been very maiufbst. £very School House 
has been either rebuilt or remodded. In the 
South District there have been two new 
Houses. Briscoe U^ has been remodeled 
and is now well fitted for three schools of 
different grades. July 1849, I have sgun 
visited all the public schools in town, of 
which there are fourteen now in operation. 
In addition to these are the Beverly Acade- 
my with forty pupils and several sohools for 



small ohildren. » » ° Deoember 20, 1649. 
Teaterda; I completed m; visitation of th« 
Pablio Sokools now keeping, Baring a anuJl 
Bohool of twenty jonng ohildren, kept in a 
private room in Bass River Distriot I have 
w&lked the whole distance to and from each 
School House. In returning from the Biall 
Side School, 1 passed over the topof Browne's 
Hill, whioh is the highest land in town. 
From this pcnnt there is an extensive view 
of the anrronnding oonntry as well as of the 
sea. This is probably the last lime tliat I 
rtiall enjoy this view. In returning from 
the Dodge's Bow School, I passed over the 
top of Brimble Kill, which ia the second in 
bdght in town From this tliere is a fine 
view of Wenham Vond. or Lake, as it has 
been called, since ioe has been largely cut and 
oarried away from its surface for use in va- 
rious parts of this continent and of the world. 
This ioe has been for sale in London and has 
been presented to Queen Violoria.* The sur-

face of the pond measures about 320 (tens. 
From Brimble Hill there is an extensive 
view of the Hills in Ipswich and Bowley. 
When there was a high steeple on Uie Ips- 
wich Meeting House, near the Court House, 
it could be seen from this Hill, but now 1 
could not distinguish any object that would 
determine the exact location of the compact 
part of Ipswich. It is mauy years since I 
vinted this Hill 

I mode short addresses to all the scbools 
kept by male teachers. These are mostly 
from Dartmouth and Watcrville CoU^es.

"8irFratKiiHead,iDbii "Em'erant," I846,haB 
attribated the dnrabililj of the Wenhnm Lake ii 
or its power of resisting liqnefaction, to the intcn 
c«ld of a North American winter. It ie perfectly 
tme that this ice does not loolt so fait as English 
ice ; bat the cauao of this phenomenon is, I belieTo, 
rery difierent from that asiigoed for it by the late 
governor of Upper Canada. " People in England," 
he says, "are prone to think that ice is ice; bnt 
(he tnilh i*, that the temperatnre of si" Fahren- 
heit, that at which water freeies,'is only (he com- 
mencement of an operation that is almost infinite; 
for after its congelation, water is as competent to 
continoe to reo^ve cold, u it was when it wa^ 
Hnid. The application of cold to a blork of ice 
doee not, a< in the case of boat, applied beneath 
boiling water, catise what is added at one end lo 
fly oQt at the other : bat, on the contrary, the 
tr* cold is added to and retained by the mass, i 
thiu the temperatnre of the ioe Mia with the ti 
peratnre of tbe air, nntil in Lower Canada it oc 
•ionally sinks to 40° below lero, or 73° bek>w the 
temperatnre of ice jnst congealed. It ii evident, 
therefore, thai if two ice-bonios were to be filled, 
the one with Canada ice, and the other with En- 
glish ice, the diference between the quantity of 
cold stored up in each wonid be as appredabte as 
the difliiTeDce between a cellar fall of gold and 
cellar foil of copper; that is to say, a cable foot ( 
Lower Canada ice is infinitely more vatnable, oi 
in other words, it contuos infinitely mom colt 
Ihan « cnlHc AmM of Upper Canada ice, which

again contain* mote cold than a cnUc foot of 
Wenham ice, which contains infloitely more cold 
a cnbtc foot of BnglUh ice; and thus, al- 
thoDgh each of these four cable ten of ice has pre- 
■isely tbe same shape, they each, as summer ap- 
proaches, diminish in valne; that is to Ay, (bey 
each gradually lose a portion of their cold, until, 
lone before (be Lower Canada ice has melted, the 
English ice has been converted into Inkewam wa- 
ter. 

"There can be no doabi that where an intense: 
frost gives rise to a gnwt thickness of ice, permit- 
ting large cubic masses to be obtained afW the 
superficial and porous ice has been planed off, a 
great advantage is afforded to the Amtrican ice mer- 
chant, and the low temperatnre acquired by tbe 
mass mu't prevent it from melting so readily when 
the hot season comes on, since it has Brst to be 
warmed np to 33° Fahrenheit, before it can begin 
lo melt. Nerenheless, each fragment of ice, when 
lemoved from the store-house, veiy soon acquires 
the tempeiatara of 33° Fahrenheit, and yet when 
a lump of Wenham ice has been tavughi to Eng- 
land, it does not melt by any means so readily as a 
Biinilar lump of common English ice. Mr. Fara- 
day teila me that Wenham Lake Ice is exceedingly 
pure, being both fiee from idr-bnbbles and from 
Ralls. Thepreaence of the first makes it extreme- 
ly difQculi to succeed in making a lens of English 
ice which will concentrate the solar rays and readi- 
ly fire gunpowder, whereas nothing is easier tlian 
to perform this singular feat of igniting a combus- 
tible body by (be aid of a fhtien mass, if Wen- 
ham ice be employed. 

"The absence of sb1(s conduces greatly to tbe 
permanence of tbe ice, for where water is so Aoien 
that the salts expelled an still coniaitted in air-cav- 
ities and cracks, or form thin films between the lay- 
ers of the ice, (bese en(angled salts onse the ice (o 
melt at a lower lemperainn than 33°, and the li- 
quefied portions give rise to streams and cnrrents 
widiin tbe body of the ice, which rapidly carry 
heat to the interior. Tbe mass then goes on thaw- 
ing wi(hin as well as withont, and at temperatnres 
below 33°; whereas pure and compact Wenham 
ice can only thaw at 33°, and only on the onteide 
of the mass 
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tiian waa the society io which their puenta 
began life. Deo. 27th, I visited the Bmb 
lUver School, which completes mj annual 
visitatioD. I walked to and front thii school ; 
about five miles in the wh<^ " ° ■ William 
Burley ^to, hy will, to the towns of Ips- 
wich and Beverly $60 per year eaoh for tea 
years, to be applied for the instruction of 
poor children in reading and the principles 
of Uie Christian Religion. Hedied Deo. 22, 
1622, aged 72 years. In 1 824, a oommittee 
was appointed, of which I was ohairroan, to 
apply (his l^aoy. The plan adopted was to 
find out fifty poor children and induce their 
parestB to send them to such a school for lit- 
tle obildren in the neighborhood as they 
might choose, the oommitt«e paying one dol- 
lar for one quarter's schooling of each child. 
School rotstreaaes whose terms were high- 
er, invariably took anoh poor ohildreu as 
eame to them, at the fixed price, to favor 
tbia charity. The manner in which tkia 
money was employed led to no inviilions dia- 
tinofons, as would have been the case if 
separate Bohoola had been established with iL 
The town of Ipawich received at once the 
whole 8600 and, with some other monies, es- 
tabliabed a permanent fund, the income of 
which is to be applied to this same object in 
perpeloity. » " o jq February, IH33. a pri- 
vate sohocl was projeoted and a number of 
persons associated themselves together, bought 
a lot upon Washington Street and built a 
School Eouse thereon. The land and build- 
ing coat nearly one thousand dollars. The 
assooiatee appointed a committee to manage 
the aohoct, and of this I was chairman. The 
school, previously organised, was, Janua- 
ry 30, 1836, iooorporated into an academy, 
when I waa eleai«d one of the Trustees and 
by them Obainnan of the board, and for 



eleven years the school went on under my 
general supervision The instructors in this 
institution were Abiel Abbot, of Wilton N. 
H., Charles A.. Feabody of Tamwortb N. H., 
Edward Bradstreet of Newburyport, Thomas 
Barnard West of Salem. Edward Appleton 
of Boston. John Frederick Nourse, Jamea 
Woodbury Boyden. and lasachar Lefavour of 
Beverly, nie last. In IdlS. boiight of the 
proprietors the land and building. 'litis 
school was intended to furnish instruction of 
a higher grade thaa could be obtained in 
publio schooU. Sinue its establishment, 
anoh has been the progress of the public 
schools, that their highest grades are almost 
equal to the academy. " ° ■ la 1837 a school 
waa oommenoed in the Cpper Pariah, on the 
Cherry Hill Farm, and incorporated oa tbo 
New England Chriatian Academy. It was 
conducted on the manual labor system, so 
called, and during its cuutinuanoe averaged 
about sixty pupils, tci preceptor, for moat 
of the time, was Joseph Henry Siewers. It 
remained in operation le^a than two yean? 
and was stopped from pecuniary troublea. 
This achool waa gotten up by members of 
what iscalled the " Christian denomination." 
The effort waa laudable, though premature 
and iqudioious. inasmuch aa it attempted 
a great object with means and patronage al- 
together insufficient, o o » In the Winter of 
1862-3 1 visited all the Schools. 

May 29th. 1850. This is the last Wednes- 
day in May and baa always been known as 
Election day, being oclebrated as the anni- 
versaiy of the general Election of State offi- 
cers from 1631 to 1831. Since the last 
named date, by an alteration of the Consti- 
tution, its civil dutiea have been transferred 
to the first Wednesday in Jannuy, but its 
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pecnli&r uicient recreations an oot to be 
governed b; changes in the law. When I 
was quite a ohild, of only three or fonr years, 
I was sent to my grandmother's, to get from 
her garden the first blooming talipa aod such 
other flowers as conld be found. Witji these 
1 was led about the streets to be oaressed by 
passing friends. As I grew older. I was al- 
lowed to visit those places of amusement 
where the young assembled to enjoy their 
playfulness. These were, for the children 
from the East end of the town of Salem, 
the neck, at what was then called tho Old 
Fort, now Fort Pickering, and what was then 
called the new Fort, and also sometimes at 
an old Fortification called Juniper I'orL At 
these places there were cake, candy and other 
articles of refreshment for sale, of which the 
children were large purchasers andconstuners. 
Amongst the larger boys, there were various 
games sacb as pitching coppers, throwing 
props, jumping, wrestling &c. As my boy- 
hood advanced. I visited places at a greater 
distance from home, and more partionlarly 
oonneoted with other parts of the town. 
These were, on the Danvers Etoad, Frye's 
tavern and the Bell tavern, — in South Salem, 
at Osgood's and Castle Hill, and still further 
off, Putnam's tavern at Dauvers Plaii 
these places the amusements were more 
rongb and sometimes indecorous. There was 
the negro fiddler; there was dancing by 
white boys and girls and by colored boys and 
girls. I never knew the whites and blacks 
to inlArmix in dancing, though the fiddler 
was a nc^ro, in almost all oases. Oambling, 
with props, dioe, cards and other implements, 
was much practiced. Drinking of egg-pop, 
beer, punch, flip, toddy and other liquors, 
and the eating of articles of food more or 
less substantial, was common. Horse-raoing 



was praottoed at Danvers Plains, which was 
more of a resort for adult persons. Uost of 
the amusements of boys and girls wen in 
the open ur. The dancing was generally in 
doors, but not in private, as the doors and 
windows were all open. In these scenes 
"rami^JoTiiig miM 
If haolsd aboa^ in galUal^ robut." 

The manners of the times of my boyhood 
are now to be known only from history- 
Coarse and vulgar dissipation is carried on 
now, if at all. more privately than at that 
time. I wish 1 oould believe that it is only 
the beautiful flowers, the simple cake, the 
harmless drinks and the pleasant social in- 
tercourse of the young which have come 
down to our day, and that everything con- 
ne.-ted with Kleetion Day which was ohjee- 
tionable has ftillen into disuse. This was the 
period for chan^ng from Winter to Summer 
clothing, M that among other souroes of en- 
joyment, wat the appearance of a new suit 
of olothes. The longest remembered pleas- 
ures of the day with me are the new clothes, 
the bunch of flowers, the cake and the prom- 
enade, 1 never had a very strong desire for 
amusements. The Election reoveatioos, in 
my boyhood, were osnally oondnned for two 
days in succession, and in some plaeea. for 
fonr successive days, the people would oon- 
gregate and only finish them witli the end of 
the week. At all the schools there was a 
vacatjon of one or two days, and at some of 
four days. Gaming and drinking to excess 
of various intoxicating drinks were the vices 
which most contaminated tbe young on tttese 
oooaaions, and I think I see an improvement 
in these respects since I have observed the 
state of sooiety. On this very day, abont 
one hundred boys and ^rls are assembled 
within a few rods of mj dwelling; wWe 
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tbey ftrc amnaiog themselves with singing, 
dancing and other entertainments. For mu- 
eio they have two violins plajed hj yoang 
men of equal rank with themselves. They 
have been visited by their parents and others. 
I have visited them myself, which will prob- 
ably be my last observance of the conviviali- 
ties of Election Day 

From the time of my comincnoing business 
in Beverly in 1796, until the introducUon of 
bose and other maohinery, and of Fire De- 
parlmenta, for the extinguishment of fires, it 
was my invariable practice, nnless prevented 
by siokneHS, on an alarm of fire either in ibis 
town or in Salem, by night or by day, be the 
weather what it might, with as much speed as 
vras practicable, lo tuko my fire buckets and 
proceed to the scene of devastation. It was 
then the prevalent opinion that it was a duty 
incumbent upon all able-bodied men so to do. 
This opinion had a favorable moral influence 
upon the masa of the community, promoting 
• generous denre to aid one another by pei 
sonal efforts and sacrlGces. The shifting of 
this obligation to repair to and aid in eitin- 
gnisbing fires, to a few persons appointed fur 
the purpofio, begun Juno 18th, 1825, when 
an act was passed authorizing the City of 
Boston to establish a Ore department. Wheth- 
er the gain or the los» from this change pre- 
dominates, I do not feel ready to say. The di- 
vision of labor; the increase of refinement; 
the introduction of machinery ; the general 
practice of insurance against fire, and other 
social changes consequent upon the increase 
of wealth, have led to a change in the state 
. of opinion on this subject and to some diminu- 
tion of vigilance, some frauds in insurance 
transactions, some reserve and forbearance of 
personal aid, and some lessening of sympathy 



for our fellows. I know how ready the aged 
are to say that the former times were better 
than these. They are more sensitive to the 
evils of change, while the young, thinking 
little of these, enjoy the inspiration of the 
hope that all change is improvement. 

A very strict regard for order is useful, 
but yet, in the exercise of a sound, discrim- 
inating judgment, an occasional departure 
from strict rules is right, proper and oom- 
meodablc. Let such departures, however, 
be infrequent and fully justified by the oocft- 
Bion, — not from frivolous considerations. 
There is no judgment to be enterttuned with 
greater caution, than when exercised in re- 
gard to the dispensing with well eetabliahed 
rules of conduct Generally the temptation 
is all on one side, and reasons for yielding to 
it will present themselves much more readi- 
ly than tho.e of an opposite tendency. 
Against this the power of settled habit ie a 
great security. But system sometimes costs 
more than it is worth. It is important to 
observe rules, yet it is hardly leas import- 
ant to be able to break them, upon a right 
occasion. 



One who regulates his life by fixed princi- 
ples of honor and religion will, whatever 
may be his outer rarcumstances, have the nn- 
speaksble comfort and advantage of his own 
self approbation. Neheroiah, the governor of 
Jerusalem, said, when the men of property 
bad done wrong by exceasive usury in their 
transactions with their poorer brethren, "Then 
I consulted with myself," instead of oonsnll- 
ing the nobles and rulers, " And I set a 
great assembly against them." Tbis doc- 
trine of self-consultation is not so generally 
regarded as it ought to )>e. To nlieve oari 
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aeWes of responabiUty, we frequently go to 
othera, when it ia very olear tbot we ought to 
relj upoD onrselfeB. The spirit of indepeu- 
deooe aod the habit of acting on my onn iro- 
preedoos was fully developed in me by my 
early education, experience and obserration 
of life, and I think the eame characteristics 
have continued to mark my oourao thus far. 
By this, no doubt, I hav6 fallen into many 
errors which might have been avtuded by 
seeking the connsel of others better informed 
and wiser than myself, but at the same lime 
I think it is much better thus to suffer, than 
to put in jeopardy one's indepeodenoe, eelf- 
reliance, firmness and energy of action. 
These shonld ali be strictly guarded, and may 
be without refusing the ooonsel of others 
But my oontinual jealouay of the interference 
of others has led me to the extreme of cantio 
After all, self-reliance is the main spring 
Buooessful action — without it one will be tame, 
wavering and inefficient. He may not be vio- 
ious, but he is only negatively virtuous. He 
may avoid doing wrong but he will be weak 
and slow in dcnng right. Better stand alone, 
even if it reqmres great efibrt, than lean up- 
on another. In the one ease action will be 
relief, but in the other a burthen. When one 
feels thU he alone must think, resolve and 
act, be then may rely npon that inspiration 
from above which, under other drcumstances, 
he has no right to expect. " Yet I am not 
alone because the Father is with me," was ibe 
saying of him who was called to en 
greatest sufferings, ia testimony of his fidelity 
to his mlsnon of mercy and beneficence to 
race. An indedsive character rarely attains 
to eminence in anything. Habits of punctu- 
ality, order and diligence, — the determination 
to concentrate die mind and powers on one ob- 
ject at a time, to peraevere under every dis- 



conragement, and in short to be in earnest 
about every w<»thy object, great or ranall, — 
are the sure meand of success. Never 
affect depre<nation o( your calling nor of any 
object which you think it right to attend to. 
If the object is nnwortliy your attention, aban- 
don it; if it is worthy, make it honorable (o 
you, by yonr fidelity In dlsoharg^g its claims. 



My connexion with the bnmness of the 
First Parish and the First Obnroh in Beve^ 
ly has been as oontinnons as with the bma- 
QSBS of the town. I began to attend Parish 
Meetings as soon as I was old enoogh to 
vote. • • June 14th, 1802, Mr. Mo Keen 
addressed a letter to the parish committee 
informing them that he bad been elected Pres- 
ident of Bowdoin College, at Brunswick in 
Maine, and that he was diepoaed to aooept 
the office, and desired them to call a parish 
meeting to act on his request for a dismission. 
Such a meeting was accordingly held, June 
2lBt, and after the usual preliminaiy meas- 
ures, the request was granted, to take efieot 
At^ust 23d. There was matoal good feel- 
ing in regard to this separation. Soon after 
the Parish became agitated with the ques- 
tions of a division of the parish and the re- 
seUlemontof a minister. With both these 
subjects E soou became sealoosly involved. 
A meeting was called, October 25th, 1802, 
to act on the petition of John Dike, Thomas 
Appleton, Daniel Herrick and others, re- 
questing that they, with such others as might 
join them, might be set off and incorporated 
into a Reli^oos Somety. Jan'y 29tfa, 1808. 
a meeting was held, on an order of notice 
from the Cleneral Court issued upon u sunilar 
petitim, and the vote stood 88 yeas and 117 
nays, indicating a very large atleodanoe. 
Subsequently a vote was paasel. oraiBentiBg 



to the JDooTporation, widxHit provinon for the 
liberty of cbangiug froin one to the other at 
the expirmtion of dx months. A large oom- 
mittee was ehosen to draft a memorial to the 
Court apon the sabject of "open doore," as 
it (TBS then popularlj called, and Thomas 
Stephens, John Dyson and I were appointed 
a corotnittee to present this memorial and at- 
tend to the interests of the Parish at the 
General Court. This was my first appoint- 
ment to any office by the Parish. Being 
then strongly impressed irith the opinion that 
the support of public worship should be by 
a compulsory tax on all members cS the com- 
munity, I strenooosly opposed the introduo- 
tiott of a principle into the reU^on of the 
new and the old parislies, which, in my view, 
would tend to the total abolishment of the 
then existing laws of the Commonwealth for 
the support of the public institutions of Ke- 
tig^oo. That principle of compulsory sup- 
port has gradually yielded to~ the introduo- 
Hon of the principle of the voluntary support 
of public worship, and while this change has 
been going on In the public mmd for the last 
half oentury, I have, however reluctantly for 
many years, at lant oomo to the coDcln^on 
that the voluntary support of Religion is the 
true ground upon wbioh it ought to rest. 
Its institutions should be totally disconnected 
with the Government aud left to be sustained 
entirely by the free mil of the people. I 
muntained the conservative ground honestly 
and with much zeal, so long as it appeared to 
be of any use. My opinion was over- 
whelmed before it was changed. During 
Joseph McKean's ministry, there was a par- 
ty who were dissatisfied with his preaching, 
npon doctrinal grounds. They were somo- 
times called "New Lights," and "Hopkin- 
nans," but perhaps might have been justly 



styled "Strict Calviniats." They prefened 
the preaching of Daniel Hopkins and Josh- 
ua Spaulding of Salem, to that of Mr. Ho- 
Kean, aud some of the leaders of this party 
oocanonnlly went to Salem to enjoy what 
they considered sounder preaching than that 
of the minister of their own parish. This 
course on the part of the Strict Calviniats 
had prepared the way for a division of the 
Parish which was hastened by the dismissal 
of Mr. McKean, and immediately after that 
event, measures were sot on foot for the es- 
tablishment of a new religious society. A 
Baptist Society had been previously organ- 
ized aud had built a meeting bouse, about 
1801. After Mr. McKean removed to 
Brunswick he was esteemed as belonging to 
the Orthodox part of the Congregational 
Denomination and was spoken more kindly of 
by those here who, while he was with them, 
spoke lightly of him as a preacher. While 
here, he was universally esteemed for his 
social qualities and his excellent character. 

Before Abiel Abbot was settled, the third 
Congrogntional Society, now called the 
Dune Street Church, was organized aud Jos* 
eph Emerson ordained. Those who preferred 
the more decided Calvinistio doctrines jmned 
the new society and leit the moderates as well 

the liberals with Mr. .\bbot. He proba- 
bly had changed his views in regard to sev- 
eral doctrines and especially that of the Trin- 
ity, dnoe entering the ministry, but be bad 
not become sufficiently grounded in new 
views of doctrine to make them a cause of 
separation from what is now called Orthodoxy, 
in his interchanges with neighboring minis- 
ters. He exchanged with Samuel Worcester 
of Salem, Bufus Anderson of Wenham, Jo- 
seph Dana of Ipewioh, Samuel Dana of Mar- 
blehcad, and others of the same class. He 
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strove much to k«ep up this ministArial inter- 
courae, eveD wttBi the Ortbodoz had become 
inuoh dioDclined thereto. Ue re&tined nn- 
til near the end of his ministij, from aoy ez- 
pUoit public denial of the dootriae of the 
trioitf. Id 1623, almost twenty ;eara after 
fais settlement, he was invited to join in ooon- 
dl at the settlement of Kbeneier Poor, in 
(he preoinM of Salem and Beverly, Kimmonty 
called the Upper Parish. Host of the mem- 
bers of the oonncil were orthodox, and some 
active pereoos among them interested tbam- 
selves to prevent Mr. Ahbot's having a 
fvominent part in the ordination. This occa- 
sioned some disoossion in ooanoil and t 
excitement among the members of the par- 
iah who were, for the most part, strongly a^ 
tadud 10 him. He was finally appointed to 
make the ordaining prayer. I attended as a 
delegate from the church and my feelings 
were aomewhat ezrated by this occurrence. 
On my retnni it was concluded that an ao- 
oount of the prooeedinga at this ordination 
ahovld be submitted to the public, tbTonttfa 
the newspapers. An aecount was aceordiog- 
ly drawn up, by Bernard Whitman, who was 
then studying divinity with Dr. Abbot, and 
myself, and published in the Salem Gazette. 
This drew out a reply and led to the pablish- 
ing of several articles written by Mr. Whit- 
man, myself and others on one side, and 
David Olipbant, minister of the Dane Street 
«hnreh, James Appleton of Harblehead and 
others on the other side. All these appeared 
in the Salem Oaietle for October, November, 
and December 1828, and were reprinted in a 
pamphlet in 1824, as was supposed by 
James Appleton. Bven this pablio dieous- 
son did not indnoe Dr. Abbot to take very 
decided and explicit ground, in his own par- 
iefa, in regaid to the party lines drawn in the 
C12) 



Congr^ational ohnrcfaes. I then thou^t, 
and so advised him, that it was then tdme for 
him to make an ezplicit avowal of his 0{nn- 
ioua. But he replied thai be knew the ohar* 
aoter of his parishiooera better than any one 
eloe, and diat knowledge would be his guide. 
Duriflg the whole period of bis ministry I 
took an active part in the affiiin of the Fh> 
ish and of the ehurch. On ^ 4th of 
March 1812 Thomas Davis and I were cho- 
sen Deacons of the chuiob. Daaoon Benja- 
min Cleaves had died, August 16th, 1808, at 
the gteat age of ibont eighty-aeven. His 
place had not been supplied and Deaoon Rob- 
' ert Boundy had died, Jan'y 6tb 1812, aged 
eighty-nine years, so the ofiioe was entirely 
' vacant at the time irf oar election. 

[He was chosen a member of the standing 
committee for mana^ng the prudential afiira 
of the Parish, with Joeeph Wood and An- 
drew Obear, in 1803, and sncceeded Joseph 
Wood, at his decease In 1808, as Parish 
OlerV. He ooatinned to fill all these offices 
fiir life. S. S. R.] 

In 1810, £tannah Hill and Joanna B. 
Prince, afterwards wife of Eheneaer Everett 
of Brunswick, Maine, establiabed a Sunday 
School, with a view of benefiting dw poor 
children In thoir immediate neighborhood. 
Thrar Bohool was kept in a chamber in Mrs. 
Joanna Prince's boose, on the corner of Da- 
vis and Front streets. My wife and I visited 
the school, and on July 18th, 1811, I pro- 
cured a donation of rix Bibles and six Testa- 
ments from the Bible Society of Salem and 
its vicinity, of which I was then a manager, 
and sent them with a letter commending this 
efibrt in the eanie of Relig^. The school 
was oondnued for several years, whsn it was 
removed to the First Parish Meeting House, 
and other females took part in its Insbruo- 



tion. It ma still without sjrstematio orgao- 
iutioD, aod witboul aoy partiouUT ooaoexioo 
with the mioister or pariah, ezoept what grew 
out of its being kept in the MoetiDg-House. 
Some ohildraD belonging to other aodeties at- 
tended before and after its removal thithei 
Dr. Abbot at length felt that it whs [woper 
for hini to take some cognizance of the School. 
The WestminBtar Shorter Catechism had 
been oonsiderahlf used there and, to do away 
with the neoessitj of its oontinaed use, he 
published, in 1822, a short catechism, called 
the Parents' Asostaat and Sunday School 
Book, and, about tho same time, oommenoed 
the organiution of a Sanday School exoln- 
EDvely appertwniag to his society. Of this 
I became superintendent, in the summer of 
1822 and, with his aid. organized the school, 
which was very large, in forty dosses, with 
forty-four teachers and about two hundred 
and fourteen children.*

Thej conceived the gener- 
ous pitrpose of gathering them together, aa Boh- 
ert Baikes had done in Lbe citiea of England, and 
giving them a chance to taste the bread of liii*, 
with at least an immonily from evil for a part 
of the day. The spirit c^ the i 
pmelj and aignall; benevolent, 
observe how closely this motemec 
DOW going on nnder ibe name of " Children's Aid 
Societies," and further to note the fact, not aeam- 
ingly raoogniied by the speakers on this occasion, 
that the BaiJwa and Hill movement addreeted it- 
aelf aolely lo those wbo were withont home and 
choreh and school influences; iriiile Sunday 
Schools now^^daye, having beconie nurseries of 
the denominational chnrcbes, and being frequented 
by the well-to-do. well-dressed children of those 
who conld leach monia and &ith aa well at home 
that veiy dangeroua claia of neglected chtldten 
are, by the meanness of their dreas, die ronghnees 
of thwr mannen, the scantiness of their education, 
practically excluded. ThwD is room, ilien, fbt 
other Uills and Princes, nay, aa mock need of 
them as ever. 

Dr. A. P. Peabody, lately made Flnmmer Pro- 
fessor at Cambridge, and a gradnale of H'nTh 
Hill's school, alatad that be waa able before her 
death to make partial retam to her of what he 
owed her. She became poeaeased of the idea of 
reading the New Teatament in ila original tongue; 
and Dr. Peibody, while at College, devoted a vaca- 
tiOD to inalmcting ihia eomewhal aged pnpll. his 
quondam teacber, in the rudiments of Greek. He 
said abe learned it as if by inapiration, and he had 
the pleasure, in the oonrse of a few months, of 
hearing her read uuderatandingly the glowing pag- 
es, as they were written by iritneeses of the scenes 
they portray." 
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Yon will be Bnrpriaed at the preBUoiptioD 
of one who is so perfect > stnuiger as ay- 
■elf, in wldTesans jon froin a remote oouatry, 
but I am sure that when jon reflect on the 
motiveB which have led me to lue this free- 
dom, jon will excuse m; introeion. Having 
nnderatood from Capt. Whitney, a friead of 
mine, that firom the spirit of philanthropj yon 
not only entertain sincere wishes for the wel- 
&re of yonr fellow citizens both here and 
bsreafler, but also use everv meBne oalcula- 
ted to direot thom to the paths of pare Chris- 
danily, which akme can lead man to peace 
and hapfnaesa, I am induced to do myself 
the honor of being known to a person so dis- 
tingniahed by his benevolence and reli^ous 

After I had been tired of the gross absar- 
dity of Hindoo Doolrines, I directed my 
qniries to the Christian Faith. I mean 
Trinitarian System of Christian Faith, the 
name of Unitarian Christianity not being 
known to me. But in proportion as I made 
myself ecqaainted with this system and its 
published defences and illustrations, my res- 
olution increased to abandon it entirely, find- 
ing the Christian doctrines like those of the 
Hindoos in substance, though they are differ- 
ent from each other in minute interpretatioi 
I however was so fortunate as to beoome in 
mately aoqnainled with a Scotch gentleman 
of great acquirements, who kindly proposed 
to me to read the Bible with him, and to ex- 
amine whether it wus more conformable to 
another ^stem of Christianity called Unite- 
rianisni and believed to have been the reli- 
mou of primitive Christians. In following 
uie advice of that best of all friends, I have 
felt thoroughly ooDvinced that the Christian- 
ity whtcfa a majority of Christians profess is 
a mixed system of the Bominh (?) and Chris- 
tian religions, and that pure Christianity has 
its support both from the Bevelation and from 
the human understanding, a clrcumstanoe 



which has not only happily deterred me from 
manifesting hostile feelings towards this reti- 
gion, but has rendered it incumbent upon me 



to exert myself in extending its influence by 
every posable means. I hope I shall, at a fn- 



tnra period, lay before the public a state- 
ment showing u» close resemblance existing 
between the doctrines maintained by ffin- 
dooe and by the majority of Christians, and 
at present I entreat your aoceptanoe of a fow 
pamphlets, which my friend has kindly of- 
ferea to ti^e charge of, and beg to subsBribe 
myself,

The writer of this letter was bom in 1780. 
He inherited a good estate. He died in 
England, while on a visit there, Sept. 27, 
1833. William Adam, the Scotch gentle- 
man referred to in his letter, afterwards 
came to the United States, was employed as 
a preacher in several places, and was preach- 
ing at Chicago, Illinois, in 1849. To the 
above letter I sent the foUovring answer by 
Capt. Israel Whitney of the Ship " Bever- 
fy," and subsequently, June 30th, 1825, 
sent Ramniohun Roy some twenty pamphlets 
of different descriptions, by the ship " Cftorga" 
Cupt. Samuel Endicott. Thus ended my 
correspondence with this extraordinary char- 
acter. 

'■ Bbvbblt, May 2nd, 1826. 
Dear .Sir; 

It is with great satisfaction that I acknow- 
ledge the receipt (through our mutual friend 
Capt. i. Whitney,) of yonr letter of the 
28th December last, and the pamphlets you 
were so good as to send me, for which be 
pleased to accept my most hearty thanks. 
I have found much gratification in reading 
yonr publioationa in defienoe of the Divine 
Unity and of pnre Christianitv. When- 
ever mankind can be brought to divest them- 
selves of the prejndioes of education and to 
ezanune impartially and thoroughly the nt- 
tnie of the Christian dispensation ; its evi- 
denoes as contained in the Jewish and 
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Ohriati&n soripturea ; its adaptation to the 
wanta and oharaoter of man ; the exoelleooe 
of its preoeptB and of the life of its fonitder; 
the resolt will be, as in jour own oase, that 
Uko; will not be content merelj to receive it 
as preoiouB to themBelvea, but will use ev- 
ery leasonable exertion to extend its influ- 
ence among their fellow men. My native 
State, Maasacbuactts, was settled by the 
Beet who, in England, were oalled ParitAns. 
The; weie rigid and austere of manners 
and Calviniatio in their belief. The; 
thought it their doty to protect and preserve 
what they oalled Orthodoxy, by auoh guarda 
and reatraints as seemed to them necessary 
to attain tbeir object But notwithatand- 
ing all restraints, such have been the pro- 
gress and freedom of religious inquiry that 
Unitarian principles obtain more generally 
in UassachusettB than in any other part of 
the United States. It ia but of late, say 
within fifteen years, that these sentiments 
have been openly avowed. They long exist- 
ed in the minds of many serious and iatel- 
ligent persons, who, from prudeuoc or de- 
fect of moral courage, refrained from < 
municatiDg them. 

Happily the time baa now arrived when 
an open avowal of Unitarianiam, in many 
parts of New England, does not lessen re- 
spect for character, nor influence fo society. 
Prejudice gradually yields to rational in- 
quiry, and the change of opinion is as rap- 
id as is desirable, considering the danger, to 
which we are all liable, of running from 
one extreme to its opposite. The Cungre- 
gatioiial Clergy and other influential per- 
sons in the City of Boston, have taken the 
lead ill producing this change, llie Chris- 
tian lives of these men )Mn secured to 
tbeir opinions that confidence which, among 
the teas informed, is so necessary to insnrc 
them a fair examination and comparison 
with the Soripturea. To call such men De- 
ists and Infidels ia of no avail, while the 
whole tenor of their oondnot exemplifies 
thoae virtues which belong to the real disoi- 
1^0 of Christ. Our College at Cambridge 
bas contributed largely to the progress of 
liberal and enlightened opinions in theology. 



Your situation is singularly interesting, 
having to contend with the idolatry of your 
own oounbymen, as well as to combat Uioae 
who, while they sincerely believe in the 
Christian Beligion, bold it with many of 
thoae oorruptaons which have inoorporated 
themselves in it, ainoe its first promulga- 
tion. Your path of duty is plain, thon^ 
ardnouB. Christiani^, in its original sim- 
plicity and purity, must and will reoom- 
mend itself to enlightened minds among 
your countrymen, and through their agency 
it will gradually be brought to the know- 
ledge of their brethren. Christian mission- 
ariee have accomplished little in your oonn- 
try by their preaching, though you give 
them much cr^it for the influence of tbdr 
example. You have given the reason <rf 
the &ilure They preach inoomprehensi- 
ble mysteries to ralinml beings, and expect 
them to be received on an authority of 
which the bearers have only the most im- 
perfect ideas, if, indeed, they have any. 
I am pleased with the prospect of the Uni- 
tarians at Calcutta being aeeommixUted 
with a chapel for worship. 1 suppose this 
will enlai:ge the aphere of naefuloeaa of Bev. 
Hr. Adam, to whom I beg yon to present 
my best respects. Although we are stean- 
gers to each other, 1 am not without some 
knowledge of his history. He stands high 
in my estimation for the independence he 
has diown in acting according to his views 
of divine truth, under very trying circum- 
stances. It will give me great pleasure to 
hear from you whenever your convenience 
will permit. Wishing you the greatest suc- 
cess in your endeavors to sprud light and

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SOMK ACCOUNT OF HOUSES AND 
OTIlRa BUILDINGS IN SALEM. 
FROM A MANUSCRIPT OF THE 
LATE COL. BENJ. FICKMAN. 



Ool. Benj Pickman, ibo nathor of the fb^ 
lowing sketches, nos bom in Salam in 1741, 
and (lie<l in 1910. He was ii)t'Lin:itelf conneo- 
tcd with the hlilorf of tho town, held impor- 
tant town offioos, and was especially fond of 
that antiqnarbn research, which he oierciaod 
ia obtaining these tacts recorded id hia man- 
usoripti. It has been thooght best to give 
the aoocHint in the author's own words, from 
the comracDcemcnt. 

■•Salem, 2 September 1793. lam abont 
to wri'e the history of the Towd of Salem ; 
and sbalt do it by descriUog the Houses and 
Streets, with the present and former inhabi- 
tants. I shall begin with that street in which 
I live;" (Eisscz St. in the Pick man house, 
next west of the East India Marine build- 
ing) "which was paved last year, partly by 
subscription and partly by tbo Town. The 
town allowed one thousand dollars, and some 
persons inhabiting tba street six hundred dol- 



lars; the author of this history subscribing 
seventy-seven dollars. 

1. The first house in the street, as yon 
come from the west end of the town, ia a 
Brick store built in 1786, by Henry Rust 
and Benj. Browne; on this spot f'>nnerly 
stood the Court House, which was buUt in 
1718 and pulled down in 1785. 

Note. This bailding wm taken down when tlie 
ElMlera railroad lonnel iras boilt in 1899. In 
northern end wu occapied by Hr. Caleb Web- 
*(Br, hatter; and our its northveatem corner stood 
the old Town Pnmp, iDunonalised by Uawihoma 

'2. The next house ia the meoting-honso 
in which officiates tbo Rov'd John Prince, 
graduated in 1776 : this is the third meet- 
ing-bouae which baa stood on the same spot ; 
the first meeting-house in Salem was built 
here, which is a suffincnt proof that this was 
tbe first settled part of the town. 

Nou. Hie fonnh meeting-hoaae on the same 
lite it tlie present building comer of Washington 
and Ehcz SireWa. 

3. Tbe next house is owned and inhalu- 
ted by Mr. Samuel Omy, merchant; was 
bought of Nathan Gloodale, Esq., in 1768; 
was built by Col. William Browne in 1768. 
for bis mother, Mrs. Sargent, widow tf Col.

4. The next is owned by Kliaa Haskctt 
Derby, Esq., at present untenanted. Tbis 
bouse was built by Hon. Samuel Browne, wbo 
was born in 16tiy, was many years a reprosen- 
(nlive, the first town -treasurer in Salem, a 
judge of the Superior Court?, Colonel of the 
Begimcnt and n Councillor. Ho was by far 
the greatest merchant in his day, in the Coun- 
tyof Essex. Ho bestowed many valaable do- 
nations upon tbe schools; and dibd in tT31, 
Dgud 63, leaving this bouse to his son Samu- 
el, wbo graduated in 1T'2T. Ho married n 
Winthrop of New London, and died in 1742, 
aged 34. He was concerned in mercantile 
aSairs, but his indo'.cnco proventing bis giv- 
ing much attention lo business, most of bis 
personal property was ?pont. He loft this 
house to bis son William, who graduated in 
1755, was chosen representaiive in 17C2, ap- 
pointed Colonel of tbe Regiment in 1770, 
and a judge of the Superior Court in 1774. 
He studied law with Sir. Trowbriilge of Cam- 
bridge: in 1774 was appointed a mandamus 
Counselor, quilled tbe town of Salem in Oc- 
tober, and took refuge in Jloslon, and wont to 
England in March, 177G, when tbe King's 
troops left lioston. During the course of tho 
war, thb bouse, and nil bis other estate was 
conBseated, which was the only property con- 
fiscated in Salem. Mr. llrowne's half broth- 



er. John Sargent, went away alwut tbe same 
time with him. Colonel Browne was appoint- 
ed in 1780, Governor of Ucrmudas, where 
be remained sometime, and then went to Ixin- 
don. He was a man of excellent understand- 
ing, a good fcholar, of very engaging man- 
ners, and extremely beloved by the people of 
Salem.

5. E. A. Holyoke, Esq , Physician, gmd- 
uoted iu 1746, owns tho next house, which bo 
bought of Capt. Kben'r Itowdltch in 17C5. 
who built it in 1730, This Captain Bow- 
ditch manied Culonel Turner's daughter. 

Note. Thii it the irooden building mentioned in 
the la«t note, aod the land and builUingi extended 
to the land covered b; D. B. Brooks & Brother's 
book-Store. 

, 6. The nest is a shop owned by Mr. Wil- 
liam King, and standi* on land owned by the 
widow Rontall. A. fire, one year ago, swept 
ofT two small houses between this bouse and 
Dr. Holyoko's. 

Note. This and the next building stood on the 
■iiD of Mr. StupSicu Odborae's baiidin;; on llie 
comerof CoditbI street. Seo Vol. V. pp. UB.19T. 

7. Tbe next is a hatter's shop, owned by 
Mr. Brcok the hutler; the land owned by tho 
widow Itcntall; this was formerly owned by 
the Brownes, 

8. You now come to the street leading to 
the market ; but crossing this street. Citpt. 
George Dodge, merchant, lives in the corner 
house; this was formerly a wall bouse, ond 
owned by the Brownes and sold by them to 
Mr. Waldo, who sold it to Capt. Dodge. 

Note. " Tlie elreet leading lo [lie tnarket," is 
now caitod Cunlral street. The niarket-hoDse was 
a mjodoQ bailding, lattr known ns Conren Ball 
baildiag; and was dedlrojcd bj fire in 1844. 
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9. The next bonso is ownecl by Mrs. Pick- 
msD, Conaoit of Benjamin Hickman, Esq., and 
vss built b; bor grandfather, Col. Thomas 
Barton in 1710. he pulling down an old house 
owned by his wife's father, Mr. Kioholos Wil- 
lougbby. Tbia house is occupied by Mr. 
James King. Cashier of the Salum Bank. 

10. The next is owned by Benjamin Pick- 
man, the writer of this; was built in 1750 by 
Benjamin Pieknian, Esq., futher of the writer, 
who was bora in 1708, the 8th February, and 
married Misa Love Rawlins of Boston in 
1731. Having lived thcro tour years with 
Jff. Atkinson, a merchant in thut town, he 
moved to Salem where hjs ancestors bad lived 
froo) 1661. Benjamin- Pickman was chosen 

' a Ropresenlalivo in 1744; was one of the 
eomraittee of war in 1745, for carrying on the 
siege of Loubburg. For services performed 
in (his business, the Province gave him t very 
handsome montiff. In 17o6, ho was elected 
& Counselor, and the same your appointed a 
Judge of the Superior Court; and in 1' 
upon the death of Gol. PInistcad, Chief Col- 
onel of the Regiment. By great industry ii 
Commercial business, and a thorough ac- 
qnainUnce with it, he acquired a very opu- 
lent estate. Uo was remarkably cboritable to 
the poor; had an uncommonly quick discern- 
ment of all things presented for his deciaion ; 
in the House of Representatives and at the 
Council-board, he had no superior. He died 
on the 20lh August, 1773, aged 66 years, 
the delight of the town, and one of the pillars 
of the Country. Upon the death of Colonel 
Pickman, this house came by will to hb eldest 
son Benjamin, bom 18tb Nov. 1740; gradu- 
ated in 1759; appointed Lieutenant Colonel 
of the first Regiment in Essex in 1770. In 
March 1775. when a war with Britain was in- 
evitable, he went to England, not thinking 



the conduct of the British King and Parlia- 
ment, sufficient to justify a revolt. Hu stayed 
in England until May 1785, when he returned 
to Salem, where he wbh cordially received by 
the people. In 1788, when the town wasdis- 
satisficd with the conduct of Richaid Manning, 
!&([.. be wus chosen Town Treasurer in hu 
room, the town at that time owing a debt of 
fifteen thousand dollars. Where tbls house 
stands, once stood a house built by Henry 
Buriholomcw, toon after the settlement of the 
town. This house was purchased in 1680 by 
Mr. Timothy Lindull, merchant, great-gnnd- 
father of the writer of this history. Mr. 
Lindall died in 1690, leaving this houee to 
his widow, who died in 17S'2, and gave it to 
her daughter, Sarah Lindall. Mr. Timothy 
Lindall had the character of an honest, up- 
right merchant. Sarah Lindall married Capt. 
Benj. Morshead of England, who did not re- 
main a long lime with her. In 1749 Mrs. 
Morsbead gave the house and bnd to her 
nephew, Benjamin Pickman, Esq., wbo pulled 
it down in 1750, and built the present very 
elegant house in which his son Uvea, equal to 
any in Salem for convenience and beauty. 
In 1779, the out-bouses belonging to this 
house, were burnt, being set ou fire by a ne- 
gro of the Kev'd Nath'l Whitaker's. I forgot 
to mention that Col. Barton was bora in 1680 ; 
msnied to Mary Willoughby, daughter of 
Mr. Nehemiah Willoughby, in 1709; was a 
town clei k many years; a physidan and apoth- 
ecary, and Lieutcuant Colonel of the Regi- 
ment; sustained a very fair and reputable 
character, and died in 1751, aged 71, leaving 
bis house to his eon, graduated in 1730, who 
dying in 1774, aged ^, it came to his sister 
Mary, widow of the late Doctor Bezaleel Top- 
pan. Mrs. Toppan died in 1776, when the 
estitte came to Mrs. Mary Pickman, her daugh- 
ter and consort of the writer. 
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Note. Col. Pickmui's house is now owned b; 
Mn. Le HMten,aQd Unearl; opposite the head of 
St- Peier streol. Mrs. L. hu erected some iCores 
in fronl of (he house extetiding Co the itreet. 

11. The next house was built by James 
Lindall, Esq., on the spot wfaere & 6re began 
in his warehouse in 160S. Mr. Lindall iras 
an opulent merchant, died in 1753, aged 77, 
The house then came to his children ; and 
Timothy sold it to Capt. John Gardner, who 
died in 1683. It is now owned bj Mrs. 
Gardner, and oooupied by her, and Gapl. 
George Smith, and Mr. White, Tallow-Chand- 
ler. 

Koie. Thla home atood on the site of the pres- 
ent bnilding of the Bui India Marine Sociatj. 

12. The next house is Capt. Peter Lan- 
der's, whose father built it in 1765. On this 
spot stood a house owned by Major Pilgrim, 
wbioh was burnt in 1698. 

Note. This bonae is now altered into ahops and 

18. The next house was built by Mr. Hirst 
in 1700, bis old bonae being burnt in 1698. 
Major Walter Price married his daughter. 
Major Price graduated in 1695. Major Price 
was a considerable merchant in this town. 
This house was owned by him front the time 
Mr. Hirst died, till the Major died in 1730, 
aged 55. After bis death it was purchased 
by lohabod Plaisted, Esq., who married a 
daughter of Capt. John Browne. His son 
lehabod graduated in 1745, died in 1755, 
aged 28. He was Captain of a Company, 
Mr. Plaisted was made Colonel of the Regi< 
ment in 1739, and a Councillor in 1759 ; died 
in 1762, aged 62, He was a roan very mach 
respected for bis sociable qualities. After 
his death, Somerrille, a Scotsman, kept a pub- 
lic house here, and afterwards William Good- 
hue, and after him Sam. Robinson kept Pub- 
Ka Houses. It is now occupied by Mr. Chad- 



wick, a butcher, and owned by Daniel 
Rindge Esq,, of Fortfimouth, nephew to Col. 
Plaisted. 

14. The next house which stands at the 
comer was built by Major William Browne in 
1700, and given to bis daughter Mary Lyude 
wife of the Hon. Benj, Lynde, graduated in 
1686. appointed a Judge of the Supreme 
Court in 1720, died in 1744, aged 79. His 
son Benj. Lynde, was a Counsellor, and 
Judge of the Supreme Court, and died in 
1781 aged 81. He graduated in 1718. 
These were men of slender abilities and 
owed their rise entirely to the Brownes. 
Jnd^ Andrew Oliver lives here, the hoase 
owned by Mrs. Oliver daughter of Judge 
Lynde. Judge Oliver is son of the late 
Andrew Oliver Esq., Lieutenant Governor of 
the Province formerly. Judge Oliver gradu- 
ated in 1749. 

Note. Thii hoBte atood on the comer of Liber- 
ty and Eaaex atreelE, on the site of the eastern end 
of the present Ljnde Block. 

15, The next is an old house owned by 
Mr. Walter Price Bartlet, which he inherited 
from the Prices; in front of it Ned Tiang 
keeps an apothecary shop. 

Note, Hr, Henrj J. Fislt itill keeps an npolhe- 
cary'a shop in the same building — sncceeding Hr. 
Mjrick, the grocer. 

16 The next is Mr. Bartlet's new house, 
built three years ago. 
Note. Nowthebouaeof Nadtau Pierce, Esquire. 

17. ThenextisCapt. Thomas Maeou's, an 
opulent merchant, built in 1755. Capt. Ma- 
son was in bis younger days a cooper, went to 
sea, and rose by degrees to bo a captain of a 
vessel. He now pays the 20th tax in town. 
Where bis house stands, stood an old house 
owned by Capt, Joseph Putnam. He left it 
to his son, Bartholomew Putnam, a tailor, who 
sold it to Captain Mason. Barthohunew Pot^ 
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fiither to the present B. Patnam, tba 
ffiirvejor under tbo nefr CoDstitation. 



Note. This booM is noir the rwidenoe of Qco. 
F. Cherer, Esq. 

18. The next is Cupt. Joseph Peabofly's, 
which he purchased of the Granon Family, 
who owned it many years. In this house for- 
merly lived the Rev. Robert Stanton, the first 
minister in the East Parish. 

Note. Tliis house stood aa the site of the 
deuce of iho late Thomu Trssk, Eiq. 

19. The nest is owned and occupied by 
three old maids, GroftooH. This houso was 
bought of Mr. Giles, Cabinet-maker. 

20. The next is owned and occupied hy 
Capt. Nathaniel Phippen and Thomas Phip- 
pen, which ibey inherited from iheir grand- 
father. 

21. The nest is a very email house, late 
Wm. Phippen's, now occupied by John Ed- 
wards. 

22. The next bouse ia owned by Capt. 
Benjamin West, aged 55, who married a Phip- 
pen, whose father built this house; but it has 
been much beaalified by the present 

2Z. Tou now go to the oppo$ito house to 
Capt, West's, which is owned by Capt. Johi 
Gardner. This bonse makes the comer on thi 
northern «do of tba street, which leads to the 
common or training- field. This house 
built by Capl. Jonathan Gardner, Jn 1730; 
baa undergone several alterations and in the 
present year has been much enlarged. Capt. 
Jonathan Gardner died in 1784, aged 86; 
was an opulent mercbant, and much respcet- 
cd. He left this bouse and the spacious gar^ 
den and Geld to his son John, who married a 
daughter of Capt. Ricbard Derby. 

Not*. This hoBM i* now occnpied m a IwolUng 
honn, and bj Gardner Banoo, apotbecarj. 

21. The next is Capt. Jon'a Garduer'i 
nepfaow to John, and was left to bim by bb fath- 



er, who built it. Here stood a boose which I 
well remember, owned by the Gedneys, and 
was built about the year 1660, by Mr. John 
Gedney, who died in 1688, aged 85. Heie 
lived William Gedney, Esq., High Sheriff for 
Eseox, who died in 1730, aged 62. It then 
came to Mr. James Grant, who married Mr. 
Gedney's daughter. Mr. Grant sold it to the 
Gardners. 

Note. This boose stood on tlie site of the bowe 
lately occnpied by Darid Pingme, Ssq., deeeaied. 
It) the latter boaie lived and died Capt. Jowpb 
Whin, the victim of ttie Knapp and CtowninabieU 
tragedy. 

The widow of Mr. William Jefiery 
the next house. She was daughter of 
Joseph Bowditch, Esq.,olerk of the Inferior 
Court, and Town Treasurer. He was son of 
Capt William Bowditch, who married a Gard- 
ner, the owner of this house. It was built 
about the year 1655. At this writing, Mr. 
Nathan Keed, graduated in 1780, who married 
Mrs. Jeffery'a only child, a building a very 
large bouse in the rear of this. 

Note. Tbe old house &r«t mentioned above, 
stood nearly in front of Plsmmer Ball, and pro- 
jected far into the street. Behind it Ur. Beed 
bnilt his borne, above described, which was snbse- 
quently occnpied by PrceeotI, the btber of the his- 
torian, who was horn there. Later, Capt. Joseph 
Peabodj removed to this bonse fiom the OraAon 
bonss opposite (No. 18) and lived there till liii 
death. 

26. The neit is owned by Capt. Nehe- 
miah Andrews, on the ground where stood a 
house owned by the venerable Governor Brad- 
street, who came to this town in 1630. He 
lived to the year 1697, and then died aged 
94. The town is more indebted to his exe^ 
lions than to any other man's. I remember 
tbe house, which was pulled down in 1755. 

Note. Oa this site now stands the mansion of 
Col. FiMcU Peabod;, ended 1819-31. A wood-

27. The next was built by Mr Mile." 
Ward, Jr.. nho eoM it to Capt. Nathaniol 
Ingersoll. In this bouao lived Richard Lecb- 
more. Esq.. Collectorof tho Customsin 1751. 
Mr. Leobroore was one of tbe b^st bred roea 
in Non England, and vas nephew to Nicbo- 
tas. Lord Lechmere in tbe reign of King 
Ooorge the First. Capt. George Willinms. 
tbe present owner, bougbt thb house in 1756. 
He is a wealthy merchant; was one of tbe 
Board of War in tbe Revolution War, and a 
great slivhler for tbe Revolution, 

Note. Thia honM-aiood on the land ovoed bj 
Col. Pwbodj, next west of his mansion. It wu 
a Ihree-sior]' nooden hoBse, and ira> taken doim 
in IB39. Mr. Oeor^e Williams was fatherof the 
late Samnel Williams, an eminent banker in Lon- 
don. One daughter marned Dr. Uosea Little^ 
who built the house which «iands on the ijle of 
the OmflOD house heretofore described. 

2S. The next ia owned by Mr. Danipl 
Ropes, whicb be inherited from bis father 
Joseph Ropes. 

Note. This honae is still standing, opposite ibe 
head of Liberty si. It was till verj recenilj the 
properlj of James N. Aiclier whose grand-father 
narrieda daughter of Mr. Ropei. 

29. The next was built by Hon. Wil- 
liam Browne Esq., who was bom ia 1639. 
He built it in 1698,hBving lost a bouse in the 
great fire, whteh destroyed his and many oth- 
ers. He died in 1716, aged 76, leaving a 
very handsome fortane. He bequeathed 
il to his grandson William who married Gov- 
ernor Burnet's daughter, and died in 1768, 
aged 34. He graduated in 1727. This 
Wm. Browne left his bouse to bis son, Wil- 
liam Burnet Browne, who sold it to his cous- 
in, William Browne, one of tbe mandamus 
council, and an absentee in tbe Revolution. 
Hia mother took it for a debt, due to her 



from her son , and it was sold to tlic present 
owDOT Mr, William Gray, who has much 
beautified it. Wm. Gray was bom at Lynn; 
bis father and family removed to this town 
about 35 years ago. Mr. Gray lived with 
Ijaml. Gardner Esq., and afterwards with 
Richard Derby Jr. Esq. Mr. Gray pays 
the second lax in tbe town. By great appli- 
cation to business, gnot commercial intelli- 
gence, and obtaining large credit, be has ac- 
quired a very handsome fortune, which Mts 
very easy upon him. 

Note. This was afterwatds known as the " Sun 
Tarem." PreriODilj H was the residence of Bon. 
Wm. Gray. It was taken down before Ihe present 
Boirker Bnilding was erected. This lait was hailt 
in lS30,bjHr. William Roberts who issiilMiving. 

30. Tho neit was the Browne's, now oc- 
cupied by Colonel Ncwhall late of Lynn, an 
officer in tbe army, last war, now an cxcIsq 
oiGcer and horse-lutter. 

Note. Ur. Ncivhall wa* frora that part of Lynn 
wbich is now Sangus. After the peace, he settled 
in Salem and kept a lirery-stable. He had sons 
Thomas, Samnel and CKlbert, who followed the 
same biuineas, and Joseph, a tinsmith, who died 
unmarried. Tliis building is now cccopied by (he 
widow of John Simon, conl^iioner, and by IHa. 
John Carleton, dry goodj dealer. 

31. The next house was built this year 
by Capt. Joseph White, whose family or an- 
cestors have lived in jhe town a long time; 
upon thb spot stood a bouse which had been 
in the possession of the Osgood's for more 
than 80 years. 

Note. This house still standi on the comer of 
St. Peter St., occupied by Uiu Crane, milliner, 
and others. The brick building betwem lhi» build- 
ing and one preriomily mcuiioned was built by 
Gift. Jos. White for bis bam. Afterwaidt altered 
to a iihop. and for many yean oecnplnl by John

Browne, Kaq., in 
IfiS'i, who dying in 1G87, oged 71), bequeathed 
it to hid eon, Bcnj'n Broirne, E.'^., who dying 
in 1708, aged GU years, childless, left It to his 
ncphcn. John Browne. Esq. He died in 1719 
aged 46. and left it to his son, Benj'n Browne, 
E.aq. , who many yeure represented the town in 
thcGcncral Court, and was Liculeoant Colonel 
of the Begimcnt. When the last mentioned 
gemlemeo, Col. Bcnj'n Browne, was mai 
in 1730, a vast sum in New England Shillings 
was taken from one of ihc chimnies in thi!:> 
house, which was hidden in the Dutch wars. 
Col. Browne graduated in 1725, died in 1750, 
a;;ed 43. His widow in 1751 married to a 
Boston gODtleninn, after which tho Rev. John 
Spurliawk lived in thin house, where ho died 
in 1755, aged 42; then Richard Lcchmore, 
>^., — then Andrew Oliver, Esq , — then 
John Turner, Esq., — then William Goodhue, 
tavern-keeper ; then Sum Robinson. Tavern- 
keeper; DOW Benj'n Webb. John Browne, 
tho Inst owner diud in Boston 5 years ago, 
aged 54, leaving this Iwusu to his widow, 
who lives in Boston. She was an Allen. 
- I would observe that the family of the 
Brownos bos been the moat respectable fami- 
ly that has ever lived in the (own of Salem, 
holdin;; places of tho highest trust in the 



town, county and state, and possessing great 
lichcB. Their donations to ibe schools have 
been considerable. Their mercaniile onguge- 
inunts have very much conliibutcd to tho

37. Tho next bouse is ■ very bandsomo 
one, owned by Capt. Nat. West, who ma^ 
riL-d the daughter of Elias Haskct Derby. 
This house ho purchased of Andrew Oliver 
Elsq.. who bought it of John Tiimei' Esq., 
who built it in 1748. On this spot stood 
Prutl's tavem, the most noted that was ever 
in the town of Salem. Mr Prat died in 
1730 aged 61. This houso was once owned 
by tho Cnrwens. 

Note. This Tra» aftcrarnrds opened as a public 
bouio and known as tho HinBion-hoaae. It wa* 
SMt opened in 1 833, on the oceaaion of the viiit of 
Preaidcnt Andrew Jackson. 

38. The next piece of land is owned by 
Molly Hathomo, whbh she purchased of 
Judge Oliver. On this land stands a shop 
occupied by Joseph Samson, tho Barber; 
the next shop is occupied by Edward Gray, 
tertius. Painter ; the next by Mr. Chase tho 
shoemaker. 

Note, This last w Mr. Abner Chase, a friend. 

39. The next house is Jacob Asbton's, 
which he had of his fiitlier-in-law, Cnpt.

42. Tbe next is a brick boose bailt by 
Capt. John Oardner in 1763, now occupied 
by Samacl Robinson, 

Note. Tbi) bailding ii now occnpied hj Wni. 
Chase, hardwar»<lealer, & U. 0. Flint, shoe-dealer 
below, and Bowdoln the dentist and othen. Rob- 
inson formerly kept tareni hero. 

43. Back of Ihis house flomowbat wester- 
ly stands a bouse wbich was farmcrly a sugar 
bouse belonging to Hon. Benj'n Pickman, 
K,,. 

Note. This faonse was purchased bjr Capt. Abi- 
jah Estes. It still siands in the yard of Messrs 
Smith and Hanning, stable-keepers, who own iL 

44. Tbe next house is owned and inhabit- 
ed by the daughters of the late Capt. Estcs 
Here lived 50 years ago Mr. Mayfield, tbe fat- 
test man ever known u the town of Salem. 
The last two meuiioned houses liclongod to 
the Hon. Benj'n Pickman, who bequeathed 
tbem to bis son, Williain, who sold them to 
the late Capt. Estoa. A fine situation. 

46. Tbe next is a very old house, ready 
to fall down, and owned by Mr. James 
King, and occupied by Capt. Wm. Uatbome 
wbo keeps a boxtcr's shop in front; this 



bouse is more than 100 years old. Here 
lived John Wolcott Esq., high sheriff of Es- 
sex, who graduated in 1721. died in 1747, 
aged 4fi: here lived also kia father Josiah 
Wolcott Esq., Judge of tbe Inferior Court, 
who died in 1729. This house was owned 
by tbe Wolcott's and sold to tbe late Mr. 
James King. 

Note. This building wu nearly on the site of 
the building now occupied by Theron Palmer, 
atioe-dualoT, Mr. Paabody, dry goods dealer, and 

46. Tbe next is a small dwelling-house 
owned by Mr. James King, and occupied by 
Mrs. Brown, wbo sells English goodj. 

Note. This house still stands in the tear. On 
iu side is now a private way, and a portion of 
Browne's Block. 

I. Tbe next honso belongs to the Jcf- 
fnys, built in 17:^0. Here lives Edward 
Pulling Esq. at Board, graduated in 1 775, 
Barrister nt Law, and tho fattest man in Sa- 
lem. Uliis house is directly opposite to the 
meeting-house, in wbich tbe Rev'd John 
Princo preaches. 

Note. This building is now standing on Bridge 

raet, nearly opposite the rear of the Fir.'l Uni- 
versaliat Meeting-hon«e, whither it was rcmoTcd to 
make way for the brick linilding erected by J. & I. 
Newball and Eliphalet Kimbatl on the site of the 
present Browne's Blotk. 

I. Tbo next and coroer house ia 
Stearns' and Waldo's new and cl^nnt brick 
building, built lost year by Col. Bcnj. Pick, 
man. Major Jonathan Waldo, and Dr. Wil- 
liun Steams. Here stood a house built by 
tbe Prices in 1G71I, and sold to Mr. John 
Prat in 1725, wbose widow removed to it in 
1747. and kept the noted Ship Tavern, to 
the day of her death. This place was sold 
to Pickman, Steams, and Waldo, by Mra. 
Ruth Jcffry, daughter of Mr. John Prat, for 
£7 SO. 
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Note. Th[B bnildii>g and iu predeceieor will b«

52. The next is a small shoemaker's shop 
on Jcffry's hod. 

^'■i. The next is a school house, kept hy 
Mr. Frederick Frye, on Jeffry's land. 

54. The next is Mr Ebcneier Putnam's. 
Graduated iu 1705. This house was built 
by Capt David Masury in 1763, and sold to 
the late Dr. Ebenezer Putnam, graduated in 
1739. Here stood two old houses, owned for- 
merly by the Shillabcrs. 

Note. This hoose still stands on the corner of 
Chnich and Washington street*. Darid Masor; 
fonnerl; kept tBTBra here; iiere also, the Hon. C. 
W. Upham recon^j lirod, who coarejcd the same 
to Dr. S. M. Gate. 

65. You now cross the street, aud come

66. North of this stands the widow 
Chase's house. 

Note. This bouse, afierwaids occupied bj wid- 
ow Chase's son Philip, is now occnpied by Capt.

67. North of this is a street. North 
of the street is a bouse owned by Mr Hen- 
ry Rust and occupied by his son Capt. Hen- 
ry RtisL 

Note. This street, formerly Connty street, is 
now the eastern end of Federal si. The Bnst 
honsa which has been noted eastwardly, some feet, 
still stands, owned by the heirs of widow John 
Oardoer.

60. Formerlj Mr. Guppee, a Doled man 
in Salem, omed a house and garden north 
of this; but time has washed away the whole 
Bpot where his house and gardea stood. 

Note. Thii spot is now owned by heirtof Tnck- 
er Daland. Mr. Teagae formerly lived on tbia 
•pot. It hM been sarronnded by a bank-wall, on 
tbs eaatern and eontbem lidea. 

61. We now cross Court St.. and on the 
opposite side directly opposite to the School- 
house is old shoreman ■fobn Gloutman'a 
house. 

Note. This Cloatman bonse stood on land now 
included within the gronndi of the conrt bonse bnilt 
in IB41, 

62. South of this and upon the corner 
of a street laid out this year, is a small 
bouse occnpied by 

63. Pass the street and on the south side 
is the Tabernacle, built in 1781, for Dr. Na- 
thaniel Whitaker. The Rev. Mr. Spaulding 
succeeded him. The people who assemble 
here are the highest in their principles, be- 
lieving that few will be saved. 

64. The next house is owned by Capt. 
Jona. l^imbert, who bought it of the Glovers. 

Note. This hon« ia now owned by Capt. Sam 
net Day, and occupied by bim, and Hr. Bowdoin, 
dentiat. 

65. Nearly opposite to Capt, Lambert's, 
somewhat north, stands the very elegant 
Court House, built of brick in 1785, on the 
spot where slood a briok sohool-bouse, built 
in 1 760. 



66. South of Capt. Lambert's is Deacon 
Lewis _Qust's house,'bnilt by his grandfath- 
er.liftnlj* . 

" Hota; tliia bonae waa recently demoliahed. 

67. Cross the lane and on the south 
aide, the corner house is Eliaa Hasket Der- 
by Eaquiro'a: — a very bandrome brick 
house, built by Hon. Benj. Pickman Esq., 
and left by him to his son, Clarke Oayton 
Pickman, who sold it to Mr. Derby. This 
bouse was built in 1764. 

Note. Thii "lane" ia now Lynde street; and 
the boose apokeo of ia now owned by Robert 
BroidihonaeMulior, and occnpied by him and Cbarlaa 
H. Baker, U. S. N. 

68. The next is Edward Norris's, Town 
Clerk. On this spot stood a house, burnt 
down in the great fire in 1774, in the month 
of October. The fire reached no further 
north. 

Note. Tbia honae ia now ocrttpied by Dr. Neil- 
eon. In the rear Smith and Hanninghavea stable. 

69. The next is the Widow Rca't<; a 
briok bonse built by Mr. Samuel Field, and 
sold to the late Arohelaus Rea. On this 
spot Mr. Field lost a house in the great fire, 
built by his father, a boat-builder. 

Nolo. Thia honne is now occnpied by Hr. Sam- 
uel O. Ray, a grandson of Archelani Rea, 

70. The next is occupied by Mr. Thomas 
Newhall, owned by the widow Bea. West 
of these are Newhall'a stables. 

Note. This has been removed. 

7 1 . The next is a saddler's shop, Folger 
Pope, on the widow Coats's land. 

Note. Folger Pope's shop is that now occnpied 
by William P. E^iller, Tinsmith. 

72. lie next is Wm. Northey, the gold- 
smith's shop, on his own land. 

Note. The Norlbey family now own tbia land 
which extends round to Essex Street. 

73. The next is Robert Peele, the tai- 
lor's shop, on Nortbey's land. 
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Note. Bobeit Peelo kltonrardi wu ■ haid wan- 
uIleroDthecorneiof Embz Kod Sew&ll acreetsand 
his ion Bobert eontinaei the asmu bnaineiB there. 

74. The next, and elanding on the cor- 
ner ia Hnlliken's shop, on Northey's limd; 
v&tehmaker and worker in bra§B. On thie 
spot stood a large wooden house, built bj 
Mr. Edmund Baiter, who died in I6t)6,aged 
77; a Tcrj respectable man. He left it to 
his son Edmund, who died in 1766, aged 84. 
'Xliia house naa oooupied by Nathaniel Dab- 
ney, apolfaeoarj, and was oonsnmed in the 
great fire. There was no dwelling house at 
the time of the fire between this and Jlr. 
Field's. 

Note. Hnlliken muri.-d a d*agh(«r of Col. Sew- 
limll. A ion ii living in LjtnD. Son John went lo 
the Eutward tod waa a taimer. 

Edmund Batter Trai a (aniier. He was win of 
Daoiel B. and gnatdtui of Edntind, who died in 
1685. Uemairied lBI,HartliBKckinan,lDd, Bar- 
bara Hjde, and 3d, H»nn«h Hijfginion, widow of 
Naihl. 

75. In the middle of the street, be- 
tween HuUikin's shop and Steams and 
Waldo's brick store, stood in mj dajr, a 
watoh>houBe, with a handsome wooden sol- 
dier, carved hj Lemmon Beadle on the top. 
Od the soldier was Anno Begina, in gold let- 
ters, 1712. 

76. 1 forgot to mention that opposite to 
Mr. Derby's house, stood in the centre of 
the street an old wooden eohool-houac, which 
was formerly the Court. Hoase, and where 
the witches were tried. This Court-House 
was pulled down in 1760. Uy ourioaity 
often led me to view the place where those 
unfortunate persons were tried, in those de- 
luded timea. 

77. On the spot where Mr. Derby's 
boose stands, stood a large wooden building 
owned by the Bev'd Nicholas Noyes, gradu- 
ated in 1667, and who was extremely rio- 



Ientinl692. Hr. Noyes died in 1717, aged 
70. He waa extremely iat 

78. 1 left off at Hnlliken's shop. Cross 
the street, and on the oomer stands a briok 
house owned by Mr. Henry Bast, formerly 
of Ipswich — removed to this town when a lad 
and ser^'ed bis time with Mr. Jonathan Qav- 
et, joiner. Mr. Bust made bis money in the 
Revolutionary war, by considerable risks. 
Mr. Dabney. the bookseller, occupies one room 
in this house, for the aale of books; and an 
evening club meets in another room, called 
the Insuraitce Office. This is called the up- 
per house, b^ per«}nB meeting in the cham- 
ber in the first house described in this book. 
On this spot, Capt. Da\id Brittou lost bis 
house in the October fire, 1774. Mr. Bust 
bought the land of Britton. 

Note. Tbii estate it now owned b; Bben N. 
Price, and a ocenpied bj him and othen. The 
Horw Rail Boad Office is located in it. 

79. South of this stand several small 
shops, the land owned by the widow Buth 
Ropea, great grand-daughter of Cot John 
Hathome who died in 1717, aged 76. This 
house was burned down in 1774, the fire ex- 
tending no fnrtber south. 

Note. D«Ttd Ropes, SUretsmith; Capt. Jenldni, 
CatHnet-maker; Bdmnnd Gale, Victnaler, who waa 
an officer in the Annj of the Berolnlion, at one 
time occupied these ahopc. Capt. Joaeph Bopet 
bnilttbebiick honaenow owned bjDanielB. Qard- 
ner, on part of this land; the rest is coTeted by 
Chase's brick block. 

80. The next house is owned by Capt . 
Nichols; was built by Miles Ward, Jr., and 
sold to Nath. Sparhawk, grandson of Sir. 
William Pepperell, who sold to Ur. Vm. 
Gray, the merchant, who sold the same to 
CapL Nicbola. The land waa owned former- 
ly by Samuel Barton, Esq. , and sold in a pet, 
to Mr. Ward, on aooonnt of a slaoghter-houM 
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in front of it ; a gre&t JDOumbraDce on the 
etreet and a nuisance to the neighborhood. 

Note. This honM b now owneil sod occapiad 
bj Mr. JoDMbaa HarrRden. and the small one south 
of it belongs losame estate and baa been lei lomiinj 

81. The nest houac is a small one oc- 
cupied by Capt John Ruat and owned by 
Capt Nichols, 

82. The nest is owned by the widow 
Barton, and occupied by Capt. William Mars- 
ton. A great many tenants have lived in 
this houac. Jt was built by Samuel Barton, 
Esq., for bis son Samuel. 

Note. Tbis house bas been lo well kept in re- 
pair that it looki like a modem one. Tbc grand- 
dnghterH of Cipt. Wat. bUnton now own and oc- 
cnpj it. 

83. The next is Capt. Jonathan Neat's, 
built three years ago. 

Koie. Tbe laie David A. Heal occupied this 
house mcnj jears and it now beloDgs to hU estate. 

84. The next is Mr. Joshoa Ward's 
briek bouse which stands back. On this spot 
lived the unfaithful Joseph Blaney, Esq., 
who inherited this estate by his wife, (who 
was a Browne,) and sold the whole to Mr, 
Joshua Ward. Hero lived in 1092, George 
Curwen, high Sheriff of Essex, who made 
the most he could by those unfortunate times. 

Note. Dr. Fisk, dentist, now owtu and occupiee 
this house. 

85. The next is a brick warehouse owned 
by Joshua Ward. 

Note. Haa been incorporated with the large 
house bnilt a few jeari »inee, which baa been nsed 
bj His. Bakor and Mrs. Henville as a boarding 

86. The next and comer house is owned 
by the Mansfields, children of Jonathan 
Mansfield, deceased. Here lived formerly 
tlie Rucks, a reputable family. 

Note, This isehewell known Mlate, now used 
M riiopt &c., for Ibe itle of wines, spirits, &c. 



87. Opposite l« this house isCapL Wm. 
Ornc's warehouse, onoe Col. Peter Frye's. 

Note. The^ buildings were contiguous to tbe 
Euiero Rait Road Station. 

88. North of this are two buildings, 
owned by Capt, William Marston, who bought 
tbe land of the Pickmans. Capt. Harston 
sella West India goods. 

Note. Capt, Harston's bnildinca occupied the 
middle of the street, and were removed when the 
Rait Road innnel was carried through. 

H(l. North of thi* and opposite Capt. 
Nichol's bouse, is Joseph Hcnfield's house, 
an assessor and shoreman. 

Note. Joseph Henfieid's house was removed, 
when the sireat was widened, lo accommodate the 
Rail Road. 

90. North of this is Mr. Hcnfield's moth- 
er's house. This house was built by the 
grandfather of Mr. Hcnfield who was a coop- 
er. 

Note. This was Che old house of Hilliard Vercn. 
Peter Windeai or Vindeat ttonght ic. He married 
widow Rawlston whose daughter Lydia was mar- 
ried to Joseph Henfield, grandAuher of Joseph the 
assessor. It was torn down June 1839. 

91. North of this ia Brown and Rust's 
brick store, described in the beginning of 
tbis book. 

I ahall now describe the sti-cct due west 
of the first dcaeribed street in this book. 
and which for a while waa called paved street, 
being paved in 1773, and tho Brst street 
paved in Salem. 

93. Mr. Mulliken has bis watchmaker's 
shop at the corner on the north side. 

Note. Afterwards nsed for the same parpose bj 
Be^jn. Balch.and Batch & Smith, and now bj Hr. 

93. The next shop west is Mr. Chase, 
the painter's. 

Note. The late Philip Chase and hii brother, 
Abijah. This shop is now occupied bj Miss M. 
A. Porter, dry-goods dealer. ^ . 
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94. The next bonw is occupied by Mr. 
Eira Bamll. the stage driver. On all the 
land occupied by these three shops, last roen- 
tioned, stood Mr. Batter's bonse, barnt down 
in 1774. 

NoM. Tha bnildiDg ia now occopied bj Mr. 
Danielt, dr^-goods dealf r. 

05. West of Bnrrill's is a small shop, 
occupied by Benj'n King, inst rumen t-maker. 

Note. Benj'n King mu a mathematictil inRtrn- 
meoi maker. He lired in Ljnde StreeL Tliia 
baJMing is now occapicd by Mr. Peck, cloihing. 

Mr. Pickman bere omiM to mendoD a bnildiDg 
nhich ii sfrorvard* noticed bj bint in fiSSJ poJi. 
9C. Next is a small shop occupied by 
Ebenezer Bowditch, Silver-Bucklc-maker. 

NoM. Eboneier Boirdiich wu fstber of Wm. 
A. Bowilitch. He wan eeveral jean C^itain of 
the Salem Cadets, and wu a prominent and n 
■pectablo citizen. 

S7. Next is a abop owned by Jobi 
Treodwell Esq., and used partly by him as 
a flour ware-house, anil partly by Joseph 
Osgood Jr.. Apothecary. 

Note. Tbis stood where Mn. Bales' brick bnild- 
iug if. John TreadireU was father of Dr. John 
D. Treadwell and grandfatber of tbe lata Dr. John 
O. Tteadwell. Siearni * Waldo occupied it 
one lime as a Drug »tore, and tahMqaentlf Robert 
Brookhonae u a Jewelry stOT«. 

98. Od all this land (under the three 
last mentioned buildings) stood a meeting 
house built in 17.39, in which preached first 
Mr. Fiske who graduated in 1 708, and was 
dismissed. Then Dudley Leavitt, gradua- 
ted in 1739, diod in 1703, aged 42. Then 
John HantingtoD graduated honorary in 
1769, died in 1766. aged 30; then Nathan- 
icl Whitaker. This meeting house was 
burnt down in 1774, Oct 

99. Next to this is a shop occupied by 
Samuel Archer, who sells hardware gi 
Here stood GoL Frye's warehouse- Here

preient William Arcber of South Salem. Col.

100. Next is an English goods shop, oc- 
cupied by Daniel Jenks. 

Daniel Jenka and hi« brother John kept 
dry gooda ahop^, Daniel wu father of Mrs. Pick- 
ering Dodge, Mrs. William lender and Ura. S. 
Dndley Tucker. 

101. Next is a Vendue shop occupied by 
William Lang. 

Note. Wm. Lang wan aon at JeStj Lang, lil- 
Tervmith, who came to Balem from Porlamoalh N. 
H. William lired in the honse near the Catholic 
Chnrch in Federal Street- His danghten attained 
to a remarkable longevity and aoma of them occn. 
P7 that honse now. 

102. Next a small bonse occupied by 
Mrs. Clark, shop-keeper. 

Note. Un. Claik remored to a eltap Ihat stood 
on put of tbe site of Browne'a Block. 

These laat foor ahopi aiood on the site uf the 
brick building alining and we*t of Mr^. Bates's 
bojlding. 

103. On the most of this land (under 
the four last mentioned buildings) stood a 
house built by Gapt. Benj. Pickman in 1714, 
whodiedin 1719. aged 47 He left it to his 
widow and childreu; — she, (daughter of Mr. 
Timothy Lindall.) died in 1737, aged 56, and 
the house came to her children. Here, when 
standing in the entry in a thunder storm in 
June, 1737, Capt Caleb Pickman was killed 
by lightning, aged 22. 

Benj. Pickman the eldest sou lived here 
till the year 1750, when he removed to bis 
new house. He bought all tbe children's 
part; and at the time of his death in 1773, 
the western part was bequeathed to his 
daughter, and tbe eostArn part tQ bis dsu^- 
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ter Trye. This large house was bnrnt in 
Oct 1774. 

104. The next ia u small ehop oooupied 
bj Mr- Blanchard the Barber. 

Note. Hr. Baqj. Blanchard romoved to a shop 
eut of Dr. Loriiig'i hotue. HU hOD^ «m oa the 
coni«r or Federal and Cupcniar atreeu, and i« now 
occupied b; A-gaitua J. Arcbor. Ue w for 
many ;ean Snpenntendent of the AqneducL 
The Ebop U sMuding. and id owned bj Capt. John 
Portej. 

105. The next is a shop occupied by 
James Pope the saddler. These two lust 
stand on the land of Mrs Gardner's beirs. 
Where Pope's shop stands stood in the time 
of the fire, a shop Ifaat was used as a Oua- 
tom-Hooae. This naa pulled down, whtoh 
stopped the ravages of the fire. 

Note. JanlM Fope w>« a Friend and was brotli- 
er to Folger Pope. He owned and oecnpied the 
hooie in Federal street now owned and occnpiod 
hj John Dike. H« removed to a bnildiog near hU 
house and kept his Soddleiy in it, and had s Liv- 
ery Stable in the rear. 

On the site of tbe^ two shopa. Ure. Oilman, a 
Dry Goods denier from Olonceeier, built the pien- 
ent residence of the farailj of the Hon. John O. 
King. 

Ilj6. The next is a brick store owned bj 
Capt Daniel Saunders. Here atood a very 
old houac, owned bj Capt. Saunders's father, 
who was a baker. 

Note. TbiB 'n the building now occupied b; 
Mrs. Diaper and Jesse Smith and Sons. 

107. Next is Mr. Abraham Baud the 
tinman'a house. He bought the land of 
Saunders. 

Note. Now belongs lo Mrs. Downie. 
lOd. llie next ie the widow's of the 
late Clarke Oajton Pickman, who was a 
daughter to Mr. Timothy Ome, a very opu- 
lent merchant, who built it in 1761, and 
died in 1767, aged 51. 

Note. Now owned and occnpiod bj Capt. John 
HoditM. 



109. The next ia owned by the widow of 
the late Timothy Ome, who graduated in 
176!^, and died in 178—, aged 40. This 
house was built by Capt. Timothy Ome, who 
died in 1753, aged 71. 

Note. The old hnilding stands and is occupied 
by Mr. Needbam as a lestaarsDt, Mr. May for sec- 
ond hand fnmitnre, and others. 

110. The next id a shop occupied by Is- 
rael Dodge, Jr. 

111. The next a tailor's shop. 

1 1 2. The next occupied by Abijah Korth- 
ey, all three laat on Lynde's land. 

Note. Part at this ground is now corered hj 
the brick bniiding erected by Joshua Beckrord, and 
bj Robert Peele's hardware store. Sewall Street 
was opened after this and mns ibtongh part o( the 
land. 

1 1 3. The next house was built by H&jer 
Stephen Sewall, who was olerk of the Court. 
Here was born Judge Sewall, graduated in 
1721, and much respected in his day. The 
house was left to Mitchel Sewall, Esq , Clerk 
of the Court, who graduated in 1718, and 
died in 1 748, aged 48. Uia children sold it 
to Mr. William Lynde, graduated in 1733, 
who died in 1752, agvd 38. 

It then came to Judge Lyndi.'. It is now 
owned by Mrs. Oliver, and occupied by Mr. 
inward Barnard, graduated in 1744. 
Note, Hook's bniiding now corers this site. 

114. Mr. Wm. Chandler, the tailor, oo- 
cnpies a shop westward of this. 

Note, Wm. Chandler was Captain of the Sa- 
lem Artillery. 

lid. The Post Office is next, kept by 
Mr. Maaooll Williams, and his dwelling- 
house stands in the rear. Mr. Williams's 
son haa an apothcoary's shop next to the 
Post Office. "The widow Norris lives in old 
house which stands back. 

Note. Isaac Williams, Apothecary, son of Has- 
coll, owned ihia estate, which was bequeathed to 
lbs, George Sandern. ,~. . 
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1 1 6. The next is a shop partly occupied 
by Wm. Archer, who sella English goods, 
and partly by Mr. Sam. Pntnam. the La»- 
yer, who giaduattd in 1787.

117. The next and corner bouse is a 
very old one; was built by Mr. Deliverance 
Parkman, Merchant, who died in 1715, aged 
64. It was purchased by Francis Clarke, 
who married a daughter of Colonel Barthol- 
omew Gedney: his son John Clarke, owned 
it. Mr. Francis Clarke and family, and his 
Bisl«r the widow Anderson, live in it at this 

Note. Tliis old house most be well remembered 
by manj of the presoet gunentJoTi. Shepard'a 
Blofk now roven the land. 

118. On the south aide of the street, 
dicectly opposite to this honse, lives Mr. 
William West in the western part, and .Mr. 
Abijah Nortbey in the eastern — both shop 
keepers. This house was built by Mr. 
West's bther and undo; upon the death of 
the uncle, the late David Nortbey. watch- 
maker, bongbt bis part The present Abi- 
jab bought out the other heirs. Capt Sam- 
uel West, &theT of William, was a saddler 
and died in 1776, at an advanced age. 

Note. The weBtern end of Ihii hoote ii now 
occupied by the daughters of the late Joshna Ward 
and the ea«Mni by lit.

119. 1-^t of this is a brick st«rc, 
owned by Mr. William Cabot. 

Note. Now occnpied and owned by Timothj 
O'Connell, Bool aiiid Shoe-maker. 

120. East of tbia stands Mr, William 
Cabot's mansion-house, built by his grand- 
father John Cabot, merchant, who was a 
Jerseyman. llie boose was built in 1700. 
Cpon the death of Mr. Cabot, his son Fran- 
cis Oabot Esq., an eminent merchant , bongbt 
it of the heirs. He died In 1786. aged 70. 



His son William now owns it He is a 
bachelor. Mrs. Cabot, wife of John, lived 

< the great age of 94. 

Note. Waa the reaidence of Daniel Jenks, theo 
of 8. Dndle; Tncker, and now occupied by Mn.

121. East of this lives Capt Benjamin 
Carpenter, who married a Qerrisb. This 
house was built by Dr. John Cabot, Physi- 
cian, graduated in 1724. He died in 1749. 
aged 44. His widow lived here until 1764, 
when she died, and left the house to her bus- 
band's brother, Francis Cabot Esq Itoame 
to the children of Judge Lowell, who mar- 
ried Susan, daughter of Franois Cabot Esq. 
He sold it to Carpenter. 

Note. Mechanic Hall bailding now occupiei 
tbia site. Capt. Carpenter remoTed to the honse 
in Federal street now owned and occnpied by Mi- 
chael Shepard Eaq. At^er Capt. Carpenter re- 
occupied bj many tenant*, till it 
gave place to the present biulding. 

Crombie afreet waa opened after tbia. 

This bnilding waa remoTed to Tapleyrille, North 
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122. The next was built by Benjamin 
MarstoB, Esq., graduated in 1716, and High 
Sheriff of Essex. He sold it and removed 
to Marblebead. Samuel Gardner, Esq., 
graduated in 1732, bought it of Colonel 
Marslon. He waa one of the most accurate 
merchants in New England, and acquired a 
very handsome estate. Extremely devoted 
to interest, and though every way qualified 
to serve bis country, never intermeddled in 
any public business. He died in 1769, aged 
G7. Wild Gardner, a bachelor, owns this 
house. He lives in it with his first consia, 
Capt Thomas Lee, who is a merchant, with 
a considerable family. On this spot stood a 
brick house, built by Colonel Marstou'a fath- 
er, but it stood no great while, the bricks be- 
ing bad.

It 
it now occapied b; Uuliell and Longee. cahinot- 
maken and others. Beiy'u Crombie converted it 
JDto a taTom and it wai for manj yean a noted and 
reipectable one, kepi bj bim and athen. 

123. The Doxt honse ia more than 100 
years old; btit trom the many alterations it 
has ondergme, hu the appearance of a mod- 
em houBe. It was bnilt by the ancient fam- 
ily of Higginson. Here lived Capt. John 
Htgginson, who died in 171B. aged 42. 
Here lived his rod, John Higginson, Ksq., 
graduated in 1717, Begiater of Deeds forEa- 
sex. Here lived Stephen Higginson. Esq.. 
Judge of the inferior Court. He died in 
1 761, aged 45. John died in 1 746, aged 47. 
Francis Cabot, son of Joseph Cabot, bought 
this house of the Higginsons, to whom he 
was related. Cabot sold it to the present pos- 
sessor, Mr. John Jenks, about three years ago. 

Note. John Jenka, brother of Daniel, wai an im- 
porter and seller of Eoglith goods. Un. George 
A. Wiae and others aoir occupy ibe bnildiog. 

124. The next is a brick house, built by 
Capt Bichaid Derby in 1763, in which bis 
son in law, Dr. John Prince, lived till 1775, 
when he went to Halifax at the time of the 
Bevolntion. This house was sold last year 
to Mr. Abel Lawrence the distiller, former- 
ly of Groton. The land was bought of the 
Higginsons. 

Note. John Jewett nowowna this and it iaoccn- 
pied hj Carrier and Uillett for the (ale of fumi- 

126. The next honse was bnilt by a Mr. 
Flint in 1707, and purchased by Samuel 
Barton, Esq., brother of Colonel Thomas 
Barton, who sustained the oharaoter of an 
honest merchant, and died in 1772, aged 84. 
His only eon and child inherited this house. 
He was a selectman and oaptun of a ooin- 
fiany, and died of the small-pox, in 1773, 



aged 36. The house is now owned and in- 
habited by his nidon. 

Note, The Independent Coagiegalional Cliorch 
Blaoda in the rear or wliere llie Burton honse wai. 
The jard In front of the chnreh was tbe site of the 
hoiue. 

1 26. The next is a large briok house, 
built by Mr. John Appklon, graduutcd in 
1757, sou of Kcv. Nathan Applcton of Cam- 
bridge, and grand.son of Hon. John Apple- 
ton of Ipsffieh. He is an English gooda 
mcTchaat 

Note. Now owned and occupied hy Dr. George 

1 27. The next ia Mr. John Norria'^, built 
in 1780, on the spot where stood a house 
owned by John Appleton, and occupied by 
Sam. Hall, the first printer in Salem. That 
house was burned in tbe 1774 fire. It was 
built by Mr. Nathaniel Ropes in 1726. He 
died in 1762, aged GO. His son sold it to 
Mr. Applcton. with tbe land on which Ap- 
ple ton's house stands. 

Noie. Bemoved to the rear on Barton Sqoani 
bj Dr. Choate when he erected the present brick 
building on its aite. 

128. The nest is a large brick house 
owned by Major John Hathome. Here stood 
a bouiie built by Mr. Daniel Cbecver, which 
was burnt in 1774. 

Note. Col. John Hailiome occupied iliiH as a 
reeidence and drj goodu store till he removed to his 
farm on the neck. Mr. John Kinsman demoliitlicd 
it when ha erected (he Brown Stone Block, now 
owned by Mr. George Creamer. 

Tbe brick honse opposite is now owm-d and oc- 
cupied bj Gen'l Darid Putnam. 

1 29. You now come (o Mr. Henry Bust's 
house: brick house before described. I omit- 
ted inserting a brick house built three years 
ago by Mr. Matthew Mansfield, in this same 
street, directly opposite Major Hathome'a 
house, and occupied by Mr. Ncwball, a tin- 
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Mr. John Norris aged 40, ruecd his estate 
in the Kevolntionaiy War. 

I have DOW deaoribed the stieet whioh ffaa 
paved in 1773; and whose ancient inhabi- 
tants were the &milies of Batter, PicVman, 
Farkman, Sewall, Maratou, Ome, Oabot, 
Weet, Barton, Higginson. This street vas 
formerly a swamp. 

I shidl now b^n with the street, direotlj 
East of the one first described. A laao aepar- 
atos Capt. Benj'n West's boose from Qiffiiida. 
This laiie is called Loader's Lane, from an 
old man Loader, a barber. 

£lm Stre*t wu called Lodder'g Line, Ward'i 
Line, uidOdgood'aLane; Pluik AUej Luia,fkvn 
iu b&<ring a plank tide walk od ita Eaatetn lide. 
The old man, George Lowder lired on the We«teni 
comer where the West house ii. 

Extracted firom minutes now before me, 
taken at the time. On the dth of Aogust, 
1708, Sir. Veren Lindall went fircm Salem 
to Haverhill; on the 29tb the French and 
Indians attacked the tewn of Haverhill, and 
Mr. Lindall was killed, it being earl; on the 
sabbath morning; on the 31st, Mr. Lindall 
vas interred. His two brothers James and 
Timotb J attended the funeral of their broth- 
er. Tercn Lindall was l>orn on the 12th of 
Jul;, 1689: kiUed 29th August, 1708, aged 
20. The famous Indian Chief Aesacanibuit 
was at Haverhill fight Veren Lindall 
marched from Salem under command of Capt. 
Walter Price. 

In the street first mentioned in this book, 
Oapt Thomas Mason, aged 70, is the oldest 
male inhabitant Opposite to the tavern 
kept b; Capt Benj'n Webb, and on the wa- 
ter, at about 800 yards from Webb's tavern 
due south is a market )>egun; the subscrib- 
ers 40. The market was nused on the 24th 
October, 1793.

I have sent you 
five letters and we have not had bo likely an 
opportunity of a lettera getting home as this 
i a; on the eighth of December we came out of 
Cape Olear and on the 27th of the same in 
Ut " 37' and 38' I^n 4 We fell in with the 
ship Fone Capt John Lee from Liverpool 
monnting twenty six pounders and bound for 
New York. Wo engaged him warmly for 
three hour glasses When wo received an nn- 
lucky shot which carried away onr mainmas 
overboard and we was obliged to strike to 
him tfl keep na till the neit day when he 
took out onr guns and amunition and gave us 
ojr eehooner for to make the beat of our way 
home, on the 6th of January in Lat 39' and 
SO'Jxin'we fell in with the ship Fanny 
Capt Wignal from New York he took ns and 
carried na to Liverpool where we arrived the 
29tb of January and was put into prison 
where we was kept for three months; on the 
Gth of May we were taken out, and put on 
board of a tender, on the second of May we 
arrived in Plymonth.on the 4lh we was com- 
mitted to Mill Friaon where we still remain 
and are likely to for lifetim-: for what we 
know of, or at leaat till the war is over and 
how long that will be God only knows, but 
I hope and trust in Qod it will come aooner 
than we expect.

TOTsity, in the olaas of 1818, for man; years 
ft shipmosUr in active businesB, ind died in 
hia native city, Feb. 6. 1842. 

Hia mother, Uary Bemis Wheatland, the 
daughter of John and Anna (Bemis) Bichard- 
Bon, was bom Feb. 17, 1795, and died at 
Newton, December 31st. 1834. 

Biohard, being thus about 4 years old at 
the ttmi of his mither'd death, waa plaoed 
in the charge of his aunt, tin. Nathaniel 
Bemis, then living in Watertown, and he 
there remained until April 1836, when his 
father reroored to Salem, bringing with him 
Richard, and his only brother Stephen Q. 
Wheatland. They took up their rosidonce 
in the house in Essex Street which has been 
for so many years in the occupation of the 
Wheatland family, and Richard ooatinued to 
make that his home until the time of his 



In 1836 he commenced his attendance at 
the school of Miss Uehitable Higginson, for 
many years a noted teacher in Salem, which 
he left in 1340 to enter the Latin Grammar 
School, then kept by Ur. Oliver Carlton, to 
prepare for College. 

Here he spent sis years. He was a bright 
and active boy, lively, vivacious, full of an- 
imal spirits, always ready for fun or frolic, 
aod enjoying to the utmost all youthful sports 
and amusements. Id 1846 he entered Har- 
vard College, graduating in 1350. His Col- 
1^ life passed qnietly and pleasantly away. 
Devoting himself with regularity to the or- 
dinary branches, but inclining rather to a 
oourso of reading outside of the required 
college studies, he maintained a fur position 
in his class. Here he had ample opportuni- 
ty to indulge hid social tastes, and he won 
tht respeot and esteem of his classmates by 
his unafieeted kindness, his genial courtesy. 



the pleasant humor which pervaded his con- 
versation, and by a purity of oharaoter as 
conspionous in his college life as it was 
throughout his career. Here too he formed 
many and lasting friendships, not only with 
his own classmates bat with members of oth- 
er classes with whom he came in contact. 
In the TCColleotioD of these college days he 
found much pleasant food for reflection and 
conversation, during the long siekness which 
preceded his death, when confined to his house 
and deprived of his accustomed means of 
employment. 

Upon leaving College he made ohoioe of 
the profession of medicine, and entered the 
Tremont Medical School at Boston in 1860, 
remaining there abont three years attending 
the lectures, and otherwise pursning bis 
studies with great energy aod diligence. 
He then determined to reside for a IJmc in 
Europe, in order to avul himself of the ad- 
vantages which were there offered to a etn- 
dont of medicine, and he accordin^y left 
this country in 1853. He remained in 
Europe about two years, spending most of 
his time in Paris, reading, attending the leo- 
tures, and visiting the Hospituls. He led, 
while in Paris, a qniet, sober life, laboring 
diligently. Before his return to Amerioa he 
visited Italy, Germany. Switzerland and Ire- 
land, and made a pedestrian t«ur across the 
Alps, a journey to which his ardent love of 
natural scenery lent a peculiar charm. 
"Two months and more," he writes in a fa- 
miliar letter, " wo spent among the Alps, foot- 
ing it among the mountains with knapsack 
and alpenstock, and never can I hope to realize 
80 much pleasure from any other journey I 
may take. We visited nearly all the most 
interesting portions of theAIps, the Oberlaud, 
the Mont Blanc Range, Mt Rosa, the great 
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St. Bernard, the Bouthern slopes, even more 
beautiful than those of the north, the bills of 
Piedmont, less visited but not less deserving, 
the Italian lakes Orta, Lugano, Maggioro aod 
Como, where one sees tbe beautiful oontrast 
of a tropioal vegetation overshadowed b; snow 
covered mountains, and tbe Swiss lakes whioh 
rival their soathem sisters: indeed that of 
Looeme is in my opinion the finest of all." 

Id 1855 be returned to Salem, aod imnie- 
diatel; oommcnced the practice of his pro- 
fesuoD, taking an office upon Esses street 
Soon finding, however, that the condition of 
his health was such as to prevent him from 
discharging hia duties aa a physician, he 
was forced to abaudon all hope of active 
practice, and accordingly gave up his offiee 
and removed his medical library to his resi- 
dence. But his active mind could not long 
lemain without some object of interest and 
inquiry, and he soon began to turn his atten- 
tion to eoientifio pursnits. Led by early oa- 
Bootations to feel an ardent interest in the 
f(»tanes of the Kssex Institute, he found in 
the hours spent in these rooms an employ- 
ment which was at once congenial to his 
tastes and wfaioh afforded him a special grat- 
ificatioo as aiding in carrying out the ob- 
jeots of the Institution. 

In Hay 1866 he was elected curator of 
Ichthyology and afterwards of Herpetoli^, 
and in May 1859 was made Cabinet Keep- 
er, whioh offices he held until the time of 
his decease. He now devoted much of his 
time to (be care and management of the co- 
ological specimens, and to a general study of 
tite animal kbgdom, turning his attention 
largely to reptiles and fishes, and making a 
special study of the Batrachians, particularly 
of onr own native speoiee. In 1B58 he en- 
tered the scientific school as a student in zo- 



ology under Prof. Agassit. Here his first 
studies were directed to fishes, taking for 
this purpose the &mily of the Silniidae, 
and as he had at his command the specimea 
belonging to the Smithsonian Institute oa 
well as those in Prof. Agassiz' museum, he 
was making from this lai^ and rich ool- 
leotion a most thorough oxamiuation of the 
skeletons of the various genera for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining their limits. He was 
interrupted however by the removal of Prof. 
Agassiz to the new building, the Museum of 
Comparative Zoology. In this he took a 
deep interest, assisting with the utmost ual 
in arranging the specimens, and laboring to 
BO much purpose as to call forth subsequent- 
ly from Prof. Agassis the remark that E>r. 
Wheatland was in some respects the most 
valuable student he had ever had. This 
work occupied several months, and it is 
probable that his labors at that time taxed 
too severely a constitution little able at any 
time to bear severe and protracted exertion. 

After the arrangement of the specimens 
in the new building, at tho request of Prof. 
Agaasiz, Dr. Wheatland took charge of the 
fieptiles, and began the study of the Tur- 
tles; but while thus engaged his falling 
health admonished him to give up his stu- 
dies, and to seek relief from the symptoms 
of pulmonary oonanmption, whioh then be- 
gan to seriously develope tbemBclveB, by a 
visit to a warmer climate. 

In December I860 he sailed for liuenos 
Ayres, remaining there for a few weeks and 
returning to Salem, June 1861. His hopes 
of relief from this voyage were utterly vain. 
A rough and tempestuous passage both going 
and returning, and the exposure to which be 
was subjected gave the final blow to his health, 
and he camo back to his friends and borne to 
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die. For a time be waa able to walk about 
tot n short distance, but be waa soon confined 
to bis house, rarelj going oat except Tor on oo- 
camonal ride. He lingered thus for Beveral 
months, and on the 21st day of December, 
1863, be passed quietlj to his rest. 

Sach ia the brief record of the career of 
our friend, the upright christian maa, the 
thorough and truthful Totary of eoie 
Had his life and heHlth been spared him. he 
would doubtless have taken bis pbioe among 
the most distinguished naturalists of the o 
try. Upon his private obaraoter it is nnuec- 
easary to dilate. Prom bis earliest boyhood, 
all, who have known him, will remember his 
genial and pleasant disposition, his kind and 
hearty ways. The tenacity with which Dr. 
Wheatland clung througbont bis life to bis 
early friendships and associstions, was one of 
the most marked features of his character. 
It always seemed to ^ve him the greatest de- 
light to recur to the scenes and inoidents of 
his early life. His schoolmates, the old 
places which he bad been accustomed to visit, 
the fields and hills over which be used to roam, 
all were embalmed in his memory. Nor was 
it to his intimate friends alone that be dis- 
played die natural kindness of his dispomtion. 
His sympathies and kindly feelings were be- 
MQWod upon all with whom he came in contact. 

No vices marred the symmetry of his hfe. 
His daily walk was equally irreproachable, 
when living alone iu the cities of Europe, as 
here amidst the restraints of bis own New 
England home. Though sufiering from ill 
bealtb during a large portion of his life, yet 
suob work as be was able to do, he did with his 
best efibrt. He bore bis lot with firmness, 
and when at last the conviction came to him, 
tbat he must soon rest from his labors, it 
brought with it no despondency nor discour-

agement. During his last and linftjeriug siok- 
nese nothing oould exceed the cheetfulnesB, 
with which he bore the confinement so foreign 
to his tastes and habits. Patience, a quiet 
resignation, an un&ltering trust, an unheota- 
ting faith sustained him in his downward pas- 
sage, and as his bodily frame grew weaker, 
his spiritual nature seemed to become daily 
stronger, and to shine fortb irith a yet higher 
and brighter light. 

Let us fiud some consolation tar the loss of 
our friend, in the reflection that he has left be- 
hind faim the memory of a life so pore and 
full of usefulness. S. 

II. 

Daniel Chdtb Pkrkins, M. D., of South 
Danvers, was bom Nov. 11, 1824, at Boy- 
alstoQ, Worcester County, Mass. He was 
the second son of Rev. Ebeneier Peridns, 
for many years a settled clergyman of that 
place, and Amelia Pariah Perkins. Eia 
father was bom at Topsfield in this oounty in 
1794, graduated at Dartmouth college io 
1S14 — studied his profession at the Theolog- 
ical Institution in Andover — was ordained 
minister of the church at Royalston Feb. 17, 
1819; and died Dec. 8, 1861. His mother 
was 'the daughter of Ariel Parish who was 
bom at Lebanon Conn., Nov. 29, 1764, 
graduated at Dartmouth in 1788, was or- 
dained minister of the ohuroh at Manchester 
Mass., April 4, 1792, and died May 20, 1794. 

Dr. Perkins received his academic educa- 
tion at the academy, in Keeae N. H. where 
he remained until, in September 1844, he 
was admitted to the Freshman olass of Am- 
herst College. Here he pursued his studies 
with some interraptions for about two years, 
when impaired health compelled him to leave 
college. 
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Hia ardent Dature ooald not endure tbe 
delay whioh he thus aofiered in the prepara- 
tioD for the active dntiea of life; ao that, as 
soon as bis health pennitted, ho reBolved at 
onoe to oommenoe the atudj of medicine, hh 
chosen profession. He attended his first 
eoorse of leotares at one of the smaller In- 
idtaticas of New England, hot finally en- 
tered the Medical School connected with Haf 
Tard Univerdty, and in due time, received 
the degree of Doctor of Hediciuo, Us diplo- 
ma bearing dale, Harob 8, 1850' For a 
short time he redded as a phyweiatt at Spring- 
held, but a favorable opening oocarring, he 
soon removed toKn&eld. Here he endured 
the fatigues of a most laborious practice nn- 
til November 1851, when drcnmstances in- 
dnced him to seek a wider and more lucra- 
tive sphere. 

PrevioQB to his removal to South Danvers 
in August 1855, he attended an additional 
course of medical lectures at Philadelphia de- 
voting himself especially to the study of Sur- 
gery, and in repeated instanoea he hait aiace 
given proofs of high attainments in this de- 
partment of his professon. 

He was married Nov. 1, 1860, to Hiss 
Mehitable C. Prootor, daughter of Abel 
Proctor Esq., of South Danvers, who sur- 
vives him. His progress though slow was 
sure, and his practice bad largely, and of 
late rapidly increased, the world seemed 
bright before him for a brilliant career of use- 
fnllness, when he was suddenly out off by 
the untimely band of Death, with scarcely a 
warning to his friends, on the 3d of Novem- 
ber 1863, at his reridenoe in South Danvers. 
At the time of his decease he was filling tbe 
offices of ChairmsD of tbe Board of Health, 
and member of the School Committee. He 
He was a firm friend of eduoadon, and bis 



the latter board will mias in Mm 
a wise counsellor who faithfully and ably 
performed its duties. He did not seem to 
take a mere mercenary view of fais profession, 
he regarded it as a great science, adapted to 
the alleviation of human snffering, and fit to 
occupy the attention of the highest order of 
intellect. He therefore tiilbfiilly kept up 
with the literature of this and kindred scien- 
ces, and continued studiously, to the last, to 
enrich his own mind out of its treasuries of 
knowledge.

JoHH Browh Pbabodv of South Danvers, 
was bom Oct. 5. 1823, at Danversport. His 
parenta were John Peabody, son of John and 
Lydia (Balch) Peabody of Top^ld, well 
remembered as a most estimable citiaon, of 
decided force of cbaraoter^ and Margaret 
Brown Peabody daughter of Stephen Brawn 
of Hamilton. When he was quite young tbe 
family removed to tbe village of South Dan- 

At Bobool be was marked among his fal- 
lows, as a boy of most brilliant parts and 
this intellectual superiority showed him to be 
one eminently well fitted for the higher semi- 
naries of learning. This circumstance induced 
his parents to sond him to the Topsfielrl 
Academy, to acquire the preparatory educa- 
tion for admission to college — be had there 
made considerable progress when the siokness 
and death of his father caused a change in 
the plans of his lifb; he tnmed his atten- 
tion to business in his native town, and when 
quite a young man, entered into a partner- 
ship with Mr. A. P. Fbillips. Afler having

At the Bar Mr. Peabody fliUy jnstified 
the expectations of bis friends. Hia mind 
eanly grasped the great principles of law, 
and be aoqnired at onoe a respectable potation 
among his brethren. His social qualilieH led 
him to take a large interest in whatever oon- 
oemed bis native town. He was frequently 
called upon to fill offices of tnut and re^n- 
tdbility, was repeatedly a member of tbe 
School Committee, and of the committee and 
Trustees of the Peahody Institute. He also 
acted fbr aeveral years as the legal adviser of 
the town. Generonty formed a most promi- 
nent and noble trait in bis obaraoter, and 
none in need of asaislanoe ever applied to 
bim in vain. He died at his rasidenoe in 
South Danvere Nov. 4, 1863, leaving a wid- 
ow and an adopted child.

Gilbert Grafton Nkwhall, son of Gil- 
bert and Elizabeth (Symonds) Newball was 
bom at Salem Mase.. Aug. 9, 1801. 

Hie &ther Gilbert Newhall was the son of

and was bom in Saogos Mass. Oct. 10, 1775; 
came to Salem in 1783 with his hihei whom 
be fluooeeded in 1798, in keeping the Idvery 
Stable in Washington street, on tbe Rea Es- 
tate; married Oct 7, 1800, BUiabeth Sy- 
monds, and died Oct 15, 1868, at his i«8i- 
dence in Salem. 

He attended the school of Master John 
H. Read, (near the First Baptist Heetmg 
House) and when Mr. R. relinquished bis 
school in 1811, entered the Latin Grammar 
School then under the charge of Mr. Moses 
Stephens formerly of Andover Mass. He 
left sobool in 1815, and entered the connting 
room of Thomdike Detand, afterwards made 
several voyages to India as clerk and snper- 
oargo; then became assooiated with Mr. T. 
Deland in the auodon and oommisaon busi- 
ness — this connection continued until the 
death of Mr. Deland, Oct. 17, 1833; he 
then pursued this business alone for several 
years, and Goally became tbe agent for the 
sale of Gunpowder, manufactured at Lowell 
by Oliver M. Whipple, Esq., and in this 
agency be remained until his decease which 
oocnrrad at hia resideooo in Salem, December 
5, 1863. 

He married April 14, 1829, Elizabeth 
Gndicott Gray, daughter of James and Eliz-

Chableb Mosxs Bndicott, son of Moses 
and Anna (Towne) Gadioott, was born in 
Danvers, Mass.

He was edocated principally nt Andover 
Academy and at Mr. Tappan's school at Sa- 
lem.

in the Pepper trade at Sumatra as captain 
and Buperoargo. In the spring of 1836, he 
was oboeen cashier of the Salem Bank, and 
con^nned in that office until tbe spring of 
1868, when he resigned. He was President 
of the Salem East India Marine Society from 
Jan'y 1839, to Nov, 1866, and whs honored 
with other important places of trust in this 
ci^. 

. He married June 8, 1818, Sarab Bolland 
BIythe who died at Salem in 1859. They 
bad two children, Chailea Edward, and In- 
goraoll Bowditch. 

The tastes of Mr. E, were literary, with 
strong proolivitiea of an antiquarian cast. 
He was also a good mathematician and uavi- 
ptor. Hifl chart of the west ooast of Suma- 
tra from Analaboo to Sinkel, ia a valuable 
oonlrihudou to the knowledge of that ooast. 
it has been highly ^preeiated and much used 
by navigators; has passed throogh several 
editions, tbe first was published in 188S, tbe 
last in 1847.

OioRSi OsoooD of Danvers. tfaoogh dot- 
«r enrolled as a member of the Eseei loati- 
mte, always took a deep interest in some of 
tbe departments ; at the Field MeeHngt, he 
was a freqaeat attandant and delighted to 
join in the botanioal rambles and dieensaons; 
bis aged form will be missed bringing to the 
table, bis box of flowers, the result of the 
forenoon's gleanings for his friend Tracy or 
Phippen to explain when failing years pre- 
vented him from responding in person; a 
pasBiDg tribnte is thus due to his memorj. 

Dr. Oc^ood was son of George and Elis- 
abeth (Otis) Osgood, and was bora at Fair 
Haven in this Sute, Hsreb 26, 1784. 

His father, son of Dr. Joseph Osgood of 
Andover, and brother of Dr. Joseph Osgood 
of Danvera and Salem, oommenced the prac- 
tice of (be nedioal professioD, in Fatrhavea 
and New Bedford, where he resided for some 
Ume: — at the request of his Cither, here- 
turned to Andover and settled in the North 
Parish and was for many years a reepeotable 
praotiliooer; he died Oct 24, 1828, aged 65 
leaving four sons, George, a physidan in Dan- 
vera, tbe subject of this notice, Joseph Otis, 
pbyiinan in BenniDgtoa, Benjamin in the 



meroantile bmnnesB, and J<du, a pbyrieiaii in 
Lovewell, Me., and four daughters. Hiamotb- 
er, Elisabeth Otis, was daughter of Gen'L

He studied medidne with his father and

At the early age of mghteen, during the 
intermission of his medical stadieB, we find 
him keeping the District Schools in our ru- 
ral towns. 

In the early part of this ceDtar; he Ten- 
ded for a fow years at Hamilton and then be- 
came Hoqaainted with tbe Rev. Dr. M. Ont- 
lerf who may be justly termed, the father of 
American Botany, and from his Upa reonved 
instnicdon and acquired that love for the 
study of nature, more especially tiiat of flow- 
era, which continued through a long life and 
which was the solace of many hoars tS tar- 
nm and affliction in his declining years. On 
all suitable occasions he was accustomed to 
allude to Dr. 0. with much respect and es- 
teem, regarding him as hia great teacher and 
recalling pleasing reminisoenoea of his per-

He also mentioned, 
with pride the name of Willism Oakea of 
Ipswiofa, a native of Danven and one of one 
mOBt distingaished New England Botanists, 
who was aocnstomed to oonsnlt him in early 
life on botanical nibjecta, and ramble togeth- 
er in quest of plants, soon the {Ki|ni he wonld 
remark, became in torn the teacher. Hia 
knowledge of the Flora of this vitnnit; was 
extenfflve, and he alwaya took pleasnre in 
directiDg the stadeat or collector to the local- 
ities of onr rarer plante. He was aocattoraed 
at each annual Festiral of the Easez Agri- 
oaltnial Society, to bring hU bonqueta of 
native plants for exhibition ; thoagh many 
of the fiowera were not so gorgeous and 
splendid as their congener apeoiea of the gar- 
den or greenhoose, yet he prised them highly 
and oonddered thera, more deserving the at- 
tention of onr amateur gardeturt andfloritU 
than baa heretofore been given. Jacob Big- 
low M. D. of Boston, in the preparation of 
his "Florula BoBtoniensis," was indebted to 
him for mnob valnable information. 

He pnbtished in 1820, "An address deliv- 
ered in Danvers before the society in that 
town, for suppressing Intemperance and oth- 
er vieea and for promoting Temperance and 
general morality April 25, 1820 ;" also in 
1855, "Historical sketch of School District 
number thirteen, Noith Danvers or Danvers 
Plains." He also has written oocasionally 
for the public prints, notioes of the flowering 
of many of our native plants with their lo- 
calities. 

He removed to Dsnvers in 1805, and be- 
came a practitioner of medicine. At one 
period of his career, his praalioe was very 
extenave, including in its drcnit, several of 
the adjcnuing towns. 



Here he continued to roade until his de- 
cease which took plaoe May 26, 1863. He 
married 1st, March 25, 1807. Sally Web- 
ster, daughter of Luke and Saiab (Holteo) 
Webster, and grandanghter of Hon. Samu- 
el Holten of Danvers; she died Sept. 27, 
1821, leaving no children — He married 
2ndly, March 12 1822, Nancy, daughter of 
Mosesand Anna (Towne) Eodioott; bom Aug. 
81, 1788, she survives, ead also a daugh- 
ter, Barah Ann, who remdes in Danvers, and 
a son, Moses Endicott, who is connected in 
bnriness in Boston. (See "The Endicott 
Family" by C. M. Endicott, in New Eng- 
land Hist. Oen. Roaster, vol. I, page S42) 

On a pleasant afternoon near the close of 
the mouth of May, his remains were taken 
from the church where tbe last funeral rites 
were performed and depoated in tbe Holten 
Burial ground, and according to bis final re- 
quest, iMuquets of native plants, mingled 
with those of the garden and greenbouse, 
were placed around. Thus has passed away 
one, who, at tbe age of nearly fonr score 
years, retained tbe love of flowers and of 
nature acquired in early manhood. He was 
the last of those who were associated with 
tbe fothers of the repnbUe.

Thouas Tkabk, son of Job and Jane (Di- 
mon) Trask, was born at Salem, May 25, 
1792. His fother, a master mariner, was 
son of Job and Martha (Gray) Tiask, and 
died at sea Feb. 1808. His mother, daugh- 
ter of Benjamin and Jane (Mugford) Dtmon.

He atended successively tbe schools of 
Masters Gray and Southwick, two of the no- 
ted teachers in Salem at that period, and in

1805, went into the store of hie anote Israel 
Pntnam. Id this place he oontiaued for 
fleren years. In 1813, he iraa olerk in the 
private armed vossel Brig Enterprise, John 
R. Morgan, Commander — was taken pris- 
oner and carried into Hati&z ; subsequent- 
ly was for some time a clerk in the Post Office 
aoder Joseph E Sprague, and also in the 
office of the Clerk of the Courts for B^ 

In 1816, he went to Surinam, and conlin- 
ned to reside there until 1840, successfully 
engaged in mercantile and commercial pur- 
iniits. In 1819, he received the appointment 
from Preddent Monroe of the United States 
Consulship at Surinam, and continued to dis- 
idtaige the duties of that office, !n a highly sat- 
is&otory manner, uudcr different successive 
administrations, for a period of twenty-one 
years, when he resigned. 

In 1841, having obtained a competency, 
he returned to Salem, to pass the remainder 
of his days, in the quiet retirement of hia na- 
tive place; and on the 2d of May, 1842, 
married Eliza W. daughter of Charles and 
Lydia R. (Shillaber) Treadwell of Salem 
She snrvivea and several children. 

Be had been a member of both branches 
of the City Government of Salem — a Coun- 
dlman, in 1846, and an Alderman in 1847- 
1849-1860-1851-1852, and had also been ap- 
pointed to other places of honor and trust. 
He died after a long illness, at his residence 
in this city, December 19, 1363. 

He had been a member of the Institute for 
several years preceding his death, and evinced 
bis interest iu the success of the Institution 
by his constant attendance upon the meetings, 
his frequent visits to the rooms, and his con- 
tribution of specimens to the Cabinet, and to 
the Library.

MATERIALS FOR THE fllHTORY Of 
SHIP BUILDING IN SALEM.

No. 1. 

Shipa have been built in Salem almost 
(roiD the earliest period in her hinlorj. ti) the 
present lime. The extent to which Ma husi- 
noas has been oomluctad. hti't varied in dif- 
fereol periodii; probably during Ihat, which 
includes the fifty years immediately following 
the peace of the Revolution in 1783, this 
bnaness was very Buccessfulty pursued, and 
more vessels were conslnicted than at 
other interval of the same duration. Many 
persons engaged in the various branches of 
industry connected with the coni'truction and 
equipment of vessels, induced by the open- 
ing of the Bast India and other trades, at thai 
time.snocessfuUy conducted by our merchants, 
came to Salem, established themselves in bus- 
iness and have contributed largely to its pros- 
perity. 

Oar gleanings have been principally limit- 
ed to this period, which may be considered as 
the " Commereial," and at this time (he 
commerce of Salem was very extensive, and 
she was ranked among the Brst commercial 
places in the nnion — her ships were found 
in nearly every port, and her sails whitened 
nearly every sea in distant parts of the g 

We propose in these sketches to subdivide 
onr subject by localities, and to enumerate 
under each respectively, the several vessels 



there built, noting many valuable and inter- 
esting facts and statistics in relation thereto, 
iged partly in a tabular form, and partly 
in notes; the same are accompanied with 
bKef notices of the several master builders 
and others, so far as we have been able to ob- 
tain the desired information. These sketches 
necessarily very limited, and many fcots 
will bo found to have been omitted, or per. 
haps mistated, that would have otherwise ad- 
ded much to their value ; the compiler is de- 
sirous that all such omissions and mistate- 
ments should be communicated to him, so 
that the same may be inserted in a supple- 
mentary notice ; thereby rendering this por- 
tion of our local history more complete, and 
rescuing much thai might otherwise be lost 
and irrecoverable. 

Many of these localities have, within the 
past few years, been so changed that scarcely 
a single veelige remains, and soon all traces 
will entirely disappear to indicate the nature 
of the previous occnpani^ ; thus afibr^ng il- 
lustrations to what Client the fluctuations of 
business in certain localities are consequent 
upon the inlroduction of new facilities in 
transportation and improved machinery in the 
varions mechanical and other oconpations. 

Venelt buiU by Bbentter Mann, ai

The Brig Hind was made into a Barque 
in 1805, and Capt. James Brace commanded 
ber. 

The Ship Hazard.— This was the first of 
that name. SEe was bailt on a new plan, 
probably Peck's model as it was called, and 
her building was superintended by William 
Cleveland ; — but she proved to be a failure, 
and was sold and went to Newport. The 
second ship Hazard was built in 1799, by 
Retiah Beoket, and was one of the finest 
ships that ever sailed out of Salem, 
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Ship Pompey was sold to Joefaua Ward, 
and made into a Brig, and commanded by 
James Gilohrist. 

The Sch. Eliza was sold to Simon Forrester 
and made into a Brig, and commanded by 
Jeremiah Briggs, and afterwards by Thomas 
Bowditoh. 

The Ship Endeavor is still in existeooe, 
and sails out of New Bedford as a Whaler. 
The ship Hope was sold for a Whaler. 

The Brig Romp was oonSscsted at Naples 
on her first voyage, 1809. 

The Ship Rambler was captnred by the 
British in 1812, whilst under the oommand 
of Capt. Timothy Bryant, and was afterwards 
lost on the Chesterfield Shoals. 

The Brig Cleaner was lost at sea. Her 
Captain was the son of the owner, Joseph 
Winn. 

The Sloop Je^rson, George Crownio- 
shield's pleasure yaoht, was built by Chris- 
topher Turner, on Union Wharf, back of the 
store where Edward B. Lane's Sail Loft now 
is, and' she was launched in March, 1801. 
She was schooner rigged at first, and after- 
wards made into a sloop. Her length was 
35 feet and 10 inches, breadth 12 feet 4 inch* 
es, depth of hold, 6 fhet, burthen 22 15-95 
tons. She is believed to have been the first 
regular yacht built in the United States, and 
the Cleopatra's Barge, built for the same 
owner, the second ; the latter vessel was 
lannohed October 21, 1816 — beautifully 
decorated and furnished throughout most 
splendidly ; she was greatly admired during 
her trip to the Mediterranean in 1817, and 
thronged with people at vnti^voti viaitad.

Before the Bettlement of this now popa- 
lons ngion by European ooloniate, it w&b, oa 
is well known, the donuin of the Naum- 
keegs, a tribe taking its name from Nanm- 
keag, which is now known ae Bass Kver. 
They inhabited that part of Southern Essex 
Gonnty, whiob now comprises Salem. Mar- 
blehead, Beverly. Hanchester, Wenham, 
Danreis and parts of Topsfield and .Middle 
ton. Tliis tribe was under tbe dominion of the 
Sagamoree of Agawam. Pestilenoe had shorn 
Aem of their ancient vigor, and when, in 
1626, Consnt, from Cape Anne, pushed his 
explorations westerly into their country, he 
fonnd them rednoed in onmbers and waring 
with a neigkboring and mnch dreaded tribe. 
The Sagamore, acoordingly, welcomed his 
pale-&oed visitors and hoped, throngh hos- 
pitality to them, to earn an invinoiblB alli- 
ance against his enemies. He made them a 
free grant of tbe entire territory lying be-

tween Gape Anne aad Sangos, embraaing 
this beantifol lalte and stratahing nesriy 
from Agawam or Ipswioh river to the sml 
Two years later oame Endioett, with a dutr- 
ter or grant of all the land " betwven Aree 
miles to the nixthward of Menimao river 
and tbiM miles to the sontbward of Charles 
liver, and in length witkin the deseribad 
breadth, from ths Atlantic Oeeaa to the 
Sonth Sto." And so tine setUenNatt, having 
its origin in an abortive attempt to ^nA a 
fishing o(dony at Oftpe Anna, was Mtahlishsd 
and confirmed and came to be Ibe first pON 
manent settlement in Essex Oou^. 

It is well known bow dqiendent were 4e 
native tribee npon Sshii^ not only u a 
aonroe of fbed, but as foraisbiEg to their 
simple husbandry a flBrtiliiiBg element ftt 
the BoiL In this last r^ard the early eet- 
ders seem to have oo^ed Mtmc eznaple and 
Aeir ohioiuciers apeak of the soil being 
"fidied bat every third year," and of '^trik- 
i«g at everyptaat of com » herring or twtK"

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fifty utd Onnd Basks. Heiue it is euy to 
we how important to them was this large, 
well eheltered, aad easily Darigable hod; of 
water, crowded as it was with animal life. 
And we readily aooept the legend that Wen- 
ham Pond was a favorite fishing ground of 
tiie Naomkeags. 

The anoieat piscatory wealth of these re- 
gions was something which seems almost 
bbnloos to the modem reader. Nanmkeag 
Biver took from the early settlers the name of 
Bass River, because of Uic multitude of Omt 
fish frequenting its waters. Higginson says 
in a letter to England — "whilst I was 
writing this letter, my wifie hronght word 
that the fishers ha^, oanght 1600 basse at 
one draught, which, if they were iu England, 
wen worth many a pound." So Oapt John 
Smith, in his map of our coast, drawn from 
observation in 1Q14, designates this locality 
as Bass table. The ancient chronicles show 
that this abundance was by no means peou- 
Uu to a nngle river, lake or bay. We can 
with difioulty appretnate the condition of 
things whidi led parents, residing along 
the Kerrimao, when binding their children 
as apprentioes, to sUpnlate tiiat they should 
net be compelled to eat Salmon more than 
twice in the week. Tet there are extant 
indentores of apprentioeehip, in which the 
pennricnsness of masters is thus strangely 
antieipated and rebuked. 

To these general remarks Wenham Pond 
was QC exception. The early Statute Books 
teemed with l^islation framed to preteot 
its fisheries, and the recently published 
history of Wenham, speaking of the disap- 
peaiaoce of the alewives, which formerly 
oame up Ipswioh river to spawn in this 
pond, says: "This matter has been aenb- 
jeot of diaeusritm in many town meetings, 



and committees have been agiua and again 
appoint«d to see that the obstruotions were 
removed, and the fish allowed to return to 
their fikvorite haunts. For many years an 
alewife oommittoe was chosen every season, 
as regularly as the Selectmen or School 
Gonimittee." Alewives are spoken of by 
Winthrop in oonneotion with the early agri- 
culture of the colony, and are, donbtless, 
identical with the Uening which SmiUt 
commends as a dressing for the soil 

Whether the fidling off in our fresh water 
fisheries is due to the increased attentions 
of sportsmen or to the diminished vigilance 
of town functionaries, it is oertun Uiat thur 
importance as an element of wealA, has 
been quit« lost eight at, from Uie time when 
foreign oommeroe gave so preponderating as 
interest to the fisheries of the Banks. 
Since the Cod fish b^an to be a staple in 
our trade with Europe and Barbadoes, 
bringing to our bleak shores the generous 
products of the West Indies and die Ued- 
iterranean — since the effigy of the cod-fish 
found its place in our Legislative Hall, and 
npon OUT oolonial oomncy, little thought 
or care has been ^ven to the hnmhlcr claims 
of the fisheries in our lakes and streams. 
Few of ua will hereafter be troubled with 
Salmon from the Uerrimao more than twice 
in the week, yet we, who have been neigh*' 
bors of this lovely lake, know, by the evi- 
dence of more than one of our senses, that 
the splendid pickerel and red-finned pftch 
which helped to people these hill-elopee of 
old with deer-skin wigwams, are not yet ex- 
tinct And if the legendary fiune of tlds fish- 
ing ground needs other support, — if our 
fimcy needs help, in i«-peopling these fields 
with painted warriors and recalling for (he 
moment the Indian bimter enHudiiiig ,fi» 
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wild fevl unong .theie Tory hedges, or si- 
lentlj mtohinft tntt his birah c«oof, the 
wincUng eoanes of his finny riotims, we 
Bttj doabtloM fltid meh aid in the leati- 
mimj of shrils uid urowlKads, of the pon- 
d«nnii lower-jkwi ftod nnmiBtiik&blfl barba- 
rian ikolls, whioh the {dooghabare h&a from 
time to time proCuelj bnnigfat to light. 
These ghastlj relios <if a people who have 
fitded awaj before vs, — tiiese fleshless lips, 
these whitened bones —

The ohams nhiA made this locality a 
farorite resort of the ararient Uad-hoUers 
were not lost upon tiieir puritanical nooea- 
aors. Of tiie Nanmkmg territory that por-- 
tlon'lyiag abont the lake was rery soon peo- 
pled, and was the first to be set off from 
Salem, in 1648, as a distriot |daatation or 
township, by the name oi WmsBut. Five 
Fums lying " at tiie head of Basse Hirer, 
ij the Great Pood side," had been granted 
by Balem to ■■ Oapt Trasko, Jno. Woodber- 
ty, Hr. Oonant, Peter Palfrey and John 
Baloh, eaeh 200 aeres a peise" in 1686, and 
the village tiiereabonts seems to have been 
first known as "Great Pond." The earliest 
settlement of the place is supposed, says 
Dr. AUea, in bis recent history of Wenham, 
te have been made near the lake. Indeed 
the first mention of the plaoe, whioh that 
dOigent historian was aUe to find, while It 
farvesta this spot with a tngio interest, 
gives eoantenasee, at the same time, to the 
.author's hypotheris. The first murder per- 
petrated among the colonists of Hasaachu- 
setta Bay, was committed by JAn Williams 
upon the body of " John Hoddy, near the 
Qfeat Pond." The supposed loeali^ of this 
crine is on the road from Salem to Ipswiob, 



whioh hugs the eastern margin of the Pond, 
and near the present boundary line of Wen- 
ham and Bererly. This line runs due east 
and west, throngh Ht. Pleasant on this, the 
westerly side of the Pond, and near the , 
Brown Oottage od the eaiterly side, and it iB 
related that Hoddy's dog held Williams un- 
til the people ccdleeted, and apprehended 
him. The ol^eot of the crime was plunder. 
So it would seem that the travelled way first 
ipened from Salem to Ipswiob, lay by the 
great pond, SJid that there were, thus eariy, 
near the pond, people onongh within, oall of 
the road, to prevent the esoapo of a crimi- 
nal. As early ae 1644, this road was laid 
out as a highway by the State. 

Our anoeators well desoribed this as the 
Great Popd. It has a surface of about 320 
acres. The oldeat residents upon its mar- 
gin concur in saying, that, in all the vioisi- 
tndes of weather, a few inches will guage 
the fluctuations of its surface, while to re- 
duce it a fbot would require the dravring off 
of 104,044,000 gallons. It haa no tribu- 
tary stream to igorease its liquid store, yet 
it eonstantly feeds Milee River, flowing to 
the east, throngh an outlet whioh is never 
dry. The words "great pond," have a pe- 
culiar interest to the student of Colonial 
History. In the aizteeutb section of our 
first code, established iu 1641, and known 
as the "Body of Liberties," it ia provided 
that " Every inbatutant that is an bonsehol- 
der shall have free fiahing and fowling in 
any great ponds and bays, ooves, rivers," 
Sio., " provided that thia shall not be ex- 
tended to give leave to any man to roam up- 
on others' proprietie without thai leave." 
Having thus broken down all forest and 
game laws and made sporting free to all 
householders, our aneestors opened the doors 
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still wider in 1647, by ui oidiDBnce whuih 
doOsea gmt ponds to be those conUining 
more lliui ten screB, end adds tiiat " the; 
slall be free for any titait to fish aai fowl 
, there, and may puB and repass on foot 
diroi^ any man's proprielie fbr that end, ao 
Uiey treapaes not on any man's oora or 
meadow." Oar ooarta have reoestly. de- 
olared that thie is atill the law, — that pro- 
prielcn of the upland aboat natural ponds 
own only to low-waUir mark, —that Gshing 
and fowling, although tho only uses eoi 
rated, are not the only vaea for which great 
ponds are dedloated to the public, bnt that 
xmong those free uses are boating, bathing, 
skating, preparing flax eutting ioe, and the 
oidinaiy uses of water in mannfaoturee, ag- 
riooltnie, and the domestjo arts. The esU- 
mation in which these privelegcs were held 
by our ancestors may be inferred from the 
&ot that they were guarantied in tho same 
obiter which seourea freedom of apeech in 
ODurte and meetings, freedom of emigration 
and the rights of the public en the sea-shore. 

This Pimd, as we ha*e,aeen, lies low, be- 
ing bnt about thirty-two feet above mean 
h^h tide. More than onoe bare pntjects 
beeo formed for employing its waters in 
.usefol arts. With one of these, as early as 
1802, tie name of Johonnot, whose Fulling 
Mill at the head of Baas River was among 
the first in the eonntiy, was prominently 
woneoted. But, from its want of naturtd 
elevation, Wenbam lake has thus for es- 
caped most of tho utiliiing tendencies of 
the age. All these bills stretching them- 
selves north and south, form a tributary 
water-shed, containing hnndreda of acres 
from which the rains and dews of heaven 
find their way davm to swell ito fonntMns. 

The very foot which destroyed its value 



as a water-power, makes it a store<hoiise fbr 
the waters of a great r^pon. 

Between the lake and the hills, whieh 
form the western limit of this basin, and 
rise at points, from one hniidttd to one hvn- 
dred uid fifty feet above the water, will be 
observed a rare and eiagolar fwnation. 
This ridge, oaJled in :lhc Issgnaf^ of sdenoe 
a Moraine, but populady known here .as 
" Whale's Back," extends »ea>rly the Isi^ 
of the pond from north to aonth. It is gn- 
erally from Bfteen to thirty feet high, is 
hardly wide enough at the top for two horse- 
men to ride abreast, and is said by gvolo- 
giste to be raado up of small boulders and 
gravel of a different (Aaraoter from the na- 
tive stones of this ragion. Its mdee «re 
steep and at some pointe it rans eleaa bf 
liie water's edge, foimisga preoipitMu bank 
for the pond. At otfier pointe it oitwsee 
smooth meodow-Iaad at a distanoo fiom the 
water, suggesting an earth- work thrown np 
for military purposes. Aud onoe it passes 
under the lake, wnoaB the month of : one of 
Uke large bays, and so near the>anT&oe <rf 
the water, that it baa been possible to eras 
on foot over ithis hidden and narrow :eaaB»- 
way from shore to shore. 

This lake will be seen to be quite irreg- 
ular in shafe and much extended frem 
North to South. It has at ita narthern ex- 
tremity a long bay. Unlike the rait ef the 
htmn, this arm or bay is .foaifl to cootsiD 
bnt about ten or fifteen feet of water, aad 
ite banks are low. Around tJie deeper por- 
tions of the lake ito mar^ is often bold 
and pictnresque, and there are pcnnte when 
ite waters seem at some time to bave nned- 
ed from the upland which formed the natu- 
ral limit, leaving between that and the pres- 
ent shore, muy rods of.meadow soaiaely 
uncovered by them. 
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In th« bodjr oi Uie Uke the vator meu- 
uree fram 40 to 6^ feet, but there are spots 
vhere it is said that 75 feet of line have 
fiuled to aonnd. At theee spots the ioe' in 
winter ibrms mnch more slowl; than else- 
wltoK. whiob indioatoB the pieaeiwe of warm 
or moving water. They are known among 
the icemen, as spring holes. It was b; 
skating into one of these that young Shilla- 
bar, a brother of the late Eb«ieaer Shtlla- 
ber, toT many years olerk of our ooirt«, lost 
his life. 

The theory tJiat this pond is fed &om the 
bottom by living springs, is not a new one. 
It is a tradition repeated with eonfitlenoe by 
the (ddeet residents of Ibis locality, aod 
Boppinted by the ohaiaeter of the surround- 
ingrcg^on. SaysAikn, "It issanoaDdedan 
every side by a smooth, gravelly or sandy 
maigiii:" and again, " liie EandAmental rook 
of the town is aienite, of the detritus 
wliic^ its soil is prindpally oomposed." 
And Sir Charles Lyell, tbe eminent BriCMh 
QeoUi^st^ who visited it in 1846, deaoi 
it as " BVDWuidAd with hills of sand and 
gravel ftom 40 to 100 feet high" — from 
mliA and the additional faot that oUwr 
hillslie behind these, the ezisteooe of ^rii^ 
ought :be inCsrred, and adds, " the water is 
always elear and pore, and the bottom odv- 
ered with white quait«se seuuL It is fad 
bjr qnings." 

We hardly wait for a ohemist to tell vs 
that Ais water is pnse. The neighboring 
families use it and oommend it for drinkiiig, 
oookim, and washing. Dr. JaokwMi hae 
jnst analised it and finds it purer than Co- 
ohitnate or Croton. Ihe former of tbeae, 
9hioh is the pur«r, is said to contain from 
3.37 to 6 grains of imparity to the imperi' 
al gallon of ten pounds avoirdapoias, whish 
are eqnal to ?0,')00 grains. 



Dr. JaeksoQ found the lesidanm left on

Sir Charles Lyell, in his American Notes, 
just quoted, had already vomjied for the ab- 
sence of salts, rating no leas an authority than 
Prof. Faraday. He say?, "when a lump of 
Wenham ice has been bronght te Ehigland. it 
does not melt by any means so readily as a 
^milar lump of oommon English ioe. Mr. 
Faraday tells me that Wenfaam Lake Ice ia 
exceedingly pure, being both &ee Stoat ax- 
bubbles and from salts. The presenoe of 
the first makes it extremely difficult to suc- 
ceed in making a lens of English ice nhieb 
will oonoentrate the- solar rays and readily 
fire gunpowder, whereas nothing is easier 
than to perform this singular feat of Igmting 
a oombustible body by the eidiof a frozen 
mass, if Wenham iee be employed. 

"The absenee of salts oondnces gioatly to 
the permanence of the ioe, for where water is 
so frozen that the salts expelled are still con- 
Uined in mr^esvities and cracks, oc form thin 
films between the layers of the ioe, these en- 
tangled salts cause llie ice to melt at a lower 
tenperatnre than 32*, and the liquefied por- 
tions i^ve rise to streams and currents within 
the body of the iae.jwhieh .rapidly carry heat 
to the interior. The maasthen goes on thaw- 
ing within as well as without, and at temper- 
atures below 32°; whereas pure and eom- 
paot Wenham ice can only Ihaw.at 3 
only on the oulade of the maBS,"'005J 
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Says ProCanoT Obaae, of Btowd UoiTern- 
tj: " Tie quality of inter deiigiutted b; the 
tBita 'hardDGfla,' U due, prindpally, to the 
preaenoe of time nits. Tbeae reset, with 
■oap disMlved in the water, and deoompoae 
it, giving rise to inaolobk eompoanda ofliine 
and the oleaginoiu oonstitaeots of the soap." 

Bo the experienoe of the nngfabors is ood- 
firmed bj the verdiot of soieooe. 

We have been looldDg upon this landscape 
today nndsr the delightful saspioei of ■ i 
mer sky. Let us nveree the [»otnre. The 
TerduM of hills sod meadow is leplaoed by 
the while mautle of Wiular. The surfaoe of 
the lake, though motionless, still sparkles 
the nm. Hera and there are seen groups of 
skaters or sportsmen walohing for [nekerel 
through holes in the ioe. The nlenoe of an 
aadent solitude broodi over the plaoe. Snob 
was the aoeue, nnobauged for two oentmiee, 
undl suddenly, about twenty-five years ago, 
dus spot beoomes a centre of attnotion. 
Suddenly the quiet neighborhood is alive witii 
the gjngKng of sleigb^ells, — gai^ dressed 
parlieB are sweefring over the froien lake in 
ioe-boata and sleighs, and mea by hundreds, 
and horses by soores are tailing, day and night, 
at tbe newly disoovered hnsbandry. The vir- 
tues of Wenham I<ake Ioe have been proclaimed; 
die ftshionable world of London and the 
thirsty East, have finind it to be a neoeanty. 
Alraady Tudor, tbe [noneer in the ezpcrtatdon 
of ioe, has demonstrated, nnoe 1806, the suo- 
oesB of the enterprise, which has rewarded 
him with a fbrtom, and oommeroe has at last 
disturbed the solitade of this retreat. 

From 1805 to 1S82, Tudor pursued, ahnost 
alone, tbe exportati<m of ioe, at first with 
Taiying nooees. The trade being at last ee- 
tablisbed, and new maohinety for cutting and 
new expedients tat paddng and storing intro- 



dnoed, the buaness rsiridly i 
came into other hands. About ten years la- 
ter operations began at Wenbam Pond, swl if 
tiie staple exports of Massaobnsetts have been 
oorreotly stated to be ioe, graute, and aehool 
ma'anu, Essex has surely, doce 1842, shown 
herself the equal of any other County in tbe 
matter of the first, without ever having been 
behind-hand as to the other two. Willis 
writes from London that tbb ioe became tbe ' 
first favorite immediately upon its arrival 
and presentation to the Queen, — that highly 
decMsted oarts emblaaoned with " Wmraui 
Ion," conveyed it about the streets, and that 
cockney admiration tx it was unbounded. 
His ezuberant &nay led him to say that 
the yankee sensationist had better come to 
England with his pockets fall of thu, than of 
gold. The wonder vrae, how the &shiona- 
hies had existed before tfa^ disooTered k. 
And tbe late Alonso Lewis, writing in Feb. 
1846, well describes the interesting proeeas 
hj iriiich this ice was out and stored, [tor the 
details of which, want of time oonstrains no 
to refer to the American Almanac for 1849, 
whioh contains a oomplete history of tbe 
American Ice trade,} and adds that during 
that season, thousands witnessed tbe opera- 
tion ; that the ice was then feuttem inrites 
thick, snd was cut in blodu twenty indMS 
sqoara. Biz hundred thousand tone ot it, 
says Lewis, could be taken at one fk-eeiiBg. 
More recently, the apparatus lucd has been 
guaged for blocks twen^-two inches square, 
and the ice at Wenbam, having t limca at- 
tained an eqnal thickness, cubic blodu have 
been taken out, measuring thus nearly two 
feet in each dimensioo. In the middle of 
one of these blo<^ a cavity was made, in 
which was placed a floe piokeral, just fVom 
tbe pond, and watei bring poqrad in, ihB 
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wbolft nui wu froKQ solid and sent abroad. 
After Fanday'i beautiful illtutntioa of 
the oiystal clearness of Wenham loe, it is 
poor pruse to liken thia exquisite ooooeit 
to the designs of Bohemian glasa-worken, or 
the specimeoi of fliea in amber, vhioh adora 
our skelres. Through each blooks of ioe tbe 
figures have been read npon a masan's rale. 
Safs AUen, " The inhabitants of manif a tor- 
rid i^ion, who have never heard of iha oame 
of HassMihnsetts, and hardly knov tliat there 
is such a plaoe as Nev England, are familiar 
enough with Wenham take Ioe. An Amer- 
iean gentleman recently informed me that. 
vhile proceeding np the Bed Sea in one of 
the Bast India Company's steamers, an fin- 
gGahman, who had travelled mooh in Ameri- 
ea, inqoiied psrtienlarly of hia, where Wen- 
bam Lake was situated, remarking that he 
had seen most of the lakes in the United 
States, bvt never saw Wenham Lake. From 
tbe amount of ioe which it piodaoed, he sap- 
poeed it to be one of tbe large lakes <d tbe 
Western Coolinent, aid was not a little 
prised when informed of its real rae. 

Jnst aeKMS the pond, and between the two 
lines of ioe-hoBses ea^y diaoriminated by 
their eolor, flows the brook whioh oarriee the 
•orpins water to Miles Biver, a tribntaiy of 
Ipswich River taUng its rise near Beaver 
Pond. Not fiu- from the Lake, this brook 
croeseB tbe highway, whioh here descends at 
most to dte water-level ; a little fiutbar to the 
Sovth, tbe load meets the margin of the 
pond, so that it is possble, by a slight divei 
sioD, to drive for smne rods in the water. 

Between the outlet and this point stood 
what Dr. Bentley, writing A. D. 1800, de- 
M^bed as "a small eonioal hill near the 
pond." It waa peonliar in its shape and po- 
eitioa, overtianging tbe water — some thirty 



five feet above it, — being grassy and amootb 
ezoept towards the pcmd, and on that aide 
abruptly ent down and steep. This mound, . 
says Dr. Bentley, in his " Description of Sa- 
lem," Hugh Peters chose for his polpit when 
he preached his Brst sennon in Araerioa. 
This was also the first sermon preached at 
Wenbam of which we have any record. 
The hoar forbids even so mm^ as a aketoh td 
this interesting historioal peniHiage, He was 
a well^ocated ^gliahman, who, after [swob- 
ing with great acceptance in Londim, his 
oongregatdoQ nombering at times, as it is said, 
seven thousand souls, was driven fimn his 
pulpit fbr noD-eonftirmity, and after a refoge 
of some years in Holland, oame to New Bng- 
land in 1685. He became pastor of the 
first ohurob in Salem the next year, sncceed- 
ing Roger Williams in that important charge. 
Here he displayed those nre qnaliliee of mind 
and heart wtiick dgnaliied bim as tbe fiiend 
of tbe colony, and whioh mailed his diriin- 
gaished earner after hia return to England. 
Oovemor Winthrop ibnad bim to be " a man 
of a vary public spirit and singular activity 
for all oeoasans." And Benttey adds that 
" a weak man could not maintun the popu- 
larity he had, and an ignonnt man oonld not 
ezeoalewhatbeandertO(4E." Besides aohiev- 
ittg sncoess in hia pastoral oharge, he entered 
largely into politics and trade, refbrmed llie 
police, organised the fisheries, dedgning and 
bnilding scnne of the first veesela adapted for 
that boriness, and was finally, in 1S41, sent 
back to England with two other oommianOD- 
ers who were charged to represent the aense 
of the colony upon the laws (f excise and 
trade. He had been an overseer of Harvard 
College in 1687, and is said to have exerted 
a strong influence in bvor of planting the 
College near tbe present summer lendenee of 
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the venerable Robert Brooklioiue. In 1638 
he acted on a ooomuBnoQ for ooUeeting and 
revuing the lava of the colony. The retain 
of a man ao oonatitutod and inoUned to the 
England of 1641, plunged him at onoe into 
the midst of that commotion vhioh, next 
year, took the form of oivil vai, and he be- 
came no leea oonapioaeas in that tremendooe 
amggle, than Tue who shared his fate — pe^ 
baps hardly leaa so than Milton himself, who 
was at times his room-mate, and always bis 
intimate and oonfidential friend. Carljsle 
pkcei bhn very near the person of Cromwell, 
tbrongfaoot ^emvil wars. Ae " GhapUin to 
tbs Train," and as "Lientenant Gvnenl Crom- 
well's Seoretuy," he is in higfa hror, and, 
bang obarged wtUi Gromvell's aatograph re 
port of the oapbtre of Winchester, he delii 
ered it, with a " relation " of the affiur, t 
tfa» GomaMOB, who voted him, October ?th, 
IMS, je50 for his good news. A week la- 
ter be presented to Parliament the colors of 
the Haiqais of Wiocbester, oaptnred at the 
•twn of Baring Honse, irith a narrative of 
that arent. Before both Hooaea, before the 
Uayor and -Aldermen of London, before the 
Aaaembfy of DiviueB, as well as before the 
k^ona rf hia pni chief, he was called from 
time to time, to delivai' his tarse and eloquent 
diseoarBea. He fbllowed "Lord Identenant 
Onmtwd " into Irehwl in 1649, and is said 
t» have BBCoessfaUy led a brigade, altbongh 
bii poikiM seems to have been that of Chap- 
laio. Tbns b« entitled btmself to be held 
tlM moat odiona of his ealfing, when, after 
the restoralioo, the prolate and Ucendoos 
Oharlea bomed, ia hie onps, with the decire 
to *' hang a preaoher." He waa aooor^ngly 
eondsmiwd in 1660 as a regicide, diaiged 
with having been preeent on the aooSbld, di» 
puBsd in a mask, at the exeootiao vt Obarles 



I, — a diarge which he wholly denied— aitd 
at the age of 61, three days after trial, be 
was beheaded, trith every nroumstance of 
barbari^, and Us head exposed on a pole on 
London Bridge. He died grandly as be bad 
lived, unmoved by the bmrors whioh ■nrronn- 
ded him, and disavowing every unworthy 
act and motive. Bat the Solimtnr Qoner- 
al, in opening his prosecution, had said 
that his influence witb the Parliamentary 
party was seoond only to that of Oliver 
Cromwell, and after that, what debnoe 
oonld avail him? In person, says Dr. Bent- 
ley, he was tall and thin, aotiTe and 
sprightly, — bis q>eeoh was peoaHar, and be 
had the power of so aasooiatiog Us tbongbts, 
that they conld not be easUy forgotten, ffia 
text when be preaidied across the Lake, was. 
" At .^inon near to Salim, because there was 
much water there." Bentley adds. " Tbe 
town held the name till it was incorporated. 
It is still remembered, and Peters' Hill is not 
forgotten." 

Bnt the landsoape upon iriuch Hugh Pe- 
ters looked is sadly ohanged to-day, and ev- 
en the gmay monnd on which he stood was 
doomed to dbappear. Commetee bad mailed 
it for ber own. Pirst came the Eastern Rail 
Road to diatorb the solitude with its rambling 
trains. Soon after a spur was extended to 
tbe very verge of the lake, for the lading of 
toe, and then another, and now a third. The 
spirit of trade had possession of tbe ^xit at 
last, and paid oo heed In the aneient land- 
marks. Finding that Petsra' Pnlpit oooo- 
pied a position eligible for its purposes, it did 
not hesitate to say onto that monntain, " Be 
thou renxived and be thon oast into the sea!" 
And this being aocompliahed, the next step 
to lake proGue and bodily posseaaitHk of 
an aneieDt meeting-house, wUsli^fiir niaely 
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fire yean had Blood in the village of Wea- 
bam, qiuetl; UBteniDg to more than 10,000 
■emioiu, and to tzansport it from its old fomi. 
dadooa to the very spot where Petera preaobed 
Ivo fanndred jent befbre, and there, crovded 
with toe and flanked with ice on either hand, 
it Btanda to-day, enjoying perhaps a pleasing 
oontnst to the doctrinal heat of its earlier ex- 



These changes wen made under the super- 
Tision of the gallant and lamented Lander, 
and here he hegan to attain that profioency 
in engineering whioh enabled him to connect 
his name with one of the grandest summila 
of the Rooky moantains. lint these changes, 
it most be remembered with regret, were not 
made without first giving to Salem an oppor- 
tnni^ of saving tbe iotereeting relio. On 
March 3d, 1835, the Town of Wenham vot- 
ed to grant Hugh Peteia' Hill to the First 
Chnroh in Salem, on condition that they 
wonld erect thereon a monument to their for- 
mer pastor, Rie ofier to hold good for three 
years. It was not oooepted, and after the 
expiration of tbe time, the town's inb 
passed to the ic&«ampBny titan formed, and 
we know the result. 

Close by, and nnder a grani^ old elm, now 
the only monnroeDt which marks the spot, 
lived not long ago an interesting and venera- 
ble man. He was something of an anchorite 
and something of a philosopher. Having 
been in early life a teacher of yooth, he 
bore to bis grave the familiar title of " Mas- 
ter John." But, either from the proximity 
of his dwelling to this soene, or from the coo- 
etani^ of his affection for it, he was quite as 
well known as "Pond John." Hie mem- 
ory was retentive, and with him perished a 
store of unwritten legends of the pond. Na- 
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tore rarely nnveila a lovely feature, bst there 
ia some responnve heart to be won over and 
filled with its beaaty, and Pond John never 
spoke of the^view upon wbioh for three quapi 
ters of a mnlory, his waking and his cloHBg 
eyes had rested, but with the enthnsiam of a 
lover. Tbe smile of the Qreat Spuitaeeoad 
to have weaned him, in a degree, fhmi the 
sooie^ oi his kind. A. man of contempU- 
tiou rather than of aotioo, he lived have 
alone, and died without deseendants. Tet 
his kindly nature was oontinoallj ouoifost, 
and especially in tbe swing wbiofa, every sum- 
mer, hung from the lofty boughs <rf the elm 
tree before his door. In this he delighted to 
give the p■tsse^by a refreshing flight into tbe 
air. No stone remains, nothing but the old 
elm tree, to mark the spot where he lived 
and died. But no one can fitly speak of 
Wenham Pond without a passing word in 
memory of Master John. 
The next point of interest in topographi- 
il order, is Balch Pasture. To reach this 
we have passed southerly from the emtlet of 
the pond, and upon tbe high gronod oconped 
by the stone oolored cottage opposite, where 
lately redded Nehemiab Brown, for many 
years well known as Deputy Sheriff of the 
County. Just beyonS that, stretched along 
the road upon the steep bank of the Pond, 
lies a tract of some twenty acres of pasturage 
and woodland of which no member of the le' 
gal profession can speak, but with feeling. 
Probably no bt c^ equal siie in this vidnily, 
has been more fruitful of litigation. Indeed 
inid perhaps be known as Lawyers' Par- 
adise or Ooodaore of the Attorneys. Tiriee 
within a quarter of a century has a larg* 
fraction of il been claimed under adverse ti- 
tles, and at least five counsellors were arrayed 
each of those oases. It is the preoise lo- 
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oalitjr of tbe highway robberjr and tnnnler i^ 
Hoddy by WilliamB, who wu oonricted, and 
executed at Boatun ; and how man; omineat 
■dvocates may hare appeared in that caose, 
we cannot well determine, in the abeenoe of 
our learned President who keeps the docket. 
This Balch Pasture is, no donbt, a portion of 
llie ori^nal grant to John Batch made in 
1685, of 200 aerae near the great pond. It 
will be remembered that a thoueantl acres 
ware granted by Salom to five ancient plan- 
ters in consideration of public xeirioes, and 
Baloh, who was one of the five, settled upon 
bia grant, and died there in 1648. From 
Mr. Phlppen's very interesting account of the 
"Old Planters before Endioott." published 
in Vol. I, of the Institute Collections, it ap- 
pears that the mdow of a doeoendant of 
Balch married William Dodge, who was the 
patriareb of the family of that name now 
nomeroos in that region. For many years, 
Baloh Pasture was in posaession of members 
of that iamily, and it was appraised at 
death of Deacon John Dodge, in 1825, as a 
part of his estate. 

At the Annual Town Meeting, held on 
tlie afternoon of March 1st, 1842, tbe town 
of Wenham, supposing itself the owner of 
that portion of the trocl which lies within its 
limits, voted to take possession forthwith, and 
to sell the wood standing tfaeroon, at nine o'- 
clook next morning, in lots to be removed at 
once. The bbIb at auction being accordingly 
oonoliided, the purchasers proceeded, March 
2nd, to ent their ruspeotive tots and prepare 
them for removal. And from far and near, 
bj ^ildren returning from school, and from 
honee-tops across the pood, the oper&tion was 
witnessed and denounced by indignant 
Dodgen. This work being nearly finished, 
and tbe afternoon inclement, the hewers of 



wood suspended their kbors early. Mean- 
time ^e word had gone f<»^, — the fiiends 
of the adverse claimants had been summoned, 
and Boon after night-fall, nnder cover of tbe 
storm, with cattle and sledges, with lantema 
and axes, tliey began to gather on the ground, 
resolved, to a roan, that no stick of Batch 
Pasture fiiel should ever warm the hearth- 
stone of a purchaser fi^m tbe town of Wen- 
ham. Tbe wood was freely o^red to those 
who would take it away, and the work of 
hauling it from the soil of the disputed terri- 
tory into the highway, and from tbe highway 
to tbe wood-jrile, went briskly on. Now the 
moon broke through the storm, and the heavy 
olonds rolled away. And there, from mid- 
night till dawn, in the clear moonlight of that 
gusty March morning, load after load of oat 
wood disappeared, and trees, left standing, 
were felted and disposed of, so that, next day, 
when the claimants under the town arrived, 
to their utter amasament and dtsoomfltnre, 
they found their neighlxirs, aftat enjc^ng the 
fruits of their yesterday's labor, quietly break- 
fasting together by the road-eide, while tbe 
contested portion of Balch Pasture, but the 
day before a well-covered wood-lot, was now 
transformed into pastnrage indeed . This state 
of tlunga elipited merriment on both ndee. 
And the Courts afterward dedded the ques- 
tion, which had occasioned this exoellcnt 
of praotioe," against the validity of 
he town's title. 

Tbe town's claim rested upon an Indiu 
Deed ftmn the heirs of the Sagamore cf Ag- 
awam, now lost. leteasing for £ 4, s 16, alt 
claim to tbe eoil of the town of Wenham. 
It was dated A. D. 1700, and was like other 
deeds given by the same partiee to Beverly, 
year, for £ 6, s 6, d.8, and lo Sa- 
lem for £20, in i6S6. The object of 
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the Dodge olaimanta in their midiiiglit r^, 
•wma to lun« b«ea to tnnifer tbe wood to e» 
tatM where it eonld only he reM^Md witboot 
treapen, hj legal prooeea — & oonrw taken 
oader adnoe of do len an astbority than the 
late Benjamm Herrill, to tbe eSeet that poa- 
■eadon wae niiw pconta of the law. Tbe 
late Joehoa H. Wud, at hie death a Jus- 
tioe of the Oomt of Common Fleaa, waa of 
ooaiuiel in thia oanae, and became ao mnoh 
iBteraated in tbe loealitj. that he . 
portioD of it, and, it waa md, entertained die 
pnrpoee of bnilding tlwra, nntil hia death. 
Beeidea theee, the leaned Pnsdent and 
Viae Fteadent of thia Sooiety, and I know 
not bow man; bnmbler memben, are among 
diat mnltitnde of oonnaellon, whoae pooketa 
hxre been more or leas distended with the 
foee of whioh these well-oonteatad aorea have 
been so prolific. 

Hnoh might be added, did time pennit, of 
other objeots of inteieet about the pond. 
The point at whioh we left the -cara ia the 
Ugliest pmnt npon tbe Eaatem Rul Road, 
for manj miles. Jost beyond it, bnt a few 
rods towaida the east, riaes Brimbla Hill, 
seoood in altitnde only to Browne's or Fdly 
Hill lying to tbe west This but is the oat- 
poat Ol « ridge of hills, extending noitheily 
towaida Tops&eU, and known at Tarions 
points on the western border of tbe Lake, as 
Cherry HiU, Ml. Pleasant or Proepeet Hill, 
and Lord's cni and Hoolton's Hills. 

Beaching the southerly eztremi^ of the 
pcmd, at a point near tbe New England Im 
Company's woAs, we passed, on onr way 
hither. Boat House Oove, ao called for a 
stnMtare placed there when the Cherry Hill 
Pann, whioh eompriaed much of tbe western 
border of the Lake, was the proper^ of Jo- 1 
■eph White, tf Balem. Here Mr. Webster] 



came to leat bis pmt brain with hta &Torite 
diTeraon of fishing, and no donht other an^ 
nent seen, who freqMOted that fine old aaat, 
after it passed uto die handa of Btephn 
While, fbond in die quiet lake a gntaftil 
contrast to the stormy san of politioil aoA 
profceaional life. Other inlets Igwt in die 
journals of tbe Ia»-nien as Sandy Core, Back 
Bay, and Hohnea's Core, the leal oonunemo- 
ratmg a late pn^vietor of Clwnj Hill. 
Theae joumala read like the lo^hook of an 
arctio Toysger. " Bright moon bHiight— 
Gtowmg cool. — Pond oriuMng all orer;" 
and affio, "Ghn 8" below, duamening — 
GbooTod befine dayfigbt;" and ag^, " Son- 
set clear and eirfd, — fi«A N. W. wind, ent- 
tingall day, and from? to 12 at night ;"-^aoh 
are the entnes, and they need litde help from 
fancy to make soma pages qaAls like an 
aurora. 

We must leare what mij^t be said of tbe 
1 House at Obeny Hill bwlt hj Herridca, 
an old and honored fiunily, whose inidal let- 
ter appeared cut in its enduring frame, when 
it was recendy remored by tbe proaont own- 
er of dw ptaoe. Here ITilUs frit snne of 
wt inspiratlona, and here, it is nid, 
began that political oomlnnadon which made 
the seoond Adams President. And if the 
new bouse yet la<^ such asndations, tha 
hosptality which made the place bistoriff, has 
not deserted iL To that boapitality we owe 
miioht gathered here tcnlay upon a portion 
of die old estate. Ht Pleasant, at whose 
base we meet and from whose Uip we et^Joyed 
perhaps the best panorama of tins region, is 
tbe property of another. Its Tenerahle prCK 
prietor can oonnt there without a glass, thir- 
ty-six spires, m a olesr day. It waa on sneh

He waa the son of the 
Rev'd William Simms and was bom in Can- 
terbury, 5th of April 1599— was reetor of 
Dnnstahle 1625. He came to New England 
in 1634 with Rev. John Lothrop; William 
Hatehinson and his wife, the &mons Mrs. 
Hutchinson, arrived ISth September. — 
His wife Sarah came with him and several 
ohildren. He lived with her 60 years, and 
according to Mather they had 13 children of 
whom 5 were eons. Johnson, who was his 
neighbor in England, mentions the nnmber 
of his children wben be wrote as being 10, 
and following the example of their father and 
grandbther.

SETTLEMENT.

mentooued u haling been preferred. It 
bears the following title: 
S»a$om ofdittnaing to Mr. Ohan^tuyU 

Wee the SubsoriberB (belonging to the 
first CkoToh in BeTorly) being nnwilling 
tbat Mr. Joseph Ohunpney should be setUed 
in the Pastoral offiee over na t^er therefor 
the foUowisg Keuons. 

1 He was Introdnoed in a ^sorderly Man- 
ner — ^For the Committee who apply'd to him 
(Uio. chosen by ye Parish) yet sot oqly oat- 
went the Orders of their Commission bnt also 
never made ye least return of the BusineBS 
on which they went, to this day, except hf 
private hints and Intimations and these la- 
den with very ntynst reflections and Asper- 
don o — bnt 

2 As they were sent by yr Principals to de- 
sire the Advioe of the Ministers in the Ndgh- 
borhood with Belation to onr present Cironm- 
atanoes so twas expected that ye Advioe 
shonld have been followed by them, bnt in- 
stead hereof they never delivered the Let 
ter from ye Ministers to ye Chnrob and Par- 
ish and not only so bnt went directly to the 
Han whom of all others the Ministers told 
them they ooold not advise tbem to, and as a 
reward fbf the Puna and trouble those Qen- 
tlemen pnt themselves to with no view but 
to oar advantage, it was Infused into ye Mind 
of the People who are but too apt to be prej- 
udiced against ye Ministers, that they refiised 
to advise with the Comtee and would have 
no Confeieno with them; That the Ministera 
were deairona to be Lords over Ood's Her- 
itage and to take away the Priviledge of ye 
CbuToh, in ohoosing a Minister, out of their 
handa and that they had no regard in advis. 
ing but only to pr^er their own Belations; 
the Contrary of whioh wee have since had all 
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the Ksson id the vorld to beliere is true; 
however 'twu tho't neoeswi; to serra their 
turn ; bat for oar psrta as we feel 'tia & bad 
Okose Ui&t needs lies ttf sappnrt it, so wee are 
ready to thiak that Csase bad, tliat ia en- 
deavored to be sapported b; Lyes were it for 
DO other reaaon. 

3 When Mr. Champney first oame among 
OB he was an utter Stnnger to almosl all ye 
Parish nor bad wee any Aoooant of him but 
from auoh as were almost aa great Strangers 
as wee, and aa we bad bat four Sabbatb.s 
Trial before wee gne the Call so it oan't 
expected there was much gudgntent na'd in 
ye matter, and though a former vote men- 
tiooed the Caodidates preaobing but fonr sab- 
baths before we prooeded to bare a meeting, 
yet oar beiog Ooilty of ootiog so raaUy in 
pasuQg sooh'a Vot« ooaid be no Ezonse for 
oar IjAying hands Suddenly on a man. 

4 When the Churoh oalled Mr. Cbampney 
to ye Pastoral Offiee, it was apoo Condition 
that he aeoeptod of the Mode of Chnroh Gor- 
emmeot oalled CongregatioDa], as laid down 
in the Platform of Church Discipline of the 
Chunbea of New England. But his Answer 
of Aooeptanoe of the Churches Call was on 
Condition of the Churches not adhering to 
the Platform and of the Pariihes reconsider- 
ing their Vote about his Settlement and re- 
vereing it, neither of whioh were done and 
therefore no Acceptance of his Call, but in- 
stead of tliat the Chnroh did then voto that 
they insistodon their first Vote relating to tbe 
Platform as tbey did at a Meeting onoe be- 
fore this. However two or 3 days aftor this 
last Meeting the Ghuroh met, and Mr. Obanp- 
ney offered to aooept of the Platform so 
tu as was Agreeable to Soriptan and the 
Church upon a Sarprise Accepted of his effen 
but no man that considers what the Church 



had done bat two daysbefoi« can ever Imag* 
ine tiiat they meant by tb»^ to recede from 
one Article of the Platform; nor is it any won- 
der tbey should be unwilling to part with 
the Oeneiona plan of power handed down 
From AgetoAge, byoorrcoowned ForcfittlMn 
Unless they had had more forcible Arguments 
Us'd to dissaade them from adhering to it 
than so ridioulous a one as that, possibly 
one time ot another it might be a damage to 
them aa the' it were not time eno' to throw 
it away when they found it did them a Mis- 
cfaief. And tho' some Churches in the Ooua- 
trey may be onwillii^ to observe every Ar- 
ticle of it yet if 'tis what wee chooee we 
hope wme will be so rigid aa to ocmpele as 
to relinquish it, and as unseemly wee deem 
it to be obliged to have a Minister set over 
us of different Prindples from na, whom wee 
never should (for our parte) have oall'd, had 
wee at first been appriz'd of it Wee don't 
mean here, that we won'd adhere to those ' 
parts of the Platform (if any such there be) 
that are disagreeable with the Holy Scrip- 
tores, No: we believe them to be the rnle ot 
our Faith and Praotioe ; and all Humane 
Composures to be so, no &rther than they 
are Agreeable hereto; Nor oas we suppose 
any part of tbem to be disagreeable to the 
Word of God inasauob aa they were Com- 
posed and approv'd of , by sU or most of the 
Primitive Teachers and Rulers of tlie 
ChurohoB in this Ijuid; men Eminent for 
Leanring and Pie^. Tet at Uie same time

the Bible. And tho' the Ohurahea waoea- 



taneo of Hf. Chftmpoej'B Aniwer &t lut 
migbt be Obligatory in pointof Law.jret wee 
Coooeive 'tis not so in {xriot of Eqaitj, in- 
umiiob u tbe CbunA mR&iit nothing leas 
than the giving np the PUtfbrm or any par- 
tarniai Artjole of it, as (wee snppoee) most 
of them will always affirm. 

By means of the befon-reoited Steps 
that have been taken in introdndng Mr. 
Ohampney, it oomes to pass that (in case 
of hie BetHement among as) wee Hiss of 
c&oosingone ont of those i Qentlemen whom 
wehaTercasontobelievetobeof the Worthiest 
the Oonntry affords and take one who (what 
ever others may osteem of him) does not ap- 
pear to ns to be endued with iite beet Oifts, 
and wee imagine that every man onght ta 
Jndge for himself, of what the Preacher says, 
& tho those who were active in bringing in 
If r. Champney in snob indirect Uethods may 
show signs of Bepentanoe: yet as the Sin of 
Stealing is not forgiven unless the thing ta- 
ken be restored, so we conceive HuX the In> 
jury done us by reoeding from (fae.Advice of 
the Ministers oan't lie repaired unless it still 
be followed; & tho' wee may be told that we 
migbt have mislik'd him (of those four whom 
tbe Neighbouring Ministers nominated) whioh 
the Chnroh shou'd have chosen, yet wee Say 
that no man wou'd be willing to be whipt for 
a Crime whioh he never Committed <»ily Iie- 
oauae the Lashes would be no heavier than 
if he leally deaerv'd them. And here snob 
of us as voted for Mr. Ohhmpney wou'd say 
in Addition to what wee said under the 
Article, that tho. wee did not see Such rea- 
son to Vote agiUnst him as wee do now, ao 
wee hope wee are not guUty of a 2d. error in 
beii^ sorry for our first, but we oan't tell bow 
to aooount for the Practice of those who, (if 
wee may believe them) would be very glad if 



Hr. Oiampiiey would l[ea]ve ns of bis own 
looord & yet bear the World in hand that 
they are very denmnis of hie Settlement 

And because it may be Objeeted to ns hy 
Some that we an about to make a Kvinon

But upon the whole whfen wee reffeot on 
the Diswderthat baa attended our Uaaage- 
mente in this affitir as: That the Com'tee be< 
tiay'd their Trnat, aj&onted tbe Hinistera Jk 
deny'd (hem Common Oivili^ when the 
Hinistm who Advised so ifisintereetedly & 
as wee have reason to think for the Honour of 
Christ & the Oood of this People have been 
so Traduced & represented as so Un&ithful 
to the Interest oif the Oospel — When wee 
have been disregarding the Plain & Positive 
Preoepts of the Ooapel — wee have lain 
bands suddenly on a Man lo teaoh us & in- 
stead of coveting eameatly, have slighted the 
best Gifts, & have not had that regard to 
thoee preoepta which show the Qualificationa 
ueceaeary in a Teacher that wee ought; Wee 
say, tho'C things considered, inasmuch as we 
have not acknowledged Ood in our wayea; we 
cant Expect he shou'd direct our Paths, &; in- 
stead of hnping that tbe Heroifble hand of 
Providence is Active for ns in this Affiiir, 
Wee hare no reason to Expeet any odier than 
that the hand of hia jadgments is putting 
out against aa. And wee desire it may be 
Coneidered whether (if die Sin of a People aa 
snob is never punished but in this Life, Ik 
if every anrepenting Sinner sluU receive

t\M Sopramo JudimI Court, in a raoent 
osae, ( M. «/ Wttt Boxbury v. &oddard 
at a1. 7 Allen, ld8) hare anertsd the prin- 
dple tbat all great ponds in the Common- 
wealtli were dediMted to poblb use hy the 
Old ColoDf ordinanoe of 1641, or, to speak 
more aooniatelj', that among the printnples 
which the " Bodg of Liitrtiet" declared, 
and which are now acknowledged to have the 
form at oommon law, was the most importaat 
one, tliat gnat ponds shonld not be the sub- 
ject rf [wiTata property. For the " BtMfy 9/ 
lAhtrtiet" is not sbriotlj a statnte. It is 
ehi^j a tnll of rights, and was wisely so in- 
landed to be nnderatood by ita framere. It 
indieatee, but does not defiDe, rights of which 
it acknowledges the mdependent eziatanoe. 
bat to which it does not nnpart ritalitj. — 
Conaeqnently no room is left for oaptioDs 
criticism abont words, and great prindplea 
nanot be Uttered away by strict oonatmotion. 
The ease referred to is an eieellenl iHostra- 
bon of the efiect of this deolaration of rights. 
Oar Coart has been called upon to reoognite 
the impMtaDt principle that great ponds, like 
Ibe adr of heaTon and the waters of the ooean, 
can never, nnder any pretence, or by any oon- 
triTB&ce, be appropriated to selfish pniposes, 
which for all porpoaes of public beoefit, socfa 
■a the maintainaooe Oi public water worica, 



rational amosement, and sustaining the me- 
ehanic arte eveiy encouragement shonld be 
j^ren. Oar forefathers intended that we 
should never be vexed with game laws, or 
forest laws, or similar op|weaaiTe and selfish 
seqaestralions of the public domain, and they 
were wise enoagh to provide against snob mis- 
ohievooa (endeooiefl in season, and with a de- 
gree <tf foreoast wfaioh excitee oar warmeet 
admiration. 

The merit of this great work, for such it 
will be kdmilt d to be, even by the wisest 
men of the pi«sent age, is ohiefly doe to an 
Ipswich minister, and it becomes the leading 
historioal society of the county to place upon 
iis leoords some testimonial by which their 
appreciation rf his aerrices and merits may 
become manifest. 

Rev. Nathaniel Ward, the second minister 
of Ipswich, was bom at Haverhill, England, 
in 1570. He was the son of Rev. John 
Ward of the Episcopal Church, and was sd> 
aoaled at Emanael College, Cambridge, where 
he took the degree of A. H., in 1603. He 
read law in the Temple, and for a abort time 
was engaged in its practice. To the advan- 
tages of a liberal education be added the bene- 
fits derived from continental travel, and at the 
Universi^ of Heidelbo^ he formed the ao 
qnaintanee of a dlBUognished doctor of divin- 
ity, who instructed him in theology. Upon 
his return home, he became a minister of Uie 
estahliahed Charoh, bnt having stated among 
other things equally beretioal, that " the 
Church of England was ready to ring changes 
in religion ; and that the Oospel stood a tip- 
toe to be gone to America," he was ordered 
to recant, by high authority. His proud 
sjnrit and nnbending prindplea would submit 
to no such diolation, and he forsook his native 
oountry, in 1684, bo assume the charge <rftlM 
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flnt pirisb in Ipswiob. Feeble liealth com- 
pelled bim in a sliort time ( 1687 ) to lengn 
bis pastoral charge, but his legal learniDg and 
br roaoluDg polic; were of great eervioe 
abaping tbe lava and inatitntions of tiie tnfent 
eolonj. The frntt of his labors was tbe Body 
of Libertiea already referred to, vbJoh was 
reaoned from obacnritj and oblivion bj tbe late 
Mr. Franoia C. Gray, (8th Haae. Hist. Ooll. 
8d aeries 191)'and which is moat approviogly 
notjoed by tbe Snpreme Jndiciol Conrt ii 
Oom. V. Aigtr, 7 Cosh. B. 67, aa veil as ii 
the oaae of W. Roxhuryv. Stoddard, already 
rated. See also 2 Pal&ey's Hiat. N. E. 24, 
2&, and tlie " Notioe of tbe Anthor appended 
to tbe Edition of the Simple Cobler in Aga- 
warn by David Pnlaifer, Boston, 1843."— 
Felt's Hist, of Ipswich 219. Mr. Ward waj 
eompensated for bis serrieea by a grant of 
600 aoree of land in Haverhill, which he af- 
terward sold for £12,00 (Palofer's notioe). 
It ia not a little amuaing to oootemplate tbe 
humble recompense which was thus received 
by this learned and wiae man for hia great 
work. It is at least incumbent on posterity 
gratefdlly to reoogniie his services and to en- 
deavor to keep alive the reoolleotion of them. 
It should not be snppoaed that the task 
performed by Mr. Ward was one which merely 
fell to his lot and whioh would have been 
performed by aome one else if he bad not been 
aeleoled. It is a taak whioh but few men of 
any age could have performed, and its great 
merit has been conceded by our conrt. Com. 
V. Mg«r, nt supra. For a thorough analyaia 
of its proviaons the reader is referred to Pal- 
frey's History, vol 2 p. 26, and the doon- 
ment itself may be found in tbe 8th vol. Ootl. 
Haas. Hiat. 8oo., 8d eeriea ulsnb. See also 
Com. V. Soxhay and note, 9 Oray's B. 603. 
Perhaps it b not too mnoh to aay that many 



of the peculiar institutiona of Hasaachnaetta, 
tbe love of liberty, the high regard for private 
right, the jealou^ of monopolies, the absence 
of great landed proprietariea are due to the reo- 
ognition of fimdamentalprinoiplesby thiebody 
of law. The soverdgn character of this colony 
ia pretty strongly asaerted, or at any rate im- 
plied by oDmistakeablo expression, and the 
people of tbe Maesachuaette Colony were 
thuB early tanght that they had a right to in- 
depend«toe, whioh even a century of provis- 
ional rale could never induce them to forget, 
and whiob, upon tbe outbreak of the revolu- 
tion, they were most gbd to remember. 

The history of the Body of Liberties will 
setiary any one not ooly that it was the wo4 
of Hr. Ward, but that nooneelaeeoold have 
performed tbe taak. Several undertook it.— 
Mr. John Cotton, miniater of Boston and a 
ready writer, made the attempt and tngnally 
&iled. Other abortive atiempts were made, 
but all were unsncceaefnl, until Hr. Ward 
prepared bis draft, co^ea of whioh were sent 
into every town in the eolony, to be carefully 
oonaidered before it was finally and anthorita. 
tively adopted. 

The aoldier who conquers a oonntry by 
fire and sword, tbe robbing adventurer, who, 
tossed about by the wind and waves. Gist 
plants his foot on what ailerwarda becomes a 
great country, is tiiought worthy of a plaoe in 
hiatoiy, bnt bow much greater olaim baa 
any man to kind remembranoe by posterity, 
who shapes tbeir dvil institutions with a mas- 
ter band and the salutary influenoe of whose 
labors is folt for centuries in all tbe relations 
of private life It is hardly too much to 
olum this merit for Hr. Ward. 

Mr. Ward is sometimes spoken of as an 
hnmble minister of N. England. He was, it 
is true, the minister of a young and probably 
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■ feeble parish, bat be oame here to escape 
perseoation, aod waa bj no means an inmgnift- 
cant, and we iDoline to think not a ver; hum- 
ble, man. He was a penoo of great attain- 
ments and fine talents, and it waa peouliarl; 
fortunate that the colony ooald avail itself of 
his services at a critical moment. 

Mr. Ward did not long remain in America, 
and be died in England (1653). Before he 
left he prepared and published that q«eer bat 
moat severe and able tract purporting to be 
written by the Simple Cobler of America 
and by which he is now chiefly remembered. 
This tract was reprinted a few years ago with 
a valuable pre&tory notice by Mr. David 
Folaifer, (Boston, 1813), and will repay a 
oarefiil perusal. It ia spoken of by Dr. Pal- 
frey as a monnment of the author's wit and 
intolerance, 2 Hist. 26 note, although that 
historian, like everybody else, pays the highest 
tribnte to Ward's learning and accomplish- 
ments and recognizes in (he ".Body of Liber- 
ties" a great act of statesmanship. 

Mr. Ward was a man of genuine wit and 
burner, — in &ct, he bad too mnoh of it to suit 
the rigid puritans and drew upon him 
little censure for his frequent pleasantry. He 
bad engraved over the mantel piece of his 
bouse three words Sobeib, JnsTS, Pib, to 
which waa added a fimrth word, LxiiL- 
These words describe bis character. 

Wo trust that, in view of Mr. Ward's great 
eerviues and merits, his name will not soon be 
forgotten. At some fitture time, it may be 
praoticafale to ^ve a more full and exact ac- 
count of bis life and services.

grandson of Walter Briggs, of Bcitnate, in 
1643, who had wifo Franoes and who died 
about 1684, and aooording to Deane, in bis 
purchased a &rm on the 
north side of Town Neck in Soituate prior to 
1661 of Mr. Hatherl^ (The cove wi^in the 
'^adea still bears tlic name of Brigg's Bar- 
bour.) he was long an oseful man in tlie 
Plantation."

MEHOBIALS OF THE WASHINQTON 
BANQEBS. 

From the dose of the BsTolationary War 
till 1806, but two nniformed milltaiy com- 
panies ensted in Salem. Then were two 
at the eommenoement of that war, but they 
had a short exiatonoe. Tbe Salem Oadete 
were organised in 1786, andtheBalem Artil- 
lery the foUowing year, the latter eompaoy 
enuutatiDg tma aome disagreement anong 



tiie rigners to tha fonner. The staiiding 
oompanieB wen t^en far from flonriahing, and 
hj ISOO wen m oompletalj demonlixed 
thftt ai tite lut parade of the B^ment, it 
was under oommand of a oompany offioer and 
he the nlitary one of that grade then in 
oommisaion. In the .spring ot 1801, Oenl 
Gideon Foster of DauTers, then in eommand 
of the Diviiion, issued orders to a nnmber 
of gentlemen of the Town, to make an en- 
rolment of all liable to military duty and to 
oall meetings for the ohoioe of of&oers. This 
was done and six oompaniea were organiied 
and <Aoered. The Begiment was offioered, 
with E. Basket Derby as Oolonel, Benja. 
Fiekman as 1 st Major and Wm. Piesoott ( af- 
terwards Jndge Presoott) as 2Dd Miyor. 
John Piinoc Jr. was adjutant & the militia 
was thns plaoed on a respootable footing. 
Its first parade took plaoe, in the antnmn of 
that year, in a Geld in North Salem, near 
where the Laboratory now atanda. 

In 1^62 the Common was levelled and 
graded, (See Vol. '4 of these Oolleotions 
Page 2 and onward.) 

In 1806 The Salem Light Infantry was 
formed and at onoe took that high podtion, 
which it has till now muntiuned, and it cre- 
ated sooh a B|4rit of military interest, that in 
1807, The Salem Meohanio Ught Inhntry 
was formed. Its members were yonng Me- 
ohanioa and it has always sustained the credit 
and respect dne to that nsefiil and respectable 
dass of onr oitisens. In the same year, two 
oompanies of yonths, between 14 tt 16 years 
of age, not liable to military duty, oame in- 
to exi8t«noe. Tb^ were handsomely nni- 
formed, fiiUy equipped, admirably drilled and 
disoiidined. Of one of them, The Washing- 
ton Bines, oommanded by Oapi George 
Brown, now living, I have so 



think it did not exist w long as "The Wash- 
ington Bangers ", of which I propose to offer 
snob meagre memorials as I have been able 
to oolleot, partiy from my own recollection, 
partly from some notioes in tiie newepapers 
of the time and from some memoranda that 
have boen famished by two of the surviving 
members, Ephraim Emmerton & Wm. Archer 
EeqTS. I regret that after the most diligent 
enquiries I have not been able to find the 
company's records or papers. They were 
last known to be in possession of Miles 
Barnes who is dead and who has no near rela- 
tivea known to me. 

OkOANIZATION, riBSt PABADI AMD DNDOBM 
or TBI BAHO^. 

The preliminary meetings were held in the 
Old Unnt Honse that stood on the comer of 
Court (now Washington) and Lynde Streets, 
which has recently been demolished. 

At one of these meetings Joseph Hnnt, 
who had been active in getting np the com- 
pany and who was a proper person for the sit- 
uation was eleal«d Captain, John Brown 
Lieutenant and Epbraira B!mmerton, Ensign, 
together with Oeoi^ A. Ward and Wm. 
Proctor as Seigeants. 

The first parade nnder Oapt. Hnnt was on 
the 16th of June, 1807. The oompany was 
then uniformed but the ranks were thin. 

The uniform was a white dimity jacket and 
pantaloons, trimmed with red, a black velvet 
cap ornamented with a red band and tassel,and 
a half moon and star of white metal and sur- 
mounted with a rod plume. The gaiters 
were black trimmed with red. The arms and 
equipments were Buoh aa were ibeo nsed by 
military oompanies. Oapt. Hunt's health 
was poor when he took command and it rap- 
idly foiledandhe soon relinqnidied it The

beraattainid the age of ei^teen thcry were alK 
Mrbed eitl«r in the standing oompanies, or 
the Unifbrmed Militia Corps. It wm first 
oomposed of boys belonging to both the po- 
litiwl psffties of the time and they ooOpei«t«d' 
harmoniously for a while, but as in the time 
of Hudibras,

And men fell out they knew not why," — 
And the boys oaagbt the amlagioii of thur ex- 
ample, and pcditioal disputes were introdoeed 
into the Bangers.

After this, I knew bnt little of the Ban- 
gers. I left the United States in the Au- 
tumn of 1812 and with but one or two short 
intervals did not return to Salem, till the 
midsummer of 1816, Capt. James Qoold 
oommanded them when I left and he says their 
numbers were much diminished during the 
war and, he thinks, they did not parade after 
he left Salem in 1816.

of Dnoon Leiris and Uaiy (Bowditdi) Uant; 
bom Jape 28tli 1789 and died Angnrt 7th 
1808, nnmarried. He lived in tbe old honse 
before referred to udvu a young man of 
rooob promise, bat earlj fUl a viotim to 
eoneamption. 

2. Benja. ToppanPiekman.aonofOoLfien- 
jMiuii Jr. and Aiuda (Derby) Pi(Amaii( was 
second Oaptain, reoeived a meroantile ednoa- 
tion, resigned oonunand of the Bangera and 
wont to Ennpe about 1809. Betormng be 
settled as a merchant in Boston sad married 
lfmM.li dan^ter <tf Wm. Smith of that oitj. 
He held a leading poaition as a menhant and 
oitiien, and was mnoh in public life, holding 
many important trosta in which he was reiy 
mnoh mipeoted. He was piesident of the 
UassaehuMtta Senate at the time of his 
teth. Bon Sept 17th 1790 sad died 
Uarob 2l8t 163S, withont isane. (See 
thess Oolleotions VoL 3 Page 203, Vd.

3. John Brown, son of Deaoon Edward and 
Catherine (Felt) Brown- His &ther was 
from Hamilton (Mass), was a Garpenter and 
lived in Marlborough (now part of Federal) 
Street Hia mother was a native of Salem. 
Ho was Lieutenant of the Bangers under 
O^its. Hunt and Piokman and was the third 
Oapbun. On the death of an elder brother, 
he took tbe name of Edward John Brown. 
He was clerk in a store and afterwards went 
to Oharleston S. 0. where he died of yellow 
ftver, nnmarried, in 1817, aged 27. 

1, EphTumEmmerton,sonof Jeremiahand 
Elisabeth (Newhall) Emmerton. She was a 
widow Ives when Emmerton ' married her. 
Jeremiah was for many years Piaster of the 
alms ttonae which stood on the north eastern 
oofkier of the common. Ephnim was clerk 



to his nladva, Oapt GliSbid Orowinshield 
and afterwards went to sea as Master and 
Snperoargo and is now a retired Merchant 
living in tlie booae on Summer street, t^t 
wae oootqiied, at the opening of the war of 
the revolution, by Wm. Pynohon £k[-, a 
loyalist an4 eminent oounaellon and subae- 
qnently by James King Esq. He married 
Miry Ann, daughter ^ Capi Daniel Sage. 
She is also living and they have a large 
&mily of children, all but, one males. 

5. Oemge Atldnton Ward, son of Samuel 
Gurwen k Jane (fiopes) Ward, bom March 
29th 1793, married his cousin, Mehitabel 
Onshing. She died at Sl&ten Island, New 
York, Ootober 4th 1862. (See Yd 6Ui of 
these Collections Pagss 213 & 218.) He 
was the first Sergeant of the Bangers, bring 
then but little over 14 years of age. He 
was a clerk to Joaeph Peabody Es^. He af- 
tsrwaids carried on the dry goods buaiaeea 
in Salem, and ihen removed to the dty of New 
York. There he oarried on an eztenrive 
business with various fortune. On tlie ofea- 
ing of the California trade he went there, and 
then retumed to New York and lived at New 
Brighton, Staten Island. He never lost hia 
affection fbr tbe place of his nativity and re- 
turned here in tbe autumn of ISfiS, to 
spend the remunder of bis days. Hera 
with all the ardor of bis youth, h« altered 
into tbe affairs of tbe city, and paid a special 
devotion to the intbreats of the Essex Insti- 
tute, of which he was an original member. 
Zealous in every thing he undertook, genial, 
Und and courteous in his natare,he never for- 
got nor selected the friends of his youtb, 
however hnmble their ciroumstanoes. His 
literary talents were very respeot&ble. He 
was the editor of "Curwen's Journal and 
Letters," a new edition of which he had 
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OMBpleM, bat a little tima befbn hu md- 
dea death, Sept. 22d 1864. 

6. Wm. Proetor, son of Gapt. Wm. and 
Elinbeth (Haaarj) Proetor. Hie fttbet wu 
a large groow in Boeton atnat. 

Wm. wai an original member and Swgeant 
<J the oompanj. He was oleik to Piokering 
Dod/te Biq. and tben a noiohant at bia own 
aooonnL BamoTod to New York where be 
DOW Uvea. Harried Sail; Holman whoae 
molber waa a daogbler of Nathan Paiioe. 
(See Vol. 4 <tf tbeae GoUeotiona P^ 78.) 

7. Jamea Qale, an original member and Sei> 
gaant, eon of Edmond k Margaret (Stubba) 
Qale. The fother waa an officer of the revo- 
Intionai; army and afterwards a Tiotuallef in 
Salem. Jamea waa a matbemadeal instm- 
ment maker and afterwards langht the pablio 
Bohool in South Salem. He then remoTod 
Haverhill Maia. where he kept a book suire and 
was ibr some jears Post Master. Be then 
waa several years Oaahier of Haverhill Bank 
and is now Preddent of the Savings Bank at 
H. He married Hannah daughter of Capt. 
Benja, Webb of Salem and has several ehll- 
dren. 

When I first joined the Bangers, James was 
tbe drill master and an excellent one ho was. 
He tanght ns to move and handle onr arms with 
military and matfaematioal aocoraey. Onr ren< 
deivons wa^ at that time, in the baekr'part of 
the building then recently ereoted by Gapt. 
Stephen Phillips on Derby street, in the front 
of which Samuel Emery now keeps his Matbe- 
mattoal Instrument Shop. 

8. Ebeneier Hathwne, aon of John k Su- 
mnnsh (Herbert) Hathome. He went to sea 
some time, and then emigrated to one of thi 
Western States, and afterwards travelled 
in Mexico. Betnming to Haasaohnsetts, 
be was many years a olerk in tbe Boa- 



ton Onstom Bonae, and he finally settled 
down at the hrm on Salem Neck at the 
Point of Bocks, whioh had been in posses- 
maa of tbe family for several genetatlonB. 
He was desoended from Mtjot William Ha- 
thome, one of onr earliest and most prominent 
settlers, and also from Philip English the emi- 
nent merobant. He married Mrs. Catherine 
Peace, and died Nov. 6th 1868. 

9. Qeorge Baker, a native of IpswiohHaaa, 
son of Asa and Hannah (Newhall) Baker. 
Asa was a native of Ipswich, and Hannah of 
Olonoester Maaa. George came to Salem 
yoong and learned the business of a jeweller 
with Jabei Baldwin, whooarried on an exten- 
aive business. (See Vol. 4th of these Col- 
lections Page 18 3.) 

On the completion of his apprentioesbip, be 
established himself io the same bnriness at 
Providence R. I. where he now Uvea. He 
has been many years oonoeeted with, and is 
now a Director and Treasurer of the Provi* 
dence Mntnal Insnranoe Gomp'y. He was 
married Sept. 1814 to Ednah Hale of New- 
bnry Mass and again (October 1840) in Bos- 
ton to Mary Ann, daughter of Gapt. Solomon 
Towns formerly of Salem. Her mother wan 
Lydia, daughter of Joshua and Mary (Hen- 
field) Ooodale of Salem. 

10. Tbomaa Porter, aon of Thomas and 
Bnth (Allen) Porter, was a native of Tope&eld 
Mass. His father was a abipmastei of Salem 
and hii mother was a daughter of Capt. Sid- 
ward Allen, wiio was an eztenave merchant 
some sixty years ago, and lived in Derby 
street. Thomas waa a eleric in the book store 
of Gushing and Appleton, and afterwards 
kept a book store for himself in a wooden 
buitding.that stood where Sweetser's shoe store 
now ti, next east of Creamer's Brown Stone 
Block. His younger brother Blijab, and ^etb

left Salem in early life and died abroad. 

12. John P. Babbidge was a native of Sa- 
lem, son of Benjamin and Knrj (Phippen) 
BabMdge. Benja. was a retired sbipma 
bat lost most of his property bj endor«ng for 
a relative, and went to sea agt^n as master of 
a vessel in 1811 and was not heard from. 
Bis wife died March' 7th 1812. John P. 
was 4th Captain of the Rangers andtafter 
wards went to aea. He died Angust 2d r! 
of Yellow FpTer, at City Point Viri^Dia, where 
he had gone to take ofaai^ of a ship. He 
married Sarah daa^ter of Pranos Polsifer. 

18. Williaai BabUdge son of John and Sa- 
rah (Beokflt) Babbidge, waa a n^tdve of Salem 
and ooonn to John P. ffia &tber was a boat 
builder and was of the firm of Hawkes and 
Babbidge, ship boilden. He lived to the re- 
maritable age of 98} , having died March 
26 1860 and his wife Jolj 19, 1856, aged 82. 
Wm. died Aagaat 27th, 1815, nomarried.

14. Beiqa. Porter Cbambarlain son of Na- 
thaniel k Axay (Porter) Chamberlain. She 
was fnm Danvsrs, New Uills. Natb. was a 
mason and lived in the bouse now oocafnod by 
John Oalef on Federal street. Benja. when 
a yovA waa olork in tbe grooet; stora of 
Saoniel Very, at Bnffiim's Comer. In early 
td, ha vent to Cnba and remained there 



several years. Bstnming to Salem, he Ml- 
tied down as a meiohant residing in the boose 
on Federal street, now ooeapied by Stephen 
A. Chass; hot dtnng bnsineae in Boston; in 
the neighborhood of which bo now lives. He 
married EHsa 8. Smith at Portland Mpine and 
survives her. 

16. Jeo^ Very, eon of Bphraim and Abi- 
gail (Rowlea) Very. Father was a Shipmas- 
ter.

16. JamesBoIlook, now t^ authority of the 
Legialatare known as James Ballard. By 
tnde a Goaoh painter. Lives in La&yette 
treet. South Salem. Son of Isaac and Elin- 
beth (Boyd) Bnltook. Harried Eliza Cotton 
Archer, daughter of Col. Samuel A., and she 
is now living. (See Tol. 4 of these Golleo- 
liona, Page 187.) 

17. Benjamin Bullock, twin brother of 
Jamea, was a Harness maker. Died nnmar- 

18. Jesse Smith, wn of Aaron i Lot^ 
(Baker) Smith, was a native of Ipswioh, biU 
came young to Salsm and learned tbe watoh 
maker's trade of Besja. Balch, whose oopart- 
ner he afterwards waa, now oatries on the 
aame business on Essex street, opposite Barton 
Square. He was bom I2th Deor. 1789, and 
married PtisciUa Treadwell whom he snrvirea.

He 
was boni Nor. i4th, 1791 and ia now living 
in Beverly. He married Adeline, daughter 
of Capt. Aaa Batohelder of B. He went to 
Wilmiogtoa N. 0. in 1SI8 and aflnr remain- 
ing there abont two years retvmed to Beverly 
and kept a shop for the sale of jewelry, sta- 
tionery, medicines &o.

25. Wm. Archer, son of Wm. and Mary 
(Daland) Aroher was a clerk to his uncle John 
Daland, and afterwards kept a grocery stoie - 
fi>r himself, married Elin Daniels. Has 
been an insurance agent and manager of a 
Loan and Fond Associalion. Bom Aagnst 
13th, 1791. I have before ezprcswd my in- 
debtedness to him for many &ots in relation 
to these notices. 

26. Nathaniel Ladd was not a Salem boy. 
I think he was leammg the enbinet maker's 
trade from one of the Sandersons in Federal 
street, bat be left Salem in a few years and I 
know no more of him. 

S7. Peter Gerard was bom in Boston al

I heard of hfan af- 
terwards as living in Charleston S. 0. and, 
well to do in the world, but I know not hii 
later history. 

28. Stedman Adierton was not a Salem 
boy and did not remain her* long and I ean-

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29. Samuel B. Derby, son of QaA. Sam- 
uel Q. k Huguet (Buton) Deibj, bom in 
Sdem, Not.

He early fell a Tiodm to oonimnplion 
and died at Weston, Mass. Jan'y 14tli. 1818.

David was olerlc in the 
eoonting room of John Orowninabield, and 
went to sea as olerk of the pnTate armed ship 
John. Daring bet ohase b; a British vessel, 
he was wounded by a splinter, which caoaed 
his death, fie was bom in Salem in 1793, 
and died in Bridgetown, Barbados, February

81. Daniel Frja, aon of Nathan and Han- 
nah (NnttiDg) Frye. His &ther was from 
Andorar and his mother from Marblebead.

He was a seaman and was oaptun of the 
muotop (^ the printe armed ship Grand 
Tnib,and was shot daring an engagement with 
a firitiah Padcet ship, and died the next day. 
Hay 2nd, 1814 being his Urth day. 

82. Daniel Bopes, aon of Daniel and Alice 
(Oherer) Ropes, ffis fother was a ship mat- 
ter from Salem. Damel was a ooaain of Da 
▼id Chever No. 29. Ha was a olerk in the 
Dry goods store of Israel Kinsman on Essex 
Mreet in the old Franklin Building. He af- 
terwards went to sea, was oaptured and was 
eonfined in a prison ship at Chatham England. 
He was bom in Salem and died at Chatham 
9th February 18U aged 19 years. 

33. John Fillelrown Jr. son of John and 
Sally (Chassler) Fillebrown. His &ther was 



a ship master and Was eaptured during the 
war d 1812-1& and died in prison. John 
was a olerk in a Dry goods stve; bnt went to 
Branl and settled in bosiness at Haranham, 
where he died 8th Deoembei 1821. Waa 
bom in Salem Not. 3d, 1792, and was « 
young man of much intelligenoe, aotintj and 
geoiaa. He was an amatenr drawer and 
painter and many of the prodnctiona of lus 
penral and hmah wonld haTo done no diaored- 
it to one of tbtvougb study and mwe mature 
piaotioe. 

84. Nathan Qoodale, eon of Joriina and 
Mary (Henfleld) Ooodale.bora in Salem Sept. 
19tb, 1792. He was bookkeeper tor Seooomb 
and WUiama who ^ an ezteoaiTe busineaa 
in dmgs, grooeries, fee.,- in the brick building 
on tbe oomer of Federal and North streets, 
now ooon[Hed by B. R. Symouds. S. and W. 
were tbe originators of the Salem Laboratory, 
which was at first located on the Hunt aatate 
on tbe north ride of Lynde street. At early 
manhood, Nathan went to New Orleans where 
he was liTing a few years rinoe and probably 
is now. He maniod Ist Ann Elin Walloo 
and 2nd Mrs. Josephine Littlefleld. 

85. Samuel Qardner, son of Samuel and 
Hannah (Sterens) Qardner. Bora in Salem 
in 1792. His father waa a diip master and 
was lost at sea near (he oloae of the lart om- 
tniy, and was a desoandant from Thomas 
jQardner, tbe early planter. His mother waa 
a daughter of Bimsley Sterens a Deputy 
Sheriff who kept the jail in County street in 
the last century. Samuel was an only sou, 
bnt had a aistw Bebeoca, who was married to 
Capt. John Allen, another, Hannah who mar- 
ried Capt. George Creamer. He was an.a^ 
prentice to TboB. C. Cushing in the Salem 
Gazette offioe and was a Tery promiung young 
man. He waa 6th Captain of tbe Bangers. 
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He left Salem at the ex^irktion of bia ftppren- 
ticestiip and died abroul. , 

86. Wm. P. Gould son of Gapt. SolomoD 
Qould who at one time was Captain of the 
Salem Artillery. Wm. was olerk (o Simon. 
PorreaCer Egqr., an eminent merchant. In 
earl; manhood, he went to Franoe and was a 
olark in tha American Conaulata at Bordeaax. 
He returned to the C. 8. with Mr. Lee, the 
Conanl and was a olerk in one of the depart- 
ments at Washington. I beard of^ him living 
in Alabama aa a planter, a lew years nnoe. 

37. Wm. HaskeU Jr. son of Wm. and Ab- 
igail (Bnzton) Haslcell. The &thet was 
from Ipswieh, but C^ed in Salem and was a 
ship master; the mother was from XhuTers. 
Wm. learned the buaineaa of a cabinet mak- 
er from one of the Messrs. Sandersons, but in 
after life, kept a grocery stora. He married 
Dorcas Larrabee, and died July 6| 1860,aged 
68} yean. 

38. Jamea C. Hall. I know not who ha 
was, recxilleot nothing and have not been 
able to obtain any information abont him. 

39. Elisbs Harrington, son of Elisba and 
Martha (Bnrrill) Harrington. The fttber 
was from Weston, Mass. hut lired in Salem 
and was a ship master. He commanded a 
Teasel which was oast away near Savannah, 
the latt«r part of IHOO. He waa drowned, 
bnt the other officers and the oraw swam a- 
abora and were saved. The mother waa a 
widow Stocker when Capt. H. married her, 
and she was afterwards the wife of AMen 
Bnrrill. Etisha was bom in 1798, was by 
trade a tailor, went to Hartfbid Conn, and 
lived than many years, and ( I believe ) lives 
now in Baftimore, Maryland. 

40. Henry Nichols, son of Mabod and 
Lydia (Ropes) Nichols. Hjs father was a 



wealthy merchant of Salem and lived in early 
lift in Portamonth N. H. Ichabod and Lydia 
were parents of lohabodN., D. D. of Port- 
laud Maine and of the venerable C^eoige N. 
of Salem. Henry waa bem Deor. ISth 1798

who for several years taught the Salem Gram- 
mar School, and was olerk of St. Peters 
Chnroh. He had been an officer in the 
anny of the Revolntion and came to Salem 
from Haverhill. Mass. There was another 
son, Charles who became eminent as a bank 
note engraver and ,oame to his death by fal- 
ling in one of the streets of Philadelphia in 
jumping over a puddle of water Haroh 9tb 
1819. Robert was a clerk in the dry goods 
store of John Jenks, left Salem early, aud- 
died at Grenada, Central America, Feb.

Brigg's Ship yard, in Bonth Salem, ezoepting 
three, vis Ship Oraad Turk, Ship Heniy, 
Frigate Essex. 

The Ship Orand Turk was bailt on the lot 
of land next east of Hr. Isaao P. Foster's 
flton, so near to Derhj Street, that her bow- 
sprit pr<ijected partly over the street 

The Ship Heniy .was boilt on the Derby 
wharC between the Blacksmith's shop, near 
Mr. L. B. Hatch's scales for weighing coal 
and the Hrst store, she was launched sidewise 
and was commonly called the Pine ship be- 
canee Plbe wood was largely used in her con- 
stmoUon. 

The Frigate F,8ser wa» built on Winter Is- 
land. Q. L. Streeter read a Mstorioal akotoh 
of the building of this Frigate, at a meeting,

It were to be wished, that In ftdditton to 
the memoirs of those dtstlngatshed In ^tbe 
strictly naval history of oar Conatry, those 
of men, prominunt, in what was reully & pow- 
erful agency (br national sacccss In the two 
eariler wora which are Identlflud with onr na- 
tional history, had of tener found e. place In the 
collections of the Biographer. In the future 
records of the existing civil strife, the an- 
nalist will And large occasion ft>r the mention 
of deeds of ralor, by no means conQned to 
that arm of out service, technically termed 
the Navy. In the war of the Revolution; 
dnrlng the rapture with France, and in the 
second war of 18I2'15, the naval service of 
the coautry wm In \arge measure, a volun- 
teer service. Although not Incorporated with 
the national and recogulzi^d marine, and rep- 
resented ss an Invidious lost u mentality 
for purely selSsh ends, the private armed 
ships of the periods already referred to are 
In reaUty to be classed and recognized as 
nmong the chief means fbr securing mitional 
success upon the ocean. Among the moat 
distinguished in the history of this depart- 
ment of the national defence, no name is wor- 
thier of record than that of WUli&ra Nichols 
of NewbuiTport. In the preparation of hie 
memoir, I lutve been thronghont, indebted to 
the notes of tleorge J. L. Colby Esq., the Ed- 
itor of the Newbniyport Herald. The inti- 
mate fUend of Capt. Nichols, And entertain- 



ing the highest r^ord for the character, and 
admlraUonof the brilliant exploits of his ven- 
erable and deceased friend, Mr. Colby some 
years since prepared extensive uotes 'of the 
personal history of Capt. Nichols, with which, 
I was fortmiato, at a late Aaj, in being favor- 
ed, through the kindness of Capt Itenjamin 
Hide of Newbaryport, a son-in-law of Capt. 
Nichols. Bat for the labors of Mr. Colby and 
the aid oflbrded by Capt. Hale, I should have 
despaired of placing the present memoir 
among the collections of the Institute ; Capt. 
Ntrhola having left no papers, which were 
available for the purpose. 

Capt. WlDiam Nichols was born In New- 
buryport In the year 1781. Hts fkther, at the 
time, a merchant in that town, had himself 
been distinguished in the naval service of the 
coautry. In 1779, while in the commund of 
the ship Monmouth, In th^ well known Penob- 
scot expedition, he wascompellcd, with other 
comm:inders, to bnm his ship, npon the ap- 
proach of the Eugllsh forces. On his return 
from an expedition which reflected no dis- 
credit upon himself, Capt. Nichols engaged in 
mercantile life upon the same whar^ whera 
sixty years afterwards in hie old age, bis dis- 
tlogulsbed son occupied a counting room. 
The father died yonng, leaving ajnong other 
children, William and Samuel Nichols ; the 
latter of whom, widely and favorably known 
aa a shipmaster and merchant, still lives, we 
believe In bis naUve town. 

It was while William Nichols was yet a 
school-boy, that the Continental wars which 
form so marked a record In the history of the 
close of the last century. Involved our own 
commercial relations in serious difficulties.

The experience oj' Nichols, while attempt- 
ing a reuium to the United States in the Al- 
ert, presents an early and most mailed ex- 
ample of his daring coorage. Leaving the 
port of Bordeaux with a ItaU ca^^ of French 
goods, he was the next day captured by a 
British Wfjate, then upon the blockade. Tak- 
ing, as I learn IVom the narrative of one evi- 
dently familiar with the fhcts, al] his crew but 
the mate and three boys, the frigate placed a 
prize crew of nine men on board the Ale.t,

I do not tlnd Uiat 
tbe bo;a were inforuied of his plans ; we can 
therefore readily conceive the aingularlj bold 
cbaiscterof a yonng oSlcer, who with timid- 
ity on the part of his only confidant had 
resolved to attempt the recapture of bis ship. 
It was in thi^ue, and kindred clrcumatances 
bowever, that the chaructor of Nichols al- 
ways fbnnd its fleld alDce of Ivsplratlon and 
Uluatratlon. About an hoar before midnight, 
says the narrator, finding that the Llenten- 
tmt In charge was asleep, Nichols wentcare- 
lessly on deck to note the state of alTalrs. In 
the watch were a quarteraiaster and four men, 
with alx p^rs of pistols laying on the hen- 
coop, while another pair was In the binnacte. 
After speaking of the weather, Nichols went 
forward to the fbrecastle, ond ftatening Its 
doors, retired as if nothing had happened. 
Once in the cabin he awoke the mate, knd 
banding him a pistol, simplj* said, 'ToUow." 
Gaining the deck, and seizing the pistols Dpon 
the hen-coop, Nichols presented his owi ' 
the quartermaster at the helm, saying at 
some moment, "One word, audi blow yon 
throagh." The helmsman submitted, and the 
men being without arms, retired to the stem 
boat. The quartermaster's bands being at 
once tied, the men, one by one, were re- 
quired to come out under the muzzle of the 
mate's pistol, and at the bunds of Nichols, 
were mode to undergo the same process. 
Nichols then went below, and throwing the 
Lieutenant Trout his hammock, before he was 
well awake, told him that every man was 
dead, and that he must die or sabmlt. fig- 
ging for bis life, he was pinioned, and the 
boys being then called, one of them — yonng 
Pierce— was sent forward to tell the remain- 
der of the crew, one by one, that the qnar> 
termaster wished them to come aft. Each 
one with tbe exception of the last, as be 
came np, was cimched by Nichols, thrown 
npon the de^k and tied. Nichols then de- 
scended to tbe forecastle, and placed the last 
under the same general constraints. 



After thus securing control of bis vessel, 
Capt. Nichols, thought It best, being near the 
coast of France, to free the ship from bis 
prisoners. Being placed In the Jolly boat, 
and ftamlshed with supplies, they were at 
liberty to pursue their way to the coast. It 
was aiterwards' found that on reaching It, 
they were taken and imprisoned ; France fie- 
ing then at war with Great Britain. 

For some days allcr the recapture of the 
Alert, Nichols pursued his homeward voyage. 
It was not destined however to be a success- 
fni one. A British Frigate, the Vestal, com- 
ing In sight, Nichols attempted to escape cap- 
ture, by representing to the commander of 
the frigate, that be luid already been iwarded 
by the t emlmmls. The statement was true, 
but with the episode of the recapture omitted. 
Seeing no men on board the Alert, the snspic- 
lons of the officer were awakened, and upon- 
the discovery of the Imprisonment of the 
prize crew below, Nichols with his vessel, 
were taken into Pori^mouth, England. His 
escape from Imprisonment, so well Illustrates 
his character for decision and daring, as to 
be worthy of a somewhat extended notice. 

NlchoLi, npon his arrival In England, Imd 
been placed In confinement on board a prison 
ship. On one occasion, he was taken on 
shore In charge of a Marine guard. On ar- 
riving at the office of the King's Attorney, 
and not finding It opened, Nichols Invited the 
Sergeant and his party to some not nnwel- 
come refreshment. Plying the bowl freely, 
be soon placed the guard In a state highly fb- 
vorable to his escape. Ignorant of localities, 
after traveraing gardens and leaping iiedges, 
be found himself eventually upon the road to 
London. "Hailing a stage coach," says the 
narrator, to whom I am Indebted for the Inci- 
dent, "he was told that It was against the law 
to take up an unknown passenger upon the 
road." A half guinea for the driver however, 
and the promise that he would dlamoout be- 
fore he reached the city, satisfied the pliant 
scruples of tbe knight of the whip. Nichols 
hod been In London but a few days, when be 
suddenly met tbe very Sei:geant from whom • 
be had escaped. "Ah Mr. Nichols 1" said the 
officer, "the very maul am after; glad to see 
'Glad to see you Sei^esnt," was the 
response, "but the very man yon can never 
take. Here are three guineas yon can have, 
... _.. ver." The suggestion met with the 
Sergeant's Itivor, and Nichols was Immediate- 
ly on his way to LIverpooL Thence he came 
to Boston, a fellow-passenger In tbe same 
sblp with Aaron Burr; who having gone 
abroad to escape the indignation occasioned 
by his unfortunate dnel with Hamilton, was

returning to thta hie canntiy nnder the as- 
■umed name of Adolphue R. Amot.* 

The events thuH narrated, -occarred It will 
be been, before the war of 1812-lB. Soon 
after the declaration of war with England, 
Capt, Nichols, together with some prominent 
merchMitfl and others of Newbnryport, pur- 
chased and equipped the fhst sailing brig De- 
catur, which bad been bnilt aonie time befbre 
fbr ratmlng the blockade. Few vesoets, 
will be grmoted b; tho«e flunUlar with the 
hlstor)^ of the private armed marine of that 
period, attained to so markod a (iame, ax the 
Decatur imder the command of Capt. Nicta' 
ole. In the naval hlbborf of the war, the U. 
8. ISrlg Argns, under the command of the dis- 
tlngnleihed W. H. Allen of the Navj, proved 
a terror to Engllah commerce under the ver}- 
guns of the squadrons guarding the English 
• Coasts i- but it maybe safely said, that the 
nntues and exploits of NtchotN and the Deca- 
tur, were quite as fhmlllar to Englishmen as 
those nf Allen and the Argns. The croltes of 
the Decatnr were not conflned to the vlcintty 
of our own shores. Ranging over the ocean 
ftom the track of Northern Commerce, along 
the line of that from the Indies, she was 
known and feared wherever an English flag 
was spread to the breeze in those na' ~ 
For the evidence of this, we have only tc 
duce the severe trtatment to which her bold 
Commander was subjected upon the occa- 
sions when, under unavoidable circumstan- 
ces, he fell Into the hands of the enemy. 

The Decatur, as I learn from the authority 
already qaoted, sailed from Newburyport on 
her first cralBO on August 4th, 18)2, mount- 
iDg U gnus and with a crew of ISO men, 

Erinclpall]' fh>m Newburyport and Marble- 
ead. It was Capt. Ntchnl's fbrtune on this 
voyage to be chased, some four dnyn ont of 
port, by a Mgate which he Bupponed to be an 
English cruiser. Losing during the chase 
several of her spars, the Decator, through 
her floe sailing qualities, was enabled to pre- 
serve her distance from her pursuer until af- 
ter the night had set in. Relying upon 1 er 
escape, the crew were suddenly startled dur- 
ing the night by the alarm, that the (Mgate 
was close aboanl ; amid the rattling of mus- 
ketry, the stem voice of Nichols was heard 
ordering the armament to be thrown ovet^ 
board, with the exception of two light brass 
pieces. In order to lighten the ship. So close 
however was the approach of the supposed 
hostile vessel, that all eflbrts at escape was 
unavailing, and In response to the hail, the 
answer was given that the brig was bound 
tmtn London to Hallftx. 

Being at once boarded trom Uie fMgkte, 
Nichols supposed be was a prize, until lie 



discerned by the cabin light t) at the officer 
waa in an American naval uniform. I infer that 
the vessel thus coming up with him in the 
Dighl, was not the frigate he cl afed dnilng 
the day; alttough It las been said, that it 
was the Constitution, — the vesbel liito whose 
hands he had fUlen — tl at was the original 
pursuer. That this could Dot have been tbe 
case, is shown by the fhct, ti.at It was thiongh 
infonnatloD given by Nichols to Commodore 
Hull In regard to the fHgaie ctia^lng bim 
through the day, that the Constitution was 
enabled on the day afler, to meet and cap- 
tare the British fHgaie Guerriuie. In the 
naval records of thi.- conflict between tbe Con- 
stitution and Ourerrieic, no itientlon Is made 
of Capt. Nichols as afTording the information 
of the proximity of the latter ablp. It will 
be seen, however, that but for that informa- 
tion, the battle, whlcli In the annals of naval 
warfare, stances marked as perhaps tbe most 
brilliant as between single ships la the partic- 
ulars on the part of the Ameitcan, of nantica] 
skill and chivalrous courage, might never 
have been fbught. How mnch that gallant 
encounter contributed toward directing tbe 
hopes of the country fbr triumph In the war 
of 1BI2-16 to the skill and courage of out 
little navy. Is well remembered by those wbo 
were cotemporary with the event. 

In this connection It may be rematted, that 
arrangcmenta were made between Commo- 
dore Hull and Capt. Nichols, for the Decatur 
to accompany the Constitution. In the event 
of felling In with the British ftlgate witliln a 
certain time, Nichols and his crew were to 
Betas a. boarding party. The arrangemeBt 
fliiled In conseqnence of not meeting the Guer- 
rlere so soon as expected, and the Decatur kept 
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lise. 



It was under different circumstances how- 
rer, f^m those of the start, that Kichols 
now pursued his voyage. It will be remem- 
bered that in the attempt to escape Trom the 
Constitution, he had thrown over mo«t of his 
aimanient. With a crew of 160 men, he had 
only two guns of small calibre left, and but 
tew muskets; many ofthe men, tn the confli- 
slon of the night attack having thrown away 
their small arms. Under circumstances, so 
seemingly discouraging, Nichols himself was 
not timid. He was the man to supply himself 
with a new armament at the expense of other* 
than his owners. The opportunities were 
not long wuiting; but tn the meantime he 
was to Illustrate his decision and energy of 
his character In tbe fkce of an unexpected 
foe. His men attempted a mutiny. Refba- 
Ing to aid In shortening sail, the crew re- 
mained below when called by the officer of 
tbe deck Infbnnatlon being given to NIoh- 



olB Id his ciUd, "be came out" Miys the imt- 
Tstor from wbom I qnotCt "nttb bis b«Ary 
brows lowerlnif above bis Oasblug e; «b, bis 
lips Usbt, uKl bis banda npon his pletola and 
knltb m bis belt, and once more ordered tbf 
boatewBln to call tlw tDcn to duty." None 
wbo have ever si^n Capt. Kicbols, even tn bis 
Tenerable age, bntc&n well rcMlUe what a 
spectacle mast have been presented on this 
occasion. For myseir, I tl.ink 1 never looked 
npoD a fhce, nblcb seemed to me so complete 
a reOeclor of tboroogh pluck combloed wltb 
•o Iron nllL Doubtless of a lltbe, compact 
and mnscnlar ftsme in youth, of about mid- 
dle Btatnre, and wttb the bead of a Key ; the 
conDtenance roarfced byabold square (brchesd, 

Elercing eyes, and the etrlkiii);ly defined 
iwerlhceof a lion bearted conrage; quick, 
even to old age, In all bis movemeuta ; Nich- 
ols DDqaestlonably appeared to moltlplj him- 
self on the eyes of bis despoDdeut ana mutlu- 
«as crew. "Going to tbe mdn batch wltb 
Arm and meamred step, he demanded, "what 
does tills mean?" Tbe reply was, "no more 
dn^; the guns are overboard, we can take 
»o more prlees." Tuning to bbs men and say- 
ing, "yoD shall be masters of this brig or 1 
wlU, and to bia officers, "a mutiny can never 
SDCceed on board a mam of war, vbere tbe 
offlceta are true to tbeir commander," be 
Jumped alone between decks, and with a billet 
of wood felled the ring leader to the floor. 
The officers followed, and after a short con- 
flict, order was reatored. 

But for the boldness and decMon of Capt. 
Nichols In tbns repressing the mutinous dis- 
position of his crew, the cruise, doubtless, 
would have proved an unsuccessful one, and 
the ccHnmunder blroself, fbiled to secure In 
any (Viture expeditions that cliarocter Tor dar- 
ing courage, which rallied some of the bravest 
spirits of the war about htm. Singularly 
enough on Uie very aune day upon which 
tbe despondency of bis crew bad thus led to 
•ntbreok,— Aug. 22, 1812,— the I>ecatnr cap- 
tured the barqoe Duke of Savoy, of four guns, 
and with a large supply of other anus. On 
the next day, Nichols captured the brig Po- 
mona; on tbe 2fith tbe brig Elizabeth; and 
on the 3Gtb, tbe brigs Concord, Hope and 
Devonshire. On the 80th of August he took 
the tanMport barque, Wlillara and Cbariotte 
of Ibnr ^BS, loaded with SOO tons of ship 
timber toi tbe Engllsb government. Un the 
1st of September It was his good fortune to 
Ikll In with and captore the ship Diana trom 
London Ibr the West Indies, with a cargo 
valued at £80,000. The enemy mounted ten 
9 and 12 pounders, bnt was not <Uspo«ed-ta 
fl^t. The Diana however was afterward re-^ 
captured while in ttw baads of a prixemaater ; 



the only fVulte of tbe original capture, for 
KIchols and his crew, being an addition 
from her guns to bis now almost replenished 
armament. Iramedlately alter tbe taking of 
the Diana, the Decatur made prise of the brig 
Fame; cutting ber out of a fleet of twenty 
sail. In fun view of thtlr convoy, the Britlsk 
fHgate Amarauthus. 

In less than a fbrtnlgbt, Capt. Nichols had 
thus captured nine piiieii. In tbe course of 
the cniUe, having closely approached the 
shores of England, the Decatur was on tbs 
6th of September, on her homeward voyage, 
it may be supposed that, after ptai tog so many 
of her men as prize crews on boaid her vari- 
ous captures tbe brig was hardly In a con- 
dition for meeting succexsiUlly anyUdng bnt 
an Inferior force. Indeed, I learu Trota notes, 
with which I have been ftvored, that at Uie 
date mentioned, out of the original crew of 
160, bnt 27 remained In charge of tbe prison- 
ere, and to man the guns. Yet It was pre- 
cisely In these circumstances, that Nichols 
was colled npon to meet one of the severest 
tests of his courage and skill. If It be re- 
membered, that the exploits of these stalwart 
seamen of our northern coast towns, were In 
(hot those of what may well take the title ofa 
"volonteer navy," It wlU not be deemet out 
of place, lobrlng those of Nichols andothen. 
Into ftiHer notice than they have yet received 
at the hands of Naval annalists. Tbe Ikma 
of Barney, l>eyond that of tradition, has com- 
manded tbe public Interest in later years, as 
worthily iilDatrated lu a volume by Uie hand 
of flUal auction. It is a question whether 
that of men like Ntcbols Mid Odlome of New- 
buryport, Held of New York, Harraden, UptoOf 
Ropes, Kehew, Cbecver, Breed of Salem, aud 
others Trom our seaports of the county of Jis- 
, might not find as worthy a place, in the 

'al biography of the country, as that of 
those, more widely known through published 
memoirs, t 

I have said that tbe Decatur was on her re- 
turn, being on the Gth of September, 1812, oq 
the Bonks of Newfoundland. The fbg lift- 
ing, a large ship was discovered close aboard, 
which hoisting the English flag. Immediate- 
ly fired a shot over the deck of the Decatur. 
Whether the ship were a merchant man, or of 
tJie Navy was not clear; and It waa a ques- 
tion wbfch Nichols was not the man to leava 
unsolved. In any event, tbe odds would ba 
against him ; bis own vessel being at the tlnM 
so feebly manned. "Calling his Ibw men aR 
he asked whether tbcy would fight. The In- 
quiry was answered by three cheers, and tha 
brig Immediately cleared for action. lioUc- 
big the English flag, he balled the el Ip t« 
the eflbct, that he would send his boat oS 
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board. Two olSceTa uid five men were MOt, 
leavlnc bat twenty men on board the Dec*- 
tor. Comediatelj upon reaching the ship, 
It was discovered that the boat's crew were 
Americans ; ttie two offlcers wer made prison- 
era, and an attempt made to sink the tioat 
along side. The Decatnr, In the meantime 
ibrging ahead between the boat and ship, re- 
ceived the broadside intended for the boat. In 
a few mlnntes the two vessels were In close 
action,'BOQeartogether, that when the enemy 
appeared at the porbi tbr the second broad- 
side, several men were shutjubout the head and 
shoDlders. The condition of things may be 
well realized, when it Is remembered, that here 
was an Uly armed and (tebly manned brig, 
withtn h^ pistol shot of an enemy of twice 
berslze, with doable the nnmber of heavier | 
gani), and (tall of men well equipped with small 
arms. Some desperate measures most l>e 
resorted to, or Nichols must surrender. More> 
over the enemy being tilgh ontof water, wag 
(hat crippling the sails and rigging of the De- 
catur. The first broadside had carried away 
twenty aqoare foet from the foretopMil. and 
other sails were rendered nseless. 

Tlie bold commander of the Decatur how- 
ever, was as inflexible In spirit as he was 
always In appearance ; and amid the shower 
of masket-balls, waa seen moving fToB the 
helm to a small gun, which he was aaslstliig 
to work. In the want of men, he had both 
to manage bis Teasel and work bis guns ; and 
It was while tbns doing, that Watts, the Eng- 
lish captain, for foarteen times took deliber- 
ate aim, and llred at Nichols with his mnsket ; 
at last throwing It npon the deck, and swear- 
l]ig that the man was never bom to be shot. 
Under these clrcomslances, Nichols deter- 
mined to board the enemy's ship, and ordered 
Idle man at the helm to lay the Decatur under 
the lee quarter of his huge antagonist. I 
donbt whether such another act of daring 
courage is to be met with in the naval annals 
of any country. Ten of his men were re- 
quired to watch his prisonera; Ave of the 
latter being British officers, confined In the 
cabin. His boat's crew, Ovm which his two 
officers had been taken prisoners, were still 
In the t>oat, at a dlatanc« from the ship, and 
it was with only ten men, that Nichols was 
to make the desperate attempt to take the 
enemy's vessel. The Englishman called his 
crew to repel boarders, while Klchols had 
two guns loaded heavily to clear the way for 
the assault. The command "Fire," came as 
firmly as thoa([h he had an hundred men for 
the work; "Boarders away," was the neit 
order, but a quick sua prevented the board- 
ing. He then ordered die grappling irons to 
be throivn, and to avoid that, Uie enemy or- 



dered his own vessel to be placed before'tiie 
wind. Now came Nichols' peculiar tactics, 
which changed the tace of ttie battle. Call- 
ing oat as though his force were a huge one, 
he cried. "Marines, cut away that fellow at 
the wheel!" "I've got him," replied a tall 
felloW with a msty gun, his only marine as It 
would appear, as the man fell. ''Another 
man at the wheel," said the English com- 
mander. "Keep that wheel clear," said Nich- 
ols, and the response came, "Ayel ayel sicl 
there he goes," as the second fell. A third 
time the fatal sentence passed In the order, 
"Keep that wheel clear!" The British cap- 
tain himself, and a fourth man, then attempt* 
ed to manage the wheel, by lying upon the 
deck, when, to have no fhrthcr trouble trom 
that source, Nichols ordered a brood-side, 
I wliich thundered along the waters as the 
Unol report. The smoke clearing up. It was 
discovered that the enemy's after-spars were 
disabled, the wheel blown away, and the 
English captain desperately wounded: lean- 
ing a moment upon the hammoch-uettlugs, 
he waved a flag, and then fell to the deck. 
Instantly not a man was Been ; the Euglisk 
crew retreating below, without even striking 
their colors. Hailing the ship three times 
without aniiwer, Nichols threatened to sink 
her. If the flaga were not struck; when the 
enemy sent the Decatur's two captured offi- 
cers on deck, who themselves wore ship, and 
both vcsaels were put In the direction of the 
mIsNing lH)at. Notwithstanding this severe 



the time the enemy struck, she had a new 
topsail bent and the repairs of her rigging 
going on. 'The surgeon of the Decatur, the 
late Ur. Brickett, of Newburyport, was sent 
on board, and remained dnringthc night; the 
captain — Watts — dying In the meantime. — 
The ship proved to be the Commerce, of 1* 
guns, 67 men and SU passengers, bound &Dm 
the West Indies to Ulasgow. So few men- 
had the Decatur, that the prize could not have 
been saved, but that nine Swedes and I'ortu- 
gnese from the Commerce, offered to enlist 
with Nichols, on condition of a share in the 
prize-money. The prisoners being taken on 
board the Decatur, were Ironed and sent be- 
low as they came over the side; bo that the 
weakness of the captors might not be earlien 
known. The Commerce, under the charge of 
a prize-master, together with the Decatur, at 

sailed for home; the (brmer having a 

. valuable cargo, arriving safely at New^ 
buryport. 

For tlie narrative of the encounter with the 
Commerce, lam indebted, as in other particu- 
lars, U> the same authority already refbrndi 



t I have preferred U 
urraior, ratber than 
yitM, is so admirably told. When It li recol- 
lected that the eveuts of tUs crDlge were 
comprised nlihiD a period of flitj daja, and 
that tn their most striking featureH, they 
occurred under dlsadTanULgKs which wonld 
liave appalled a ftcbler sunl lOxa that of Capt 
Klchols, 1 ttituk It will be admitted that the 
record of such a crulBc is weU worthy a 
promiueat place In the Historical collections 
of the Institute. At all events, ^we can 
hanliy J ofn in Uie barsh critlqae of the fed- 
eral paper of Mewbuiyport at that period, 
which remarked thut, '-TUls town is disgraced 
by two privateers" — one of wlilch waa the 
l>ecatur — 'Htted out by Democrats ; but 
they ar* not likely ever to set the river on 
fire." 

Capt. Nichols soon sailed on his second 
, cruise iu the DecAtur. Uiti llrst exploit was 
the cutting out of the richly frelgtited ship 
Neptune mounting 12 guns, ITom a isrge Eng- 
lish convoy. Pri^e alter prize followed, uu- 
tU the Uecatur not being in condition for sail- 
ing, was overtaken by tue British frigate Sur- 
!pnse of 3tt guns, couiuiaudcd by Sir Thomas 
.Cochrane. Even under such circumstances, 
Nichols as u^iual, must do something before 
surrender. *Hl8 little brig was pat into ac- 
tion, and her flag only lowered to a new 
and heqvtly armcu frigate, alter the latter'bad 
lost one num killed and several wounded. It 
is said that when Nichols Uually hailed that 
he liad surreuderd, tiiere was not a man 
.about blni who was not wounded, nor a whole 
plank In that part of tue deck where he 
stood. Being carried into Barbadoes, where 
weremany captured Ameiicans, — among 
whom I may rework, was the worthy and re- 
^Bpeoled Dr. Browne of this city, — he was re- 
ganled alike by his enemies and countrymen 
With acudoeity and respect, which his exploits 
^ready widely known, were talcalated to se- 
-cure. The commauuer of ilie Surprise ad- 
mitted him to parole, doubtless feeling, that 
'with a ship at all approaching bis own in 
force, his own position would have been that 
of the gallant privateersman. Those who are 
^still alive of tii6 seamen of that perkid, well 
'remember how the name and deeds of Capt. 
.Nichols rendered him, as before intimated, a 
■living terror at the time, to all foes bat those 
of largely superior Ibrce. NotwlIstaDdlng,the 
'parole granted him by Sir Thomas Cochrane 
'Out of respect to the bravery of Nichols, it 
Twas unfortimate for him, that the frigate 
Testal, from which, before the war, he had 
recaptured the Alert, arrived at Barbadoes; 
and upon inlbrmatlon, he was imjmed lately 
Impi^oned. "He woa placed In a cage npoo 



deck, and kept imder constant guard day and 
night, and fOr thlrty-foor days, allowed to 
converse with no one." 

Prom the record al^ady referred to, I learn, 
that while thns conttned, Nichols was vlslti^d 
by an old commander of a line of battle ship, 
and on being asked why he was there, stated 
the circumstances. The Knglish officer said 
to him, that he had committed no crime ; "on 
the contrary," said be, "such conduct should 
have given yon the command of a frigate ; and « 
hod yon been tn the Kngllsli service, yon 
would hoFe been so rewarded." Through the 
isterest of this officer, he was removed to an- 
other ship, and sent to England. Again re- 
garded as a criminal, he was sent on hoard a 
Srison ship, guarded by twenty men, and 
eavUy Ironed. The sentence of death Im- 
pended over him! but two British officers, 
upon the news of his treatment by onr Gov- 
ernment, were held as hostages fur him, and 
the British Uovernment Informed, that fheir 
lives should be made to answer K>r that of 
Capt. Nichols. Being then Imprisoned with 
the Irishmen captured with Gen'l. Hull at De- 
troit, and awaiting the scaffold as deserters, 
onr Uovernment Informed that of England, 
that two Englishmen would be hnng for eveiy 
prisoner so executed. 

After several months, the prisoners were 
called together, expecting,— the Irishmen 
particularly— that sentence was abont to be 
executed. Un being asked tf he would engage 
in tliu war again, if released, Nlcbols replied, 
"Yes, as soon as I can get a vessel ; and if I 
can do it in no other way, I will enter the 
American service as a common seaman." An 
exchange of prisoners however, bad been de- 
termined, and Nichols was sent home to Bos- 
ton In the ship Saratoga. 

He was soon at sea, A brig of 300 tons, 
I the Harpy of Baltimore, was tliun tltttng out 
■ at Portsmouth, N. H., and Nlcliols invited to 
I the command. At once upon tlie cmlsc, he 
was Buccessfal in the capture of ten prizes; 
two of which were ships loaded with troops, 
and respectively of the armament of 20 and 10 
guns. Destroying some of the prizes, and oth- 
ers being recaptured on the homeward voyage, 
he yet succeeded in sending in one vessel, with 
a cargo valued at 8300,000, together with SG 
prisoners ; among whom were a Major Gen- 
eral and other officers of the British army.

tlie fiercest terror of the canaun^ide. "Die 
battle thunder was to him an Inspiration; the 
music to arouse and energise such a soul) 
and the flag for which he fought and soffercd, 
t^c proud emblem of a nationality and a 
borne, fbr which even In his old age, he would 
willingly uud heartily, have expended the very 
Ufe blood of bis heut. Aa I have scun him 
aince the present war commenced, either In 
his seat at ehorch, or In his waltts, still dis- 
tinguished by something of the warriors port 
and step, I have felt that could the vigor of 
bis youth, be restored but for a few years of 
dosing life, the Hepubllc that should place 
him upon the quarter deck of some proud 
■blp of her navy, would need only to point

■LIAS JBNKS. 

KUas Janks, son of Nathaniel asd Content 
(Carpenter) Jenks, was bora at PawtoOket, 
R. I., Aug. U. 1781. 

His father, when Elias was qttitA yoaug, re- 
moved to Broekfi^d, Mass. , and married for 
his second wife Phebe HaAaway of thM 
town. The children by the Krjt wifa w»re 
four sons, Welcome, Nathaniel, BUai and 
John, and tbre« dangbtera, Nancy, Content 
and Catherine ; by hia second wife were Pb»- 
be, TUIey. Ira, Lyndbn and Otis. Id 1T95 
he moved (o Lyndon, Vt., where be raaded 
unm ha deocase. which ooeuned in Novem- 
ber, 1830, at the age of eighty-one ysBEi and 
fbor months. 

Elias, from earliest childhood, evineed a 
strong prediledtion fbr meebaniois. and was 
often employed in making models of boats 
and veseols. We neM-bear of him as a sbip 
carpenter, in Salem, laying the ds^ of Oie 
ibip Francis ( a vessel owaed by Oapt Jo- 
seph PeBl)od7 aodbaik by Enoe fingga in 
1807). Be never served aregnkr«] 



tioMUp to Uh* bwiiMM ; wilb ««ly inotiiu- 
tiens, BiiiMtaeatBOfaBamtiniaiid a dexterity 
in handling took, bfl soon aoqnirad > 
knowledge of the detaili, end by a ateady de-

en. His Tessela wet« all built aooording to 
true pinaplea and well adapted to tba naee 
ftr whicb tbey were dedgned; beaoe they 
were oalled " Ino^." During aeTeral 
Toyagee, as ship carpenter, the last in &e 
Privateer Brig Ino, which was built in Fotta- 
month daring the war of 1812-15, he obtain- 
ed muoh infoniwtion, by personal obserrslion 
at SM, of Ae good and tlad qoalitiM of the 
diffennt ships. 

He profened a decided modoal talent, and 
fimnd time amidst his taboriooB duties to onl- 
tinte it with Boooess; he was a member of 
the first nuBtaiy band in Salem, formed an- 
der the aiu^oes of the Salem Light Inlantiy, 
and learned to play on Ae clarionet during 
one of hia Toyagee, reoeiriDg great asflistanoe 
and instrootioa from Jonathan P. Saiuders, 
the saperoargo of the veesel 

He married I^ia Harrcy, daughter of 
John and Lydia (Iiander) Harvey,* Sept. 8, 
1811. She was bom Oct. 6, 1788, an! re- 
sides <iB South Salem. He died Hay 14, 
I860, in the rixty-ninth year of his age, hav- 
ing had the foUowing ohildren :

Mr. Jenka professed many gpod and noble 
traits of cbaraoter, perfoirtlj iuiael$Bh, free to 
oommonioate infimnatioa, npri(^ in all hia 
dealings, and a beantifdl ehildl^e nnpUoity 
favorably unpraBsed all with whom he held 
inlerooorse. 

His .grsndfotfau, Otpt. Stepbea Jenks of 
Pawtnoket, R. I., married Baiah Hawkins, 
and' died in 1800 U the age of seveoly torn. 
He was a aim of Nathaniel uid Lydia (Ai^ 
QoU) Jenks, and a grandson of JAiijot Na- 
thaniel and Hannah (Bosworth) Jenks. 

Major Nathaniel Jenks was mntdi engaged 
in pnl^ life and repeatedly a representative 
for Providmee, R. I. ; he died in 1728, 
aged azty-one ; he was the seoqnd of fbor 
sons of Joseph Jenks Jnaior, who were all 
eminent in their day; — Joseph, the eldest, 
flUed many important offiees in the colony 
and was for five years the Oovemor, he died 
June 16, 1740, in the eighty-foorth year of 
hi< >>go ; — 2d, M^jor Natbuiiel, above men- 
tioned ; — 8d Elder Ebenenr, one of the Pas- 
tors of tbe Providenoe Ohuroh, died Hay 14, 
1726, a man of parts and real piety ;— -4tli, 
Judge William, died in 1765, at the venera- 
ble age of nine^-one. 

Joseph Jenks, Junior, was bom in Bog- 
land in 1682, and at the age of rixteen oame 
to this ooantry ; his fether, Iiaving preoeded 
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him aaTeral yean, resided for some time ia 
IifQii, where he niarried Esther, danghtet of 
William Ballard. He then removed to Paw- 
tnoket, B. L, built the first faoBBe.iu that 
plaoe, ftlso a forge which was deetroyed in 
King Philip's war. In 1681 was an ufflst- 
ant in die gorenimeat, and died in 1716 at 
the age of ^htj four. 

Joseph StaHa Senior came from Hammer- 
amith in England, a widower, leaving two 
sons ^ with their maternal grandparents (ac- 
ootding to tradition), and settled In Lynn, 
married his woond infb, Elisabeth and had 
nvenl ohildren. He worked as a machinist 
at the Iron Fonndij, and was a man of great 
genins^ made the dies for ooinisg thefiret 
monejt bnilt the first fire engine, was the 
flrat fimnder who worked in brass and iron 
in the Western Continent, by his hands the 
first models ware made and the first castings 
taken of, many domeslio imf^emmtfl uid iron 
tools. The first article sud to have been 
oast was a small iron pot now in possession 
of the &mil7 of Uie late Alonzo Lewia, the 
Historian of Lynn : thos his Buiie deserves 
to be held in lemembianes in Aa^iq^ Qls- 
ttaj.

His 
mother was Both daughter of Isaac Bandall 
of Amesbniy. His brother. Stephen Hoyt, 
resided in Salem for several years engaged in 
boaneas. He sfierwardR removed to St. 
Lonis, where he held several important mn- 
nimpal offices as Mayor sod Comptroller. — 
He is now the Mayor of New OrleaD3.=3ee

SHIP aiOBGB. 

The Ship Qeorge was bnilt by an Aaeooia- 
lion of Ship Carpenters, who were Uirown 
out of employment by the war of 1S12, she 
was bnilt in 1814, for a Privateer, and her 
model was made by Christopher Tamer. 

Peaee oame on before she was sold, anotii- 
er deck was then raised on her and she was 
made jnto a merchant ship, and she was 
bought by CapL Joaqth Feabody at $16.00 
per Tan, who named her the George.

Her length was 110 feet and 10 inoheB, 
Beam 27 feet, her depth of hold was 13^ feet 
and she measured 32S tons. 

She proved to be one of the finest vessels, 
that ever sailed out of Salem, renurkaUy 
fost sailing, laoky under all oommanders, al- 
ways arriving with her oargo of Calcutta 
Qoods, in just the nick of time, when the 
market for snoh Qoods was at the highest 
rate, and the Goods in great demand; never 
lost » spar or met with aa acmdent. 



Hmstb. Bliu Jenke and lohabod R. Hojt oontiaued the badneis of Ship Baling fn 
SQQth Salem down to the year 1848. The following vetsela were bnilt by them, lome of 
them on the same apot where Enoa Briggs built hia Teasels, and teme a few nda to the 
weatward:
